The  officers,  members  and  admirers  of  tlic  "Twelfth 
Iw<\c^irnciit"  have  hiiig-  dosu-ed  to  sec  iu  print  its  "  History 
and  Honorary  Uoll."  Its  compilation  being-  a  work  rc- 
«juiring  no  small  amount  of  application  and  research, 
several  shrunk  from  its  performance. 

I  have  culled  the  materials  for  this  volume  from  many  a 
mass  of  old  orders,  private  manuscripts  and  inspection 
nturns,  during'  the  leisure  hours  allowed  by  my  clients 
and  j)r<>fe.ssional  duties. 

Owing'  to  tlie  scattered  condition  of  the  necessary  mat- 
ter, I  frecpiently  thought  that  it  would  be  said  of  me  as  of 
those  who  previously  attempted  the  work  :  "  Hie  homo 
rpit  cdificarc  et  non  potuit  consinnmare."  Still,  I  perse- 
vered and  the  following  pages  are  the  fruits  of  my  perse- 
verance. 

Tiuit  the  labor  could  have  been  more  successfully  pcr- 
r>rnied  by  other  hands,  I  know,  but  not,  I  believe,  by  any 
wiiM  could  have  sought  more  earnestly  to  do  it  wuH. 
And  if  the  parties  for  whom  this  book  is  compiled  lind 
i:y>u  a  small  degree  of  plcasiu-e  and  satisfaction  in  its 
i"  rusal,  I  shall  deem  my  cllbrts  amply  rewarded.  Of 
tIi"S('  wlio  may  criticise,  I  only  usk  tliem  to  remember  tliat :

INTRODUCTION. 


The  Twelfth  Rcg-iment  being:  a  Militia  org-anization, 
I  deem  it  apropos  to  present  here  facts  and  tio-ures  to 
show  the  importance  and  necessity  of  a  wcll-org-anized 
Militia  force.  Our  volunteer  troops  are,  bv  many"^  depre- 
ciated, simply  because  they  are  not  aware  of  the  invaluable 
services  rendered  by  said  troops  to  the  State  and  National 
Governments. 

Owing-  to  the  admirable  manner  in  whicii  this  subject 
was^presented  to  the  New  York  Constitutional  Convention 
by  Brig.  Gen.  Selden  E.  Marvin,  Adjutant  General  of  tlic 
State,  I  take  the  liberty  of  quoting-  the  fullowin---  extracts 
trom  his  article  :  ^ 

"  In  our  State  the  Militia  has  been  sustained  and  kept 
up  for  more  than  a  half  a  century  and  wliile  it  has  had 
much  opposition  at  times  strewn  'in  its  wav,  it  has  con- 
tinued to  prosper  and  its  fruits  have  been  apparent  in  the 
manner  in  wliich  it  has  at  all  times  and  under  all  circum- 
stances and  in  all  emergencies,  discharg-ed  its  duties. 

"  Prior  to  the  late  terrible  conllict,  very  many  of  the 
people  of  the  State  looked  upon  the  exi.^tence  of  the  Militia 
with  eyes  of  disrespect  and  lauglied  at  the  etlbrts  that 
were  being-  made  for  its  support,  pouring-  out  invectives  of 
contumely  and  contempt  and,  like  many  of  the  most  im- 
portant institutions  of  society  and  g^overnmcnt,  the  inesti- 
mable importance  of  a  well-organized  Militia  was  ignored 
by  theg-rcat  mass  and  it  was  only  in  the  consideralion  of 
Its  entn-c  abolition,  or  in  the  exercise  of  its  fullest  authoritv 
and  julhu'nce  in  the  hour  of  nood,  tliat  its  indispensable 
tuactioiis  were  recognized  and  appreciated.  So  much  f.p- 
pusition  was  engendered,  that  those  who  saw  clearlv  the 
necessity  ofniaintaining  the  organization,  found  many  ob- 
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stacles  to  encounter  and  difficulties  to  overcome,  much  solf- 
sacritice  was  demandeil  and  the  reproaclies  of  the  many 
well-nigh  stifled  the  etljrts  of  the  few.  But  manfully  and 
heroically  the  battle  was  fought,  the  war  came  and  the 
labor  of  years  was  crowned  with  success. 

"The  importance  of  the  Militia  as  a  strictly  military 
force  can  not  be  too  highly  estimated.  It  constitutes  the 
true  military  strength  of  the  republic,  in  which  the  people 
retain  all  the  power,  as  in  its  co-ordinate  branch,  the  civil 
authority.  It  is  organi/cd  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of 
the  Constitution  of  the  Unittjd  States  and  is  made  applica- 
ble to  the  condition  of  the  country  in  its  growing  capacity 
and  extended  relations.  Its  governance  is  under  constitu- 
tions and  laws  prescribed  and  regulated  by  the  people  and 
for  the  support  of  the  Govornmeut  created  by  and  sustained 
for  the  people. 

"In  a  time  when  taxation  is  grievous  and  falls  with 
heaviness  upon  the  people,  the  Militia,  in  its  relations  to 
political  economy,  is  of  the  greatest  importance.  The  cost 
of  the  maintenance  of  the  entire  f()rce  of  the  National 
Guard  in  this  State  In  a  high  state  of  efficiency,  would  not 
support  a  single  regiment  of  the  Kegular  Army,  including 
all  contingent  expenses  and  yet,  as  has  been  proved,  the 
Militia  would  be  as  serviceable  as  the  furces  whose  business 
is  war. 

"  And  again,  tiie  National  Guard,  as  an  auxiliary  to  the 
Police  Force  of  the  State  is  indispensable.  It  is  the  only 
reliance  the  ]ieople  have  in  the  suppression  of  riots  and  the 
wiping  out  of  local  insurrections.  To  tiiink  of  maintaining 
a  constabulary  force  for  such  einrrgencies  would  be  ab- 
surd. The  cost  for  a  force  sufficiently  large  for  all  sucli 
emergencies,  especially  in  largo  centres  of  poi)ulation, 
woidd  be  iiiuiieuse  and  insup{)ortable. 

"The  Militia,  in  its  well-conceived  organization  and 
with  lilieral  su|)i)ort,  exerts  a  moral  intluenco  upon  the  evil- 
disposed  and  therel)y  ])revents  the  ince{>tion  of  plots  or  de- 
signs of  organi/.rd  resistance  to  the  laws.  It  is,  in  times 
of  such  daii-vr,  tli"  soju  rcs(jurce  of  the  people  and  Li'ives 
to  legislative  and  judicial  di'cisioiis  their  huce  and  iiillu- 
once.  \\  itiiout  such  a  relial)le  resource  it  is  possibli!  an<l 
even  probatde,  that  laws  and  the  decisions  and  verdicts  of 
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constituted  authorities,  would  be  nugatory  and  despised. 
A  small  proportion  of  the  people,  if  evil  disposed,  could,  by 
(•uiicorted  and  well-organized  action,  defy  the  large  ma- 
j.irity  of  peaceable  and  law-abiding  citizens.  Such  a  suc- 
cessful rt'sistancc  of  law,  if  even  for  a  very  limited  period, 
\v<»uld  demoralize  society  and  the  loss  of  life  inevitable  h\ 
such  Collisions  would  be  terrible  and  (he  value  of  the 
property  which  might  be  jeoparded  would  support  an  ade- 
quate Militia  for  centuries. 

"  In  this  connection,  permit  me  to  furnish  a  brief  resinne 
of  the  services  of  the  National  Guard. 

"Whenever  it  has  been  necessary  in  various  localities 
to  call  upon  the  military  authorities  for  aid  and  support, 
the  response  has  always  been  attended  witli  promptness 
and  the  service  cflfectually  performed.  The  Police  Force 
has  always  found  in  the  Military  a  sure  and  reliable  body 
f..>r  its  support  and  it  has  over  proved  effective  in  the  sup- 
j.ri'ssion  of  riots  and  in  upholding  the  civil  form  of  gov- 
irnment.  In  the  Astor  Place  riots,  the  police  difficulties, 
till-  Im-ad  riots  of  1857,  the  Quarantine  riots  and  the  anti- 
rri»t  troubh's,  the  Militia  has  ever  faithfully  discharged  all 
duties  imposed  upon  them  by  the  civil  authorities.  In  the 
latp  war  its  services  have  been  largely  felt  and  its  intlu- 

•  nces  have  been  spread  over  a  large  extent  of  the  success 
tii.it  attended  our  armies. 

•  "  A  brief  synopsis  of  the  service  in  the  late  war,  I  trust, 
will  not  be  regarded  as  tedious  or  out  of  place. 

"In  April,  1861,  immediately  after  the  rebellion  had 
I't-eu  actively  inaugurated  and  the  safety  of  the  National 
Capitol  was  threatened,  the  State  of  New  York  furnished 
and   forwarded  to  the  points  of  danger  eleven  regiments, 

•  ■'•mprising  *l,">'.]i  oflicers  and  men,  whose  presence  undoubt- 
edly saved  the  nation  fmiu  a  great  and  almost  fatal  ca- 
I.iiiiity  at  the  very  outbreak  of  actual  hostilities.  That  the 
.'^tat*-,  after  so  long  a  period  of  ])rofound  peace,  should  have 
I  <''n  enabled  to  pi-om]ttly  furni.-^h  this  force  fur  the  National 

•  •xi^ency,  is  a  marked  and  undeniable  indication  of  the  nat- 
liiii!  aiid  iniiiite  martial  spiiit  of  its  citi/.ens.  This  martial 
^pu-il  lu.lily  evinced  Iluring  the  great  revolution  and  re- 
-ii.dl.-.l  during  the  war  of  1812,  lias  never  been  f[uen(-hed 
'"  titis  State  and  cvor  since  this  last-named  epoch,  a  mili- 
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tary  org-anization  move  or  less  efficient  has  been  sustained 
under  exclusive  State  induenoes  and  antliority,  Avitliout 
assistance  or  encouragement  from  the  General  Govern- 
ment and  during  long  years  of  peace,  when  tlio  martial 
profession  was  deemed  the  most  useless  office  of  man,  tlic 
New  York  Militia,  at  its  own  expense  and  despite  every 
discouragement,  retained  that  organization  and  schooled 
officers  and  soldiers  for  the  nation's  greatest  need. 

"  In  addition  to  the  force  above-named,  six  complete 
regiments  of  the  State  ^lilitia  volunteered  during  the  first 
months  of  the  war  and  were  mustered  into  the  service 
for  and  served  three  years.  Over  five  thousand  ofiicers  for 
Volunteer  regiments  were  furnished  by  the  Militia  of  the 
State. 

"The  rebellion  having  revived  in  all  a  military  ardor 
and  the  advance  in  military  science  and  the  unexpected 
draft  upon  the  natioual  resources  having  exhibited  defects 
and  suggested  their  remedies,  the  Legislature  of  the  State, 
after  consideration,  enacted,  April  23,  18G2,  an  amended 
law,  which  provided  for  the  enrollment  of  the  arms-bearing 
population  and  the  organization  of  an  active  force,  entitled 
the  '  National  Guard,'  with  a  maximum  since  fixed  at 
50,000  men.  While  this  body  was  in  ]irocess  uf  organiza- 
tion, the  State  was  enabled  to  furnisli,  from  its  incomplete 
ranks,  twelve  regiments,  comprising  s^oSS  men,  who  were 
mustered  into  the  United  States  service  fur  three  months,* 
in  May,  1SG2  ;  and  again,  after  the  active  volunteering  and 
drafts  for  the  general  service  had  depleted  thuir  ranks, 
twenty-six  regiments,  comiu-ising  lo,l'TL  men,  marched,  in 
1SG3,  to  the  defense  of  IVnnsylvania  and  ^laryland.  Again, 
in  lbC>i,  ton  regiments  of  the  National  Guard  were  mus- 
tered into  the  United  States  service  for  one  hundred  days. 
During  the  yi/ars  of  IStU  and  lSt">5,  when  tlireatened  raids 
from  Canada  liarassed  and  distracted  tlie  Government,  the 
National  Guard,  cndored  on  duty  at  oxpo.sed  points  of  the 
frontier,  relieved  tlie  apprehensions  of  our  citizens,  saved 
the  df'taching  uf  troops  from  the  armies  in  front  of  Rich- 
mond, and  fin-^trated  the  di'signs  of  our  enemies. 

"'i'his  hasty  ^krtch  i-f  the  scr\ice  of  t!ie  Militia  of  this 
State  displays  their  I'lliciency  aiid  usefulness  at  a  period 
when  the  denuinds  of  the  General  G'n'ernmeut,  by  voliiu- 
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(ccrinp;  or  forced  drafts  from  their  ranks,  constantly  tended 
to  impair  and  disorg'anize  them  and  exhibits  a  vitality  and 
/.'•al  under  every  discouragement,  which  deserves  and  should 
rec<Mve  the  respect  and  consideration  of  all. 

"  After  the  close  of  the  war  had  returned  to  the  State  its 
liundreds  of  thousands  of  veterans,  scarred  on  every  great 
liaitle-lit'Id,  the  organization  of  the  National  Guard  was  re- 
sinned and  completed,  until  it  now  comprises  one  hundred 
and  ton  regiments  of  infantry,  artillery  and  cavalry  and 
lifty-two  thousand  officers  and  men,  most  of  them  armed, 
uniformed  and  equipped  in  the  most  complete  manner  ;  an 
army  of  disciplined  citizens,  representing  every  class  of 
society  ;  intelligent,  brave  and  ardent,  bound  by  every 
relation  of  life  to  sustain  social  and  political  order  and 
prepared  at  a  moment's  notice  to  vindicate  the  enforcement 
*>(  the  laws,  National  or  State,  or  repel  invasions  from 
abro;id.'' 

Active  membership  in  a  regiment  like  the  Twelfth,  may 
be  made  a  physical  and  moral  school  for  young  men,  do- 
vcjoping  in  them  qualities  which  commerce,  trades  and 
civil  professions  dwarf  or  destroy.  The  exercise  is  healthy, 
manly  and  inspiring.  The  discipline  is  calculated  to  make 
Jiirn  obedient,  })unctual  and  moral.  And  when  the  Legis- 
lature of  New  York  shall  have  passed  a  law,  niaking  the 
It-rm  of  service  in  the  National  Gnavd /our  instead  of 
.->: It'll  years  ;  allowing  members  of  the  National  Guard 
guing  t'.»  or  returning  from  drills,  parades,  or  encampnieiits, 
I'k  ride/Vce  on  ferries,  steam  and  street  cars  ;  then  recruits 
in  abundance  will  be  obtained,  by  exciting  the  military 
instincts  wliich  characterize  the  healthy  young  men  of  our 
l^tato.  Ilocruits  thus  obtained,  are  worth  ten  times  as 
niuch  as  thosii  who  are  "danced  into  a  regiment  at  nulitarj- 
b:dls"'  and  whose  conception  of  National  Guardsmen  is 
liniittHl  to  showy  imiforms,  brass  buttons  and  fascinations 
l'«  the  gay  belles  of  fashion. 

Tin-  Twelfth  Regiment  has  no  recruits  of  the  latter  ehar- 
:i'  t"r.  I'ut  its  ranks  are  filled  by  sjiirited  young  men,  who 
■!  '   <bity   tiirough   patriotic    motivrs.    notwithstanding  tht; 

'  -  '!i;il  iiu-duveniencc  and  e.xpense  wliich  the  present 
M.liliu  Laxv-  inqioses  on  members  of  the  National  Guard. 
K'.'i  the    Legishiture,  at   its   next  session,  enact  that  the 
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term  of  service  shall  be  shortened  and  that  officers  and 
members  of  the  National  Guard  shall  enjoy  the  other  piivi- 
38  aforesaid,  and  results  .^nll  follow,  pleasant  to  every 
enlisted  man  and  beneficial  to  the  State.

CHAPTER  FIRST. 

The  Twelfth  Regdient  was  organized  on  the  6tli  of 
May,  1S47.  It  originated  in  the  blending  of  the  follow- 
ing Hank  companies  :

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For  two  years  each  of  the  aforesaid  companies  wore 
its  distinctive  uniform.  In  1841)  they  adopted  as  tho 
regimental  uniform  a  plain  fatig'ue  cap  and  jacket.  Tho 
Regiment  turned  out  for  duty  in  this  dress  during  the 
Astor  Place  riots. 

The  officer  at  that  time  commanding  tho  Twelfth,  in 
Order  No.  5,  speaks  thus  of  tho  Regiment's  conduct  dur- 
ing said  riots  : 

"  The  promptness  exhibited  by  the  several  companies,  in  compli- 
ance "n'ith  an  onler  of  scarcely  two  hours'  notice,  to  assemble  on  the 
IGth  and  ITtli  insts.,  to  aid  in  the  siippresiion  of  a  riot  then  threaten- 
ing the  peace  of  our  city,  reflects  the  hig-hest  honor  upon  both  ofQcers 
and  men.  The  Colonel  can  not  let  the  occasion  pass  without  express- 
ing his  entire  satisfaction  of  the  manner  in  wliich  the  orders  to 
assemble,  on  both  of  those  days,  -were  obeyed  ;  and  the  gratification 
which  his  comnrand  ailordod  him  by  the  soldicr-lilve  deportment  mani- 
fested while  under  arms,  during  a  time  of  so  much  public  excitement. 
He  trusts  tliat  there  may  never  again  bo  a  necessity  for  calling  upon 
the  Regiment  for  such  unpleasant  duty." 

In  1853  the  Regiment  laid  aside  the  plain  fatigue  cap 
and  jacket,  and  adopted  a  most  showy  and  attractive 
nniform,  the  famous  part  of  which  was  the  white  coat. 
In  these  gay  regimentals,  the  Twelfth  turned  out,  400 
strong,  to  celebrate  tho  opening  of  the  Crystal  Palace  ; 
but  the  })arado  on  Evacuation  Pay,  Xovember  25, 
1854,  surpassed  the  latter  display  in  numbers  and 
brilliancy. 

The  following,  from  tho  Jllililary  ^Irpus  of  December 
21,  1854,  relating  to  the  parade  on  t)ie  25th  of  Novem- 
ber of  the  last-named  year,  may  be  interesting  : 

The  great  future  of  tlie  day  was  tl;e  Twelfth  Tl^'frlmcnt.  Col. 
Stcl)bins.  between  wliieh  and  I'le  .Sovi  nth  a  rivalry  honorable  to  both 
exists.  Upon  this  occasion  the  Twelfth  had  decidedly  the  advantao-c 
in  numbers,  and  in  fact  tiieir  marching  and  wheeling,  as  v,-ell  as  the 
manual  of  arms,  was  in  every  respect  equal  to  tlie  National  Guard. 
The  followimr  table  v.-ill  show  distinctly  the  relative  force  of  the  two 
Il'^Lriments  on  this  day,  omiriin'j-,  of  com-  -e,  the  National  (Juard  'iVoon, 
which  rarely  paiades  with  the  tlvgiment.

The  Twclfih  seemed  now  destined  to  become  the  most 
celebrated  re.^iment  in  the  Union.  Cut  all  tliiiia:s  hu- 
liian  are  uncertain  and  mutable.  In  1855  the  ReuMment 
bcirau  to  decline,  and  the  laturc,  tliat  appeared  so  brio'ht, 
.trrc\v  dark.  This  .sudden  and  unfavorable  change""  in' 
tiic  Regiment's  condition  and  prospects  was  occa.sfoned 
by  the  resignation  of  its  noble  commandant,  llenrv  G. 
^'i'  ibins. 

rfliorlly  after  the  resignation  of  Col.  Stelibins.  Richard 
I-  i-onch,  the  courteous  proprietor  of  the  well-known  hotel 
*'iUiQ  same  name,  assumed  command,  the  Held  ollicers 
bfnig  Col.  French,  Lieut.  Col.  [fart,  and  Mnj.  Stcorns. 
1  :;;•  i  unous  widte  coats  were  now  discarded,  and  a  new 
'•'■'■•  -nu.  consistiiig  of  a  blue  coal,  white  pantaloons,  etc., 
•I'iopied.     In  i)ursuancc  of  Brigade  Orders,  this  Rcgi- 
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mcnt  paraded,  under  Col.  Frencli,  on  the  4tliof  June, 
1856.  Toward  the  close  of  tlie  last-named  year,  Col. 
French  resigned,  and  Lieut.  Col.  Stearns  assumed  com- 
mand. But  he,  too,  soon  withdrew  from  the  organization. 
On  the  25th  of  April,  1S57,  tlic  following  officers 
were  chosen  :

Under   command   of  these  new  officers,  a  battalion 

drill  took  place  on  the  afternoon  of  May  20,  1S57,  at 

Hamilton  Square.     Companies  A,  B,  C,  D,  G,  H,  and  a 

flank  ritlo  company  were  present,  making  a  total  of  200. 


CHAPTER  SECOND. 

On  Monday,  the  14tli  day  of  September,  1857,  this 
Regiment  paraded  in  full  uniform,  white  ]>ants,  as  an 
escort  to  the  First  Regiment  New  York  A'olunteers  (a 
large  portion  of  whoso  officers  were  furnished  by  the 
Twelfth),  took  part  in  the  reception  of  the  •'  Scott 
Legion,"'"  of  Pennsylvania,  companions  in  arms  during 
the  war  Avith  Mexico,  and  subse(|uently  joined  in  cel- 
ebrating the  glorious  anniversary  of  iho  surrender  of  the 
city  of  Mexico  to  tlie  American  Army. 

The  rank  and  file  of  tlic  Twelfth,  inspected  in  October, 
1857,  numbered  only  130.  But  in  the  following  month, 
a  sliuht  uucriuentatiou  was  pcrcoptiblo  at  the  Division 
Parade.  The  Roginicnt  continued  to  drill  witii  five 
companies  till  the  -Ud  of  April,  1S5S.  At  this  lime, 
Capt.  Holme's  Continentals,  numbering  twenty- live  men, 
wore  transferred  from  the  Eleventh,  and  became  I  Com- 
pany in  the  Twelfth  Regiment. 

('ol.  Cocks,  in  Special  Onlcrs  No.  5.  sneaks  of  the 
Contiuoutals'  transfer  as  follows:  "  ("upr.  .lohn  C. 
Holme,  having  reported  himsolt'  and  coinmand  for  dutv, 
in  compliance  with  General  Orders  No.  11,  trausfcrrin'o- 
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Faid  Captain  and  company,  in  accordance  with  tlicir  cx- 
prc«<cd  desire,  from  the  Eleventh  RcL,Mmcnt  to  this,  he 
and  his  command  arc  received  by  the  Twelfth  Regiment 
with  a  soldier's  welcome," 

Immediately  after  the  Continentals  joinincr  the  Regi- 
ment, Col.  Cocks,  in  regard  to  the  removal  of  Company 
li  from  the  Twelfth,  speaks  thus  in  the  aforesaid  Order  : 
"It  is  with  sincere  regret  that  the  Colonel  is  obliged 
to  announce  the  transfer  of  Company  L,  which  he  re- 
gards as  a  very  considerable  loss  to  the  Regiment,  and 
tiiorc  particularly  that  of  Capt.  Louis  Heitkamp,  whose 
ofiiccrdike  and  gentlemanly  deportment  at  all  times, 
together  with  his  ability  and  strict  attention  to  duty,  has 
secured  for  him  the  highest  respect  of  his  brother  officers, 
and  especially  that  of  his  Colonel.  In  thus  parting  with 
Comj>any  L,  the  best  wishes  of  the  Twelfth  Regiment  go 
with  ihc  Captain  and  his  command." 

At  the  date  of  the  transfer  of  the  aforementioned 
companies,  the  Regiment  laid  aside  the  old  flint  style 
for  tiie  superior  percussion  lock.  The  Engineer  Corps 
took  tlio  vacant  letter  A,  and  formed  a  company  under 
connnand  of  Capt.  George  II.  Barr. 

On  account  of  the  Rcginient's  non-appearance  on 
parade  when  the  remains  of  cx-Presidcnt  Monroe  passed 
iiirough  this  city  for  Richmond  (July  3,  1S58).  Col. 
Cocks,  on  a  false  charge  of  disobedience  of  orders,  was 
I'laccd  under  arrest.  This  abuse  of  power  reflects  no 
credit  on  the  parties  who  ordered  said  arrest.  It  was 
llic  first  of  several  acts  bearing  the  marks  of  official  cn- 
uiity  which  were  exercised  toward  Col.  Cocks  and  his 
Kogimcnt.  Parties  in  Xew  York  and  Albany,  V)y 
n.isie[irest>ntations,  obtained  fisom  the  State  General 
Headquarters,  an  Order  to  consolidate  the  Twelfth  with 
t!io  Tenth  New  York  State  :Militia,  under  Col.  Ilalsoy. 
Owing  to  the  peculiarity  and  imjiortance  of  said  Order, 
1'  i-  L'ivcn  here  in  lull,  to  rcc;iU  to  the  memories  of  iho 
-  ;  mi/iT.s  of  i!m.'  Tweli'th  Re--i!iicnt  reminiscences  of  l)y-

But  witli  cliaractcristic  alacrity  and  love  of  justice, 
the  Twelfth,  immccliately  after  the  issuing  of  the 
aforementioned  Order,  resolved  to  go  to  Albany  and 
show  the  Governor  and  his  staff  that  the  charges 
preferred  against  the  lv(>giment  were  entirely  devoid 
of  truth.  Therefore,  with  an  excellent  band  and 
22G  officers  and  men,  it  visited  the  State  Capital, 
and  received  the  {daudits  of  tiie  jK'OpIc  and  the  honors 
of  the  military  ;  but  the  looks  of  State  officials  were 
cold,  and  the  visit  of  the  Twelfth  (in  their  opinion) 
savored  of  insubordination.  Not  receiving  the  treat- 
ment and  redress  which  it  expected  and  merited,  llie 
Twelfth,  on  its  return,  drilled  reguLarly,  but  refused  to 
report  for  duty  to  Col.  Ilalsoy.  preferring  disbaiidment 
to  degradation. 

On'tlie  i!nth  of  July,  ISoO.  it  j^araded  for  the  last 
time  as  the  '"  Old  Twelfth."  Aeeoujpanied  by  an  admir- 
ing multitude,  it  proceeded  to  the  State  Arsenal  in 
Brooklyn,  and  tliore  delivered  its  arms  and  equipments. 

Chngriucd,  but  not  disheartened,  the  command  return- 
ed to  Xew  York,  and  experienced  from  all  classes  svni- 
pathy  and  resitect.  Though  lirokeu  by  the  false  rep- 
resentations of  envious  parlies,  the  Twelfth  had  in  it  a 
lustre  that  couhl  never  decay.  The  re^MuiC'iital  organ- 
ization was  .-till  ke{>l  up,  au'i  the  following  order 
issued  :

Tl  soon  bccniiic  ;it»!>arciit  llinl  the  afore.-aid  mimcricnl 
change  was  d'  trisacnial  to  ilie  (ii'vaiii/atimi.  Ht'iice, 
Col.  i3uttciiiei'l  iieliiioiHvl  the  I'oiiiinau'ler-in-eliier  to 
restore  the  old  and  aoceptabU'  mnnhcr  Twelve. 
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The  wislied-for  luimerical  restoration  took  place  on  or 
about  the  first  of  January,  1S60.  The  command  again 
paraded  eight  full  companies,  as  tiie  Twelfth  RecriuHint, 
N.  Y.  S.  M.,  on  Wasliington's  Birthday,  ISCO.  For  the 
Twelfth  and  its  friends,  that  was  a  joyo'us  and  triumphal 
parade. 

In  the  following  Spring  and  Summer  a  system  of 
morning  drills  was  successfully  introduced,  whicli  proved 
beneficial  in  a  physical  as  well  as  in  a  militarv  point 
of  view.  Lieut.  Col.  Weeks  resigned  in  Septcinber  of 
the  aforesaid  year. 

In  pursuance  of  Division  and  Brigade  Orders,  this 
Regiment  assembled  for  parade,  in  full  uniform,  on 
Thursday,  October  11,  ISGO,  at  the  reception  of  the 
Prince  of  Wales.  Maj.  Gen.  Sandford  conferred  upon 
this  command  the  honor  of  receiving  the  Prince,  and 
escorting  him  to  position  in  line.  In  the  course  of  the 
same  moutii  (October)  the  Regiment  proceeded  to  Statcn 
Island  for  target  practice. 

On  tlic  2otirof  the  following  November.  Col.  Butter- 
field  awarded  prizes  and  medals  to  the  best  marksmen 
in  the  Regiment,  at  Madison  Square.  Toward  the 
close  of  the  same  year,  the  Regiment  assembled  in  full 
uniform — l,)Iuc  trowsers,  white  gloves,  and  white  [lom- 
pon.  with  fatigue  caps  slung,  and  proceeded  to  Staten 
Island  for  field  drill.  On  iheii-  return  to  the  city,  the 
command  received  and  escorted  to  their  quarter's  the 
Fifth  Reo-iment,  Col.  ScliAvarzwaelder,  on  tlieir  return 
from  Bcdioe's  Island. 
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CHAPTER  TUIRD. 


Whey  Southern  traitors  threatened  riot  and  rebellion 
should  Abraham  Lincoln  proceed  to  Washin,G:;ton  for 
inaug^uration,  the  services  of  the  Twelfth  were 
secretly  offered  to  tlie  Government.  The  whole  com- 
mand made  arrangements  to  accompany  the  President 
elect,  in  citizen's  dress,  to  rendezvous  at  a  certain  point, 
■where  they  would  be  furnisliod  with  arms  and  equip- 
ments. Said  plans  and  details  were  submitted  to  and 
approved  by  Lieut.  Gen.  Winfield  Scott. 

The  Twelfth  alone  can  claim  the  honor  of  having  been 
the  first  regiment  which  olTcrod  its  services  for  the  sup- 
pression of  rebellion.  Immediately  after  inauiruration, 
CoL  Butterheld  and  his  oflicers  held  several  meetings  to 
devise  means  and  adopt  measures  for  [dacing  the  com- 
mand, in  efiicient  condition. 

On  the  niglit  of  the  bombardment  of  Fort  Sumter, 
the  Rc'jriment  adopted  tlic  chasseur  uniform.  Its  ranks 
were  filled  to  the  maximum  standard,  and  its  services 
tendered  to  the  Government. 

Accordin2;ly,  the  connnand,  numbering  nine  comj^nies, 
left  New  York  for  Washington,  on  the  2 1st  dav  of 
April,  Ic-Gl.  There  were  ()')(»  raio  rccr>u'fs,  in  addition 
to  said  companies.  The  Baltic  ('the  steamsliij)  in  which 
tiic  Rogiuicut  sailed)  cleared  for  Fortress  ^Monroe,  but 
instead  of  going'  up  the  Potomac,  the  vessel  was  ordered 
to  Anua.polis.  by  Gen.  Ibitler.  After  laudimr  and 
takin<|  a  brief  repose,  the  Regiment  started  for  the 
Junction.  On  the  following  Sunday  the  Twelftii  reached 
WasiiingtoM,  and  without  dekiy  built  wooden  huts  in 
Franklin  Square, 

On  iho  "-d  of  ;May.  Im'iI.  Mitjor.  afterward  Gen. 
^It-nowrli.  mu-t'^rcd  the  comuumd  tor  throe  months  into 
the  LTuitcd  States  service.  Tlic  drill  and  discipline  of 
Camp  Anderson,  as    the  campin^g  ground   was  stvled,

were  admirable  and  rigid.     ITeQCO,  the  Twclftb,  whilst 
there,  were  frequently  called  Rr^rulars. 

On  the  23d  of  May,  ISO  I,  the  lleginient  crossed  the 
famous  Long  Bridge,  and  was  the  iirst  Union  regiment 
that  set  foot  on  the  sacred  soil  of  the  "'  Old  Dominion." 
Its  station  was  at  Roach's  Mills,  at  that  time  the  most 
exposed  position. 

"  The  position  of  the  Fetleral  troops  around  Washington  has  ex- 
perienced no  material  change,  with  the  exception  of  the  return  of  the 
Seventy-First  to  their  old  quarters  at  the  Navy  Yard.  The  Twelfth  New 
York  Kegiment  may  be  said  to  take  the  post  of  honor,  being  the  first 
to  cross  Long  Bridge,  and  the  first  to  receive  an  attack  after  the 
army  of  the  invasion  crossed  into  Virijinia." — Xcu-  York  Herald, 18GI. 

"  Col.  Butterfield's  Twelfth  lleginient,  which  has  its  location  on  the 
heights  toward  Arlington,  is  in  equally  good  condition,  and  anxious 
for  an  early  contest  with  its  country's  a.-sailants.  The  Twelfth  was 
justly  and  highly  honored  by  Gen.  .Manstield  in  being  given  the  lead 
in  tlie  movement  of  Thursday  nicjht.  It  was  the  first  regiment  to 
enter  Virginia,  and  if  needs  be  will  be  the  last  to  leave  if.  In  ten 
minutes  from  the  time  the  order  was  given  on  Thursday  evenincr,  the 
men  were  out  of  their  beds,  dressed  an  1  in  marchitiLr  order,  and  so 
quietly  did  they  leave  their  city  encain[)mi'iit,  that  the  residents  in  the 
city  were  not  aware  of  their  departure  until  thij  folluwinir  day.  In  all 
that  pertains  to  strict  discipline,  accurate  drill,  and  soldierly  bcarinor, 
the  TwL'lfth  R^'gimcnt  is  unsurpassed,  and  an  Imnor  to  its  accomplished 
Colonel."— A'ar  York  Po.sf,  ISGl. 

"  An  incident  came  to  our  knowled_'e  a  few  days  since  which  we 
take  pleasure  in  giving  place  to,  inasmuch  as  it  exemplifies  the  old 
adage,  '  One  good  turn  deserves  auotlior.'  and  shows  the  cordial  sol- 
dierly feeling  which  exists  among  the  miliuuy. 

"  In  the  Summer  of  1839  the  Twelfth  lui:inient  were  ordered  by 
the  Major  General  commandiiiu;  the  First  Divi.-ii'n  to  deliver  up  tli'-ir 
arms.  The  order  caused  much  ill-feeling  amou'^  the  members  of  ihi 
lleginient,  but  it  was  obeyed.  On  niareh:n„'  to  the  Urouklyn  Arsenal, 
which  was  the  place  assiirned  for  the  cu-tody  of  the  mn~ket.s.  the 
ReginiOht  were  reviewed  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  D.iytnn  and 
Van  Krunt,  of  Brooklyn,  who  also  extended  other  courtesies  to  the 
Regiment. 

"On  the  arrival  of  the  Fourteenth  R'-jrlm-iit  in  Washington  last 
week,  the  corps  was  but  insufficiently  pruvided  with  mu?ie.  Aldernum 
Dayton  was  at  the-  catiital.  ai;d  do-ii-iiiLC  that  the  IJronklyn  b'ljs 
should  make  a  l\:\)  appeaianee  on  inarchiiej-  up  IViuisylvani-.i  Avenue, 
knowing  lull  we!l  tliat  inu-sic  was  a  necessary  adjunct,  proceeded  lo 
the  camp  of  the  Twelfth  llegimciit,  and  in(|uired  tor  Col.  Butterlield. 
That  gentlemen  was  not  present,  but  Lieut.  Col.  Ward  was  sent  for. 
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Alderman  Dayton  briefly  explained  the  position  of  the  Fourteenth, 
and  Lieut.  Col.  Ward,  remember  in  2;  the  kindness  of  the  Alderman 
three  years  before,  ordered  the  reirimental  band  to  proceed  to  the 
depot  and  pU\y  for  the  Brooklyn  boys.  The  band  'svent  down  to  the 
depot  on  a  double  quick  march.  'I'he  regiment  was  all  formed,  the 
band  took  up  their  position,  and  the  Fourteenth  marched  up  the 
avenue  the  observed  of  all  olis'Tvers,  making  a  decidedly  brilliant 
appearance." — Xciv  York  Post,  1861. 

On  the  2d  of  the  foIIowinG:  June  tlie  Twelfth  returned 
to  Washington,  find  on  the  Tth  of  July  was  ordered  to 
Hagerstown.  Tlie  command  had  now  been  recruited  to 
the  grand  number  of  1,023-  After  bivouacking  in 
Hagerstown  Woods,  it  moved  to  Williamsport.  forded 
tlie  Potomac,  marched  all  night,  and  arrived  at  ^Martins- 
burg  on  the  9th,  ju.st  at  the  dawn  of  the  morning. 

About  tlii?  time  Col.  Butterficld  was  appointed 
acting  Brigadier  General.  The  Fifth,  Twelftii,  Nine- 
teenth, and  Twenty-Eighth  Nevr  York  Volunteers  com- 
prising his  command. 

On  the  15th  of  July  the  Twelftii  moved  to  Camp 
Patterson,  at  Bunkers  Hill.  ild.  ;  thence,  ou  the  17th, 
to  Camp  McClolian,  at  Charlcstown.  and  on  the  follow- 
ing Sunday  proceeded  to  Harper's  Ferry,  and  occuj)icd 
a  position  on  Bolivar  llcigiits.  Afterward  they 
passed  to  the  ground  near  the  Indiana  Zouaves,  and 
called  the  same  Camp  ButterOeld.  Then  the  services 
of  the  Begiment  were  tendered  to  and  acce[»tcd  by  the 
War  Department. 

On  the  iGth  of  July,  ISGl,  Companies  A,  B,  C,  and  E 
crossed  the  Slicnandoah,  and  took  possession  of  the 
block-houses  built  by  the  rebels  on  Loudon  Heights. 
There  they  rei;iain<'d  till  after  the  evacuation  of  Har- 
per's Ferry  by  Gen.  Banks.  Tliey  were  the  last  troops 
to  cross  tiie  Potomac,  and  had  to  ford  two  rivers  before 
rejoining  the  army. 

On  the  'J8th  of  July  tlic  EeQ:imcnt  was  forwarded  to 
Knoxvillc,  y\i\.  ;  thence  ordered  to  New  York,  where  it 
arrived  on  Friday  evening,  Augu.sL  '2,  I'^bl,  and  received 
a  grand  and  flattering  weh'ome. 
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CHAPTER  FOURTH. 

The  Ne^  York  troops  were  called  out  on  the  27tli  of 
May,  1862,  for  a  second  term  of  three  months'  service. 
The  Twelfth  at  once  ToIunteere<l.  After  some  delay 
in  procuring  uniforms,  arms,  and  equipments,  it  departed 
for  Baltimore. 

Company  A  was  ordered  to  drill  in  Fort  McHenry, 
and  the  balance  of  the  Rcg-imcnt  sent  to  Harper's  Ferry. 
Here  a  briii'ade  was  formed  by  tlie  Twelfth  and  Twenty- 
Second  New  York,  and  the  Ei,2:hty-Scvcnth  Ohio.  The 
Twelfth  encamped  near  the  neat  village  of  Bolivar,  on 
the  heights  overlooking  the  Potomac. 

The  daily  routine  was  as  follows  : 

Reveille  at  sunrise.

SUNDAY  MORNINGS. 

Inspection  at  S.30  A.  M. 
Religious  services  at  10.30  A.  M. 

The  Regiment  having  a  large  number  of  inexperienced 
recruits,  required  incessant  drill.  Accordingly,  it  lost 
no  time.  And  ere  long,  its  every  member  became  a 
proficient  in  tactics. 

AVhen  Gen.  Wool  reviewed  tho  troops  at  Harper's 
Ferry,  lie  })articuhirly  noticed  iImj  Tvreltili,  and  remarked 
that  its  manccuvrings  could  not  be  surpassed  by  Regulars. 
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"When  tlie  Eiglity-Sevcnth  Ohio  reached  Harper's 
Ferry,  liungry,  wet,  and  weary,  Col.  ^Vm.  G.  Ward, 
tlien  commandant  of  the  Twelfth,  called  upon  liis  regi- 
ment to  send  them  a  large  quantity  of  coffee,  boiled  and 
prepared.  This  may  seem  an  incident  unworthy  of 
notice,  but  any  soldier  who  served  in  the  field  will  duly 
appreciate  it.  And  the  Ohio  Regiment  appreciated  it 
too.  For  immediately  thereafter  they  gratefully  ac- 
knowledged the  exhilarating  beverage,  in  a  series  of 
complimentary  resolutions. 

The  Twelftli  Regiment's  term  of  service  expired  on 
the  2Tth  of  August,  1SG2.  But,  instead  of  returning  to 
New  York,  as  did  other  regiments,  it  volunteered  to  re- 
main till  the  15th  of  October,  to  aid  in  the  defense  of 
the  Union  works,  and  in  the  instruction  and  formation 
of  regiments  sent  on  under  the  call  for  300, OUO  three 
years  men. 

The  Twelfth  remained  at  Uarper's  Ferry  until  its 
communications  with  the  Xorth  were  cut  off  by  the 
rebels,  who  crossed  the  Potomac  alter  the  second  battle 
of  Bull  Run.  Soon  after,  the  rebel  army,  under  Stonewall 
Jackson,  recrossed  the  Potomac  at  Williamsport.  pro- 
ceeded to  Charlestown,  and  advanced  upon  Harper's 
Ferry,  driving  in  before  them  Brig.  Gen.  White's  com- 
mand. 

Col.  Allies,  Conmiander  of  Harper's  Ferry,  made  no 
preparations  for  its  defense,  except  the  cutting  down  of 
a  few  trees  on  Loudon  and  3Iaryland  Heights.  He 
sent  Col.  Ford  to  ^Maryland  Heights  with  a  large  force. 
But  on  Friday,  September  Pith.  Col.  Ford  was  rcprdsed 
at  Solomon's  Gap,  and  compelled  to  retreat  to  tlie  place 
whence  he  came. 

On  the  morning  of  Se|itember  P],  PSo2,  heavv  mus- 
ketry firing  Ijcgan  on  2^1aryland  Heiu'hts,  the  enemy 
attempting  to  capture  tliat  po.-^ition.  Companv  I  of  the 
Twelfth  iuul  l»een  drilled  in  artillery  practice  ;  and 
Ca})t.  Acorn,  (vimiiiandin<r,  took  iii.s  nioHnluIn  liowitiors 
to  defend  the  :is.-ailed  "Hcigiits."  in  the  do.-pcrate  en- 
gagement on  -Maryland  Heights,  the  One  Hundred  and 
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T^enly-Sixtli  New  York  became  disorGranized  iu  con- 
sequence of  Col.  Sherrill  \)C\x\<x  horribly  woiiudcd.  Col. 
Ford  immediately  ordered  a  retreat,  and  commanded 
Capt.  Magratli,  of  tlic  Xcw  York  Artillery,  to  spike 
and  destroy  liis  splendid  battery  of  sieire  guns.  At 
that  crisis  said  order  was  indeed  severe,  but  obedience, 
even  unto  death,  is  a  soldier's  duty.  Hence  the  cannon 
were  spiked,  dismounted,  and  liurled  down  the  hill. 
Capt.  Acorn,  however,  brought  his  howitzers  aud  am- 
munition safely  down. 

After  the  aforesaid  evacuation,  the  enemy  began  to 
show  themselves  on  Maryland  Heights.  Soon  they  be- 
gan to  fire  on  a  party  of  sharp-shooters  belonging  to 
the  Twelfth.  A  shell  thrown  into  the  midst  of  the 
rebels  quickly  cleared  the  Hoi^'hts. 

Accounts  say  ihat  Col.  Miles  neglected  to  place  Lou- 
don Ileiglits  in  a  proper  state  of  defense.  Even  his 
loyalty  has  been  questioned.  But  it  is  no  more  than 
just  tiiat  he  should  be  deemed  loyal  till  convicted  of 
disloyalty.  Xo  doubt  his  conduct  during  the  attack  on 
Harper's  Ferry  was  censurable.  And  to  it,  the  sur- 
render of  that  stronghold  mny  be  attributed. 

On  Sunday,  September  14,  1>U"2.  ihc  enemy  placed 
their  batteries  on  and  surrounding  Loudon  Heights. 
They  seemed  to  be  aware  that  the  po.-ition  which  tiicy 
were  about  to  attack  was  iu  a  poor  state  of  defense, 
hence  tlieir  assault  was  sudden. 

Regardless  of  the  superior  numbers  and  advantageous 
situation  of  the  foe,  the  commandant  of  the  Twelfth 
(Col.  Wm.  G.  Ward)  commenced  a  viirorous  shelling  of 
the  re1)els.  So  desjiornto  was  the  attack,  and  viLrorous 
the  defense,  that  several  gunners  of  the  Twelfth  sank 
down  at  the  guns  from  exhaustion. 

Notwithstanding  the  strenuous  efforts  of  t!;e  Northern 
troops,  the  secession  force  nor  thrjr  ijtuis  in  position,  and 
ofjcncil  a  trc'.uendous  tire  on  the  I'nion  camj).  Whizzing 
sliots  and  roariu'^  shells  incc.-santly  Hew  and  felt  among 
the  ranks  of  the  Twelfth  Regiment.  Still  tiierc  was  no 
shrinkinir  from  duty  nor  dati'jer.  Loth  olliccrs  and 
nici^  manifested  adiuiral)ie  bravorv. 
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On  tlie  following:  Sunday,  the  command  was  ordered 
to  proceed  to  the  front  and  attack  the  enemy.  Every 
man  in  the  Regiment  seemed  electrified  at  the  thought 
of  havin.!:^  a  hand-to-hand  fight  with  the  foe. 

The  Regiment  formed  with  the  greatest  promptness, 
and  forthwith  proceeded  to  Bolivar  Heights.  On 
reaching  there,  tlie  Twelfth  found  tlie  other  regiments 
in  great  confusion.  But  it  marched  on  till  it  came 
within  musket-shot  of  a  Confederate  regiment  in  ambus- 
cade. They  reserved  their  lire,  expecting  tliat  the 
Twelfth  had  been  ordered  up  to  clear  them  out.  Just 
as  the  Twelfth  was  about  to  charge  on  the  rebels,  Col. 
Miles's  Orderly  rode  up  in  hot  haste,  and  ordered  it  to 
return  immediately  to  Camp  Ilill.  It  seems  the  Regi- 
ment had  been  sent  out  by  mistake,  at  which  Col.  Miles 
manifested  great  indignation. 

On  the  following  evening,  however,  by  permission  of 
Col.  Allies,  all  the  cavalry  at  Harper's  Ferry  made  their 
escape  across  the  pontoon  bridge  ;  but  he  sternly 
refused  to  allow  any  of  the  infantry  to  do  likewise. 

Orders  were  given  on  Sunday  evening  to  throw  up 
earth-works  against  the  next  day's  attack.  The  Twelfth 
worked  long  and  well  during  the  night,  and  completed 
a  deep  trench  and  a  formidable  earth-work.  At  the 
dawn  of  the  following  day,  the  Twelfth,  Col.  AVm.  G. 
AVard  commanding,  resumed  the  bombardment  of  Lou- 
don Heights.  The  officers  and  men  of  the  Regiment 
displayed  a  coolness  and  an  intrepidity  that  would  re- 
flect honor  on  veterans  of  a  hundred  battles.  They 
seemed  determined  to  rout  tlic  enemy,  and  just  when 
victory  was  within  their  reach  Col.  ^lilcs  raiscil  tiie 
•white  Hag.  A:;d  thus  foiled  the  grand  eftbrts  of  loyal 
troops. 

Ccn.  White  then  surrendered  Harper's  Ferry,  officers 
retaining  their  batrgage  and  swords.  Tlie  Twelfth,  after 
delivering  ll.cir  amis,  iaccd  about,  mareheu  Inick  a  hun- 
dred j)aces.  and  Itivoufu-ked  in  :-'m'ht  of  ilicir  stacked 
arms.  Several  of  the  men,  during  the  niglit,  recoverctl 
a  large  number  of  muskets  at  the  risk  of  their  lives. 
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On  Monday  evening,  rolls  of  the  different  companies, 
written  on  letter  paper,  -were  sent  to  the  rebel  com- 
mander, and  the  Twelfth  discharged  as  paroled  prisoners. 
During  the  preceding  night,  Longstreet's  corps  crossed 
the  pontoon  bridge  and  joined  Stonewall  Jackson.  The 
majority  of  the  rebel  force  marched  off  on  the  following 
morning  to  Williamsport,  wiiere  they  crossed  the  Poto- 
mac and,  reinforced  Lee  at  the  battle  of  Antietam. 

On. Tuesday  evening,  September  16, 18G2,  the  Twelfth 
Regiment  were  ordered  to  leave  the  rebel  lines.  As 
they  marched  through  Harper's  Ferry,  the  secessionists 
claimed  the  colored  cooks  of  the  Regiment.  Those  not 
claimed  were  sent  to  Riclimond  with  all  the  contrabands 
at  Harper's  Ferry. 

Immediately  thereafter  the  Regiment  returned  to  Xew 
York,  where  the  flavor  and  Common  Council  received 
them  witli  tlie  honors  of  the  metropolis.  Alderman 
Ottiwcll,  President  of  the  Recepliou  Committee,  and  an 
honorary  member  of  the  Regiment,  addressed  them  in 
most  eloquent  terms,  and  cordially  thanked  them  in  be- 
half of  the  citizens  of  New  York  for  remaining  and 
doing  arduous  duty  at  Harper's  Ferry  after  their  term 
of  service  had  expired.  Subsequently,  the  city  authori- 
ties gave  a  sumptuous  banquet  to  the  officers  of  the 
Reofiment.

On  tlic  20tli  of  June,   1863,   the  command  left  Xew  | 

York  for  the  third  time,  to  peril  their  lives  in  defense  of  l 

the  American  Union.     Col.  Wm.  G.  Ward  was  then  in  | 

command.     Tlic  regiment  arrived  at  Harrisburg  on  the  f 

21st,  and  was   quartered    in    Camp    Curtin.    Departed  \. 

tiiencc   on  the  22d  for  Marysville,  and  from  that  time  * 

till  the  7th  of  July,   detachments  were  constantly  on  \ 

duty  obstructing  roads  leading  to  the  camp,  felling  trees,  j 

and  digging  rifle-pit^.  I 

On  the  iast-mcntioncd  date  the  Regiment  moved  to  i 
Carlisle,  arriving  there  at  "  midnight's  solemn  hour," 

and  bivouacking 'in  the  public  square,  while  rain  fell  in  * 

torrents.     After  sleeping  that  night  as  weary  soldiers  ; 

sleep,    they  started  at    early  dawn  for  Shippensburg,  ( 

fourteen  miles  away.     Reaching  there  at  sunset  tliey  v 

marched  nine  miles  more,  in  moonlight,  to  bivouac  at  | 

Greenville  ;  and  on   the  8th  of  July,  1SG3,  arrived  at  K 

Rock  ]Mount.    They  reached  Chambcrsburg  on  the  11th,  f 

and  there  encamped  until  the  lith,  when  the  Regiment  » 

was  ordered  to  GrecneasUe.  [• 

Just  about  this  time  riots  broke  out  in  the  metropolis. 
The  Government,  knowing  the  excellent  discipline  of 

the   Twelfth   and   its   superior    skill   in   street    firing,  ;> 

ordered  it  to  Xew  York  to  suppress  the  rioters.  As  soon  ' 

as  it  reached  the  city,  heavy  details   were"  told  off,"  ! 

and  ordered  to  [irotect  tiio  City  Hall,  guard  the   Gas  ^ 

AVnrks.  and  other  i)oints  of  importance.  ■ 

The  Regiment's  headquarters  were  at  the  City  Hall, 
where  some  of  the  companies  elected  commissioned 
officers. 
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Pursuant  to  orders  from  Division  and  Brigade  head- 
quarters, this  Regiment  paraded  on  Tliursday,  October 
1,  1SG3,  in  full  fatigue  dress,  armed  and  equipped,  and 
took  part  in  the  reception  of  the  officers  of  the  llussian 
Fleet  by  the  city  authorities. 

Pursuant  to  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Officers,  this 
command  paraded,  fully  armed  and  equipped,  on  the  11th 
of  June,  1SG4.  and  participated  in  the  reception  of  the 
Thirty-Ninth  Regiment,  N.  Y.  Y.,  '^Garibaldi  Guard.'"' 
On  the  12th  of  the  same  month  it  paraded  as  funeral 
escort  to  the  remains  of  Col.  Orlando  H.  Morris,  late  of 
the  Sixty-Sixth,  N.  Y.  Y. 

The  following  extract  is  from  the  report  of  Col.  J. 
H.  Liebenau,  Inspector  General  : 

"October  12,  1SC6. — Tn?pcctc(]  tliis  Regiment,  •whicli,  owin;?  to 
stormy  weather,  I  was  obliged  to  do  iu  their  armory.  This  is  one  of 
the  regiments  of  which  the  Division  '.aud  the  city  ot  Xew  York  have 
just  cause  to  be  proud.  The  discinlinc  of  tlie  Regiment  is  unsur- 
passed. They  are  well  and  handsomely  nniformed.  The  manual  of 
arms,  the  loadings  and  firing  by  Hlv,  company,  wincr,  and  battalion, 
were  handsomely  executed,  and  rellected  great  credit  on  the  otlicers 
and  men,  shovring  that  officers  who  are  earnest  and  untiring  in  their 
efibrts,  are  sure  to  succeed  in  buildin?  and  sustaining  a  good  and 
effective  regiment,  such  as  is  the  Twelfth.

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Maj.  Gen.  Daniel  Bctterfield,U.  S.  A.,Avas  elected 
Commandant  of  the  Twelfth  Reghncnt  on  the  ISth  day 
December,  IS 60. 

On  the  loth  of  April,  1861,  he  served  as  First  Sergeant 
of  the  battalion  organized  for  tlie  defense  of  Washing- 
ton. On  the  19th  of  the  same  month  he  was  ordered  to 
report  with  his  regiment,  the  Twelfth  N.  Y.  S.  M.,  to 
the  General-in-Chief,  of  the  United  States  Army,  at  the 
national  capital.  In  compliance  with  said  order,  he 
sailed  from  New  York,  with  his  command,  on  the  21st 
day  of  April,  1861  ;  arrived  at  Fortress  Monroe  on  the 
23d,  tendered  aid  to  the  garrison,  but  none  being  re- 
quired, sailed  for  Annapolis.  In  ]May,  1S61.  he  led 
with  the  Twelfth,  the  first  movement  across  the  Long 
Bridge  into  Virginia,  nndcr  Gens.  Mansfield  and 
Heintzelman. 

On  the  6th  of  July,  1861,  he  was  ordered  with  the 
Twelfth,  to  Gen.  Patterson's  column,  at  Martinsburg,  Ya., 
and  shortly  after  having  reported  there,  a  brigade  was 
placed  under  his  command.  Said  brigade  consisting  of 
four  Xew  York  regiments,  and  among  tliem  the  Twelfth. 
He  moved  with  Patterson's  couunn  until  July  21,  1861. 
Then,  he  Avas  intrusted  Avith  the  defenses  of  Bolivar 
Heights,  till  the  3d  of  August,  the  date  of  the  evacuation 
of  Harper's  Ferry,  just  two  weeks  beyond  the  Regiment's 
tci-m  of  service. 

On  the  otii  of  August,  1S61,  he  was  mustered  out  of 
service  in  New  York,  as  Colonel  of  the  Twelfth  Regi- 
ment. He  received,  on  this  occasion,  a  complinientary 
order  from  Gen.  Banks.  "While  acting  as  Colonel  of 
the  Twelfth  N.  Y.  S.  M.,  he  was  appointed  Lieutenant 
Colonel  of  the  Twelfth  United  States  Infantry,  Regular 
Army.     Rank  to  date  from  May  14,  1861. 

On  the  Tth  of  Septeinl)er,  L~>61,  Gen.  Butterfield  was 
appointed  Brigadier  General  of  Volunteers,  and  assigned 
to  iiic  cunimaiid  of  tiio  Tiiird  Briuado,  Porter's  Division 
(the  famous  Liuht  Brigade).  He  led  his  "  Light  Brigade"' 
at  tlie  dreadful  siege  of  Yorktown  ;  througli  the  ih.'S- 
perate  battles  of  Hanover  Court  House,  Mcclianic=ville, 
2 
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Gaines's  Mills,  Turkey  Bend,  and  Malvern  Hill.  Though 
dangerously  wounded  at  the  latter  engagement,  he  re- 
mained on  duty,  like  one  determined  to  become  a  martyr 
for  his  country. 

He  commanded  the  detachments  sent  to  the  south  side 
of  the  James  River,  to  cover  the  withdrawal  of  McClel-  I 

lan's  forces.     At  Groveton,  or  second  Bull  Run,  he  com-  f 

manded  the  First  Division  of  the  Fifth  Army  Corps.  { 

On  the  16th  of  November,  18G2,  he  assumed  command  | 

of  the  Fifth  Army  Corps,  and  fought  in  the  hard-fought 
fight  of  Fredericksburg.     On  the  29th  of  November,  :^ 

1S62,  he  was  appointed  Mojor  General  of  Volunteers.  * 

On  the  2Gth  of  January,  1SG3,  Maj.  Gen.  Hooker  ap- 
pointed him  Chief  of  Staff  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac. 

About  this  time,  and  while  performing  the  aforesaid  t 

duties,  he  originated  the  system  of  calls,  picket  and  out-  "* 

post  duty.  He  devised  tlie  present  beautiful  coat  of 
arms  of  the  Twelfth  Regiment,  and  the  Corps  Badges  and 
Flags  that  were  adopted  and  worn  by  the  Grand  Army. 

Gen.  Buttcrtield  participated  in  the  memorable  battle 
of  Chancellorsville,  and  was  requested  by  Gen.  Meade, 
who  relieved  Gen.  Hooker,  to  remain  on  duty  with  him 
as  Chief  of  Staff.  He  served  accordingly,  and  gallantly 
fought  in  the  terrific  battle  of  Gettysburg,  where  he  was 
so  severely  wounded,  that  he  was  compelled  to  retire 
from  the  field. 

On  the  22d  of  August,  lSi'>8,  he  entered  on  temporary 
duty  with  Gen.  Hooker,  at  Wasiiington.  In  the  follow- 
ing October  he  was  ordered,  as  Chief  of  Staff',  with  Gen. 
Hooker's  command,  to  reinforce  Roseerans'  Army  of 
tlie  Curaberlaud,  Gen.  Buttcrficld's  position  placed  him 
in  the  thickest  of  the  conllict.  He  participated  in  the 
battles  ofWauliatchie,  Lookout  !^[ountain,Mis.~ion  Bridge, 
Tonn.  ;  Ravine  Creek,  and  Ringgold,  Ga.  In  February, 
ISO!,  (Jen.  (xrant  ordered  him  to  convey  important  dis- 
patclies  to  Gen.  Sherman,  at  Meridian,  Miss.  After  liis 
return,  in  April,  lStj4,  he  was  assigned  to  the  command 
of  the  Tliird  Divi.-ion.  This  command  he  held  during 
the  Atlantic  campaign,  till  renewed  attacks  of  the  fever 
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contracted  during  the  peninsular  campaign  of  1862,  com- 
pelled him  again  to  leave  the  iield.  Scarcely  had  lie  re- 
cuperated, -wlieu  he  Avas  exposed  to  the  brunt  of  the 
battles  of  Buzzard  Koost,  Reseca,  Cassville,  Gilgal 
Church,  Dallas,  New  Hope  Church,  Culp's  Farm,  Kene- 
saw,  and  Lost  Mountain. 

On  the  1st  of  July,  1863,  -while  doing  duty  as  Major 
General  of  Volunteers,  he  was  promoted  to  the  Colonelcy 
of  the  Fifth  Infantry,  Regular  Army.  On  the  13th  of 
March,  1SG5,  he  was  appointed  Brevet  Major  General 
United  States  Army,  for  gallant  and  meritorious  conduct 
on  the  battle-field.  After  a  scries  of  brilliant  achieve- 
ments, he  was,  on  the  2-lth  of  August,  1805,  mustered 
out  of  the  service  as  Major  General  of  Volunteers,  return- 
ing to  his  rank  in  the  Regular  Army. 

Gen.  Butterfield,  is  now  Cliicf  of  the  General  Recruit- 
ing Department  of  the  United  States,  at  New  York. 
His  headquarters  are  in  the  magnificent  Army  Building, 
corner  of  Greene  and  Houston  Streets.  His  affable  and 
courteous  demeanor,  his  generosity  and  noble  cliaractcr, 
have  won  for  him  a  host  of  admiring  friends. 
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Major  General  Francis  C.  Barlow. 

"  Bulce  et  decorum  est.  pro  patria  mori."  Thus,  in 
the  expressive  language  of  the  llomanbard,  spoke  Frau- 
ds C.  Barlow,  wlien  traitorous  hands  fired  at  the  time- 
honored  walls  of  Fort  Sumter.  He  naturally  abhorred 
slavery  and  hated  rebellion.  His  friends  knew  that  he 
was  a  man  who  always  practfcod  his  theories  ;  but  little 
did  they  dream  that  an  intellectual  young-  lawyer,  with 
a  large  business  and  bright  prospects,  would  enter  as 
a  private  among  the  "  boys  in  blue."  Mr.  Barlow 
forgot  personal  danger  and  comforts,  when  the  destruc- 
tion of  our  Republic  was  threatened. 

Unostentatiously  he  joined  the  Twelfth  Regiment,  as 
a  private,  in  Company  F,  on  the  20th  of  April,  1S61. 
The  purity,  sincerity,  and  nobility  of  his  character,  for- 
bid us  attributing  this  remarkable  condescension  to  any- 
thing, save  patriotism.  On  the  21st  of  April,  ISGl,  he 
departed  with  his  regiment  for  Washington,  to  defend 
the  nation's  capital. 

"  All  honor  to  him  who,  when  danger  afar 
Had  lighted  for  ruin  his  ominous  star, 
Left  pleasure,  and  country,  and  kindred  behind. 
And  sped  to  the  shock  on  the  wings  of  the  wind." 

.  Unlike  the  majority  of  privates,  Mr,  Barlow,  Avhile 
in  camp,  assiduously  applied  himself  to  the  study  of  mili- 
tary tactics.  His  time  was  equally  divided  between 
duty,  study,  and  repose.  Islcnt  so  uncommon,  could  not 
remain  long  unappreciated.  Hence,  Col.  Butterfield, 
who  always  rewarded  genuine  merit,  offered  him  the 
position  of  First  Lieutenant,  in  Company  F,  Twelfth 
Reirimcnt, -which  lie  acecjitod. 

Having  fulfilled  his  period  of  enlistment,  ho  returned 
to  New  York.  Whilst  internal  enemies  and  external 
foes,  were  striving  to  demolish  the  gigantic  and  boauti-

ful  proportions  of  our  Commonwcaltli,  he  could  not  re- 
main inactive.  Hence,  after  the  organization  of  the 
Sixty-First  New  York,  lie  was  appointed  its  Lieutenant 
Colonel.  His  capacious  intellect,  quickly  learned,  as  if 
by  intuition,  company  evolutions,  frrand  ciiarges  of  bri- 
gades, and  all  the  terrible  and  sublime  maciiiuations  of 
war. 

Soon  he  was  assigned,  with  his  rciriment,  to  tlie  Army 
of  the  Potomac,  under  Gen.  McClellan.  During  the 
dreary  months  of  Autumn  and  Winter  of  18G1,  Lieut. 
Col.  Barlow  resolutely  and  carefully  studied  every 
chapter,  in  the  books  of  tactics  appointed  for  the  army. 
His  superiors  easily  perceived,  that  he  was  master  of  the 
art  of  war  ;  hence,  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
Cjolonel,  when  nortliern  legions  marched  to  the  siege  of 
York  town. 

After  the  lapse  of  a  few  fearful  days,  was  foucrht 
the  terrific  battle  of  Fair  Oaks.  Never  Avas  Ameri- 
can valor  so  severely  tested.  Durinu-  the  l)loody  con- 
flict, Col.  Barlow's  regiment  lost  its  color-bearer  and 
four  of  the  color  guardT  The  brave  Gen.  Howard,  hav- 
ing lost  an  arm,  the  command  of  his  briL"-ade  devolved 
on  Col.  Barlow.  At  the  never-to-be-forgotten  battle 
of  Antietam,  he  proved  himself  the  Itravest  of  the  l)rave. 
To  his  eyes,  on  that  occasion,  death  seemed  despoiled  of 
its  terrors.  He  was  shockingly  wounded  in  the  groin 
and  breast.  The  most  eminent  physicians  and  surgeons, 
pronounced  his  wounds  curable,  only  by  the  Phy^sician 
at  whose  command,  Lazarus  came  forth  from  the  tomb. 
And  that  Physician,  through  the  instrumentality  of  a 
faithful  and  priceless  wife,  Jicaled  the  wounded  licro. 

Scarcely  had  he  recovered,  when  treason  concentrated 
its  forces  at  Chancellorsvillc.  Through  the  long  battle 
there  fought,  lie  gallantly  led  a  victorious  brigade  ; 
and  when  leagued  rebels  poured  upon  the  sunnv  slopes 
of  Pennsylvania,  Gen.  Barlow  led  the  same  brigade 
through  the  brunt  of  that  hovril)le  entragement.  Midst 
the  bursting  of  shells  and  the  thunderinir  of  cannon, 
when  "  death  shots  fell   thick   and  fast,"  he  fearlessly 
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rode  in   front  of  Iiis  line,  encouraging  tlio  troops  and 
exhorting  them  to  remain  steadfast. 

"The  slayer  death  is  everywhere,  and  many  a  form  hath  he." 

Four  bullets  struck  Gen.  Barlow,  and  he  fell 
from  his  horse  to  the  ground.  Still  tlie  fierce  figlit 
raged,  and  tiie  prostrate,  bleeding  General,  lay  on  the 
field,  exposed  to  the  fire  of  friend  and  foe.  Whilst  in 
tliat  deplorable  condition,  "  he  found  not  a  generous 
friend,  nor  a  pitying  foe,'' till  night's  sable  mantle  fell 
upon  the  gory  ground.  When  the  mild  moon  rose  up 
slowly  and  looked  calmly  down  on  the  corpse-strewn 
battle-field,  he  was  found  by  the  rebel  General,  Early, 
who,  while  passing,  discovered  his  rank.  Supposing 
the  spark  of  life  to  have  fled,  Gen.  Early,  though  a 
traitor,  yet  a  man.  paused  with  his  staff  officers  to  learn 
his  name,  muttering  in  gruni  accents  :  "  We  can  do 
nothing  for  that  dead  general  save  to  give  him  a  decent 
burial."  Though  his  life-l)lood  was  fast  flowing  away, 
Gen.  Barlow  raised  his  bleeding  head  and  feeble  voice, 
and  gave  Early  tiiis  grave  reply  :  '*  I  will  live  to  fiirht 
you  yet,  General."  As  if  gifted'witli  knowledge  of  Ihe 
future,  these  words,  were  fully  verified,  at  the  battle  of 
Spottsylvania  Court  House. 

In  18G1,  Gen.  Barlow  resumed  his  command,  and 
participated  in  the  great  battles  of  the  Wilderness. 
During  one  of  these  conflicts  he  captured  a  whole 
division  of  Gen.  Early's  troops,  commanded  by  Gen. 
Johnson,  with  forty  pieces  of  artillery  and  other  valu- 
able spoils,  lie  was  promoted  to  a  Major  Generalship, 
while  tlie  army  lay  in  front  of  Petersburg  ;  and  when 
rebellion  fought  its  last  fight  before  Richmond,  lie  had 
the  gratification  of  beholding,  the  great  stubborn  army 
of  the  South  conquered,  bv  the  valiant  troops  of  the 
North. 

Gen.  Barlow  was  nominated  by  the  Union  j^arty,  of 
the  State  of  Xew  York,  in  the  Autumn  of  ISiJ5,  for  the 
ollico  of  Secretary  of  State.  The  Democrats  nominated 
Gen.   Slocum,  as  an  opposition  candidate  ;  but  Gen. 
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Barlow  was  elected,  by  a  majority  of  2S,000,  His  excel- 
lent executive  abilities,  rendered  him  an  honor  to  the 
Government  of  the  Empire  State. 

The  Twelfth  llcgimcnt  is  proud,  to  have  his  noble 
name  and  heroic  deeds,  on  its  honorary  roll.  Not 
without  cause  ;  for,  what  other  regiment  in  our  vast  Re- 
public, can  name  a  graduate  from  its  ranks,  with  a 
character  so  illustrious  and  brave^  as  that  of  Maj. 
Gen.  Francis  C.  Barlow  ? 

He  now  tills  tlie  important  position  of  United  States 
Marshal,  for  the  Southern  District  of  New  York. 
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Brig.  Gen.  William  G.  Ward. 

This  gentleman  is  a  graduate  of  Columbia  College,  of 
the  city  of  New  York.  IIo  enlisted  in  the  Twelfth 
Regiment  on  the  4tli  of  Marcli,  1854,  as  a  private,  in 
Company  F.  Ho  served  in  all  the  non-commissioned 
grades,  and  was  elected  Captain  of  said  company.  On 
the  22d  of  January,  1S57,  Col.  Cocks  appointed  him 
Adjutant  of  the  Twelfth  Regiment.  In  the  month  of 
March,  18G0,  he  raised  two  new  companies,  which 
necessarily  involved  no  small  expenditure  of  personal 
wealth.  Narrow-minded  parties,  jealous  of  his  popu- 
larity, preferred  charges  against  him  tliat  caused  his 
arrest ,  but,  when  tried  by  a  court-martial,  he  Avaa 
honorably  discharired. 

On  the  25th  of  May,  ISGO,  he  was  unanimously  elected 
Major  of  the  Twelfth  Regiment,  and  filled  said"  position 
till  the  25th  of  the  following  November,  when  he  was 
chosen  Lieutenant  Colonel  of  the  aforesaid  command. 
He  went  to  the  -eat  of  war  with  his  regiment  (Col. 
Buttcrficld  commanding)  in  ISGl. 

On  tiie  25lii  of  Octolicr,  ISGl,  ho  was  elected  Com- 
mandant of  the  Twelfth,  vice  Col.  Butterfield  promoted. 
Ho  led  his  regiment  to  the  seat  of  war  in  1SG2,  and 
manifested  lirmness,  self-denial,  and  bravery  at  the 
battle  of  Harper's  Ferry.  He  gave  to  his  men  a  noble 
examj)Ie  of  heroism  and  valor  ;  and  he  sympathized  with 
them.  Frequently  during  the  sieL,^e  did  lie  relieve,  in 
person,  the  exhausted  gunners.  His  presence  dispelled 
fear,  liowevcr  great  tlic  danger. 

During  the  campaign  of  1SG2,  he  acted  for  a  time  as 
Brigadier  General. 

In  ISuo  lie  v/cnr  with  liis  regiment,  on  what  was 
termed  the  Pennsylvania  campaiun.  Tiio  previous 
service  of  the  Twelfth  had  worn  out  its  uniforms  and 
equipments.   To  obtain  funds  from  the  State  or  National 
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Treasuries,  to  purchase  new  uniforms,  was  a  slow  and 
an  uncertain  process.  Hence,  Col.  Ward,  with  rare, 
but  characteristic  munificence,  defrayed  the  greater  part 
of  the  expense  incurred  in  uniforming  and  equipping  the 
Twelfth  for  the  Pennsylvania  campaign.  It  is  stated, 
that  ten  thousand  dollars  would  not  cover  the 
amounts  which  he  lias  advanced  from  his  private  fortune, 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  Twelfth  Regiment,  since  the 
date  of  his  first  commission  in  the  same. 

In  the  month  of  November,  IStiG,  Col.  Ward  was 
unanimously  elected  Brigadier  General  of  the  First 
Brigade,  X.  G.  S.  X.  Y.  This  position  he  now  fills, 
with  honor  to  liimself  and  entire  satisfaction  to  all 
parlies  interested  in  or  connected  with  the  regiments 
which  constitute  his  brigade.

This  gentleman's  military  connection  witli  the  Twelfth 
Regiment  comprises  a  period  of  more  tlian  tliirtecn 
years.  lie  was  a  member  of  Company  G,  "  Independ- 
ence Guard,"'  from  which  the  Regiment  subsequently 
took  its  distinctive  name.  He  passed  through  the 
various  non-commissioned  grades,  and  was  promoted 
from  the  post  of  First  Sergeant,  to  tiie  office  of  First 
Lieutenant.  The  year  previous  to  the  rebellion  he 
was  made  Adjutant  of  the  Twelfth,  under  Col. 
Butterfield.  In  this  capacity  he  served  the  Regiment 
during  the  first  three  months'  campaign  of  the  war. 
Immediately  after  he  was  appointed,  by  the  President, 
to  the  important  position  of  Assistant  Adjutant  General 
of  Volunteers.  lie  was  assigned  to  Porter's  Division, 
Army  of  the  Potomac.  In  this  capacity  he  acted 
until  tlio  capture  of  Yorktown.  After  the  formation 
of  the  Fifth  Army  Corps,  in  May,  1S(V2,  he  was  made 
its  Adjutant  General,  and  promoted  to  a  Lieutenant 
Colonelcy.  He  continued  in  this  position  during  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  war.  In  nearly  all  the  engagements  by  the 
Potomac  Army,  he  fought.  In  the  campaign  under  Gen. 
Pope  he  also  manifested  incomparable  bravery.  On  the 
5th  of  May,  1>GI,  Brevet  Brig.  Gen.  Locke,  whilst  gal- 
lantly fighting  under  Gen.  Grant,  was  dangerously 
wounded  at  the  battle  of  Spottsyivania  Court  House. 
The  wounds  received  there,  were  so  severe,  that  he  was 
necessitated  to  remain  inactive  for  five  weary  weeks. 
But  at  the  end  of  that  time  he  rejoined  his  command, 
thougii  not  entirely  healed. 

In  tlic  Autumn  of  IStil.  he  was  promoted  to  a  full 
Coloneloy.  for  distinguished  gallantry,  and  meritorious 
sorvice  in  the  battles  and  marches  of  the  campaign. 

Oa  the  Uth  day  of  April,  1S()5,  that  eventful  day, 
whose  nanu)  and    date  arc  synonymous  with  the  over- 
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throw  of  treason,  Gen.  LoclvC  had  the  satisfaction  of 
witnessing  the  siu-render  of  Lee  and  his  defeated  army. 
A_few_  weeks  afterward,  he  was  appointed  Brevet 
Brigadier  General,  for  faithful  service  and  conspicuous 
gallantry,  at  the  battle  of  Five  Forks. 

Among  the  many  iicroes  of  the  late  war,  it  is  diSicult 
to  find  "one  whose  record  is  more  brave  and  brilliant 
than  Gen.  Locke's. 

The  following  list  of  battles,  in  which  he  participated, 
eulogizes  him  more  than  any  language  which  could  be 
used  in  these  pages.  His  name  is  identified  with  the 
severest  engagements  of  the  war,  for  the  suppression  of 
the  rebellion. 

He  commanded  at  the  siege  of  Yorktown,  at  the 
battles  of  Hanover  Court  House,  ]\[echanicsville,  Gaines's 
Mills,  Turkey  Bend,  Malvern  Hill,  second  Bull  Run, 
Antietam,  Fredericksburg,  Cliancellorsville,  Gettysburg, 
Wilderness,  Spottsylvania'  Court  House,  Appomatox 
Court  House,  and  Five  Forks. 

His  term  of  service  comprised  a  period  of  four  years 
and  five  months.  During  three  years  of  said  period,  he 
performed  the  arduous  and  responsible  duties  of  Adju- 
tant General  and  Chief  of  Staff,  of  the  largest  corps'iu 
the  army. 

It  has  been  the  good  fortune  of  Gen.  Locke  to  receive 
the  most  flattering  and  comi)limentary  te.stiiaonials  from 
Gens.  Butterfield,  Barry,  Chamberlain,  and  Grant. 
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Col.  John  Ward. 

This  gentleman  is  a  brother  of  Brig.  Gca.  Ward. 
Like  the  latter,  lie  is  in  fio:iire  dignified,  in  manner 
affable' and  courteous,  or  suavlter  hi  modo,  sed  fortiter  in 
re.  lie  graduated  at  Columbia  College  in  1858,  at  the 
Columbia  Law  School  in  1860,  and  at  the  University 
Medical  College  in  180^1.  His  knowledge  of  military 
tactics  is  thorough. 

In  the  year  ISiU  Col.  Ward  joined  the  Twelfth  Regi- 
ment, as  First  Lieutenant  of  Company  A.  In  the  latter 
part  of  June,  ISiJl,  he  was  unanimously  elected  Captain 
of  said  company,  but  resigned  the  position  in  February. 
1862. 

In  March,  1SG2,  he  again  entered  the  Twelfth,  being 
chosen  Captain  of  Company  F. 

On  Friday.  July  2i5,  18G1,  Col.  Ward,  then  Captain  of 
Company  A,  led  one  of  four  companies  commanded  hv 
Capt.  Huson.  crossed  the  Shenandoah,  and  occupied  the 
celebrated  block-houses  built  on  Loudon  Heights  by  the 
rebels   under    Gen.  Joseph   Johnston.     The^  command 
held  the  block-houses  till  after  the  evacuation  of  Har- 
per's Ferry  by  Gen.  Banks.     In  18G2  Col.  W^rd  went  a 
second  time  to  the  seat  of  war,  with  the  Twelfth  Regi- 
ment. _  During  this  campaign  lie  commanded  Company 
F.     His  daring  and  fearless  s[)irit,  his  remarkable  power 
of  expelling  fear  and  instilling  courage,  were  notorious 
throughout  the  Regiment.     Hence  he  was  chosen,  at  a 
time  when  the  bravest  dreaded  to  go  outside  the  linos, 
to  reconnoitre  Loudon  Heights.     He  scouted  for  miles 
through  the  country  .surrounding  said  heights  :  and  this 
he  did  at  the  ].cril  of  liis  life. 

When^the  ■•■iege  of  Harper's  Ferry  l)Ogan,  Col.  (then 
Capt.)  Ward  crossed  tlie  pontoon  bridge,  with  Surgeon 
Draper,  to  reconnoitre.     Immediately' thereafter  rebel 
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sharpshooters    appeared    on    Maryland    HeiWits    and 
[        opened  a  sltarp  Jirc  on  tlie  party.  °      ' 

]  On  his  return  from  Harper's  Ferry,  he  commanded 

Company  F,  until  October.  1865.  wlien  he  ^vas  elected 
I        Majoi'  of  the  Twelfth.     On  the  promotion  of  Col.  Wm 
G   Ward  to  the  command  of  the  First  Briirado  ALnior 
John  AA  ard  was  elected  Colonel,  on  the  4th  of  Januarv

If  all  our  regiments  were  commanded  by  gentlemen 
of  intelligence,  Avealth,  and  Christian  clmracter,  like 
Col.  John  Ward,  the  National  Guard  would  be  wliat 
legislators  meant  it  should  be,  the  defense  and  ^^lorv  of

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Rev.  Stephen  H.  Tyng,  Jr. 

This  eminent  divine  received  liis  commission  as  Chap- 
lain of  the  l\veirth  Regiment,  on  the  18th  day  of  June, 
1863.  He  accompanied  it  during  the  Pennsylvania  cam- 
paign, and  like  St.  Paul,  made  himself  "all  things  to  all 
men,"  for  the  Gospel's  sake.  Hence  his  success  in  per- 
forming the  important  and  sacred  duties  of  his  office. 
In  cara°p  as  in  city,  he  manifested  the  genuine  spirit  of 
a  noble  minister  of  the  Lord. 

The  suavity  of  manners,  geniality,  unpretentious  bear- 
ing, ardent  zeal  and  exalted  intelligence  of  Rev.  Stephen 
H.  Tvni::,  jr.,  have  given  him  a  wonderful  control  over 
the  minds",  not  only  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the 
Twelfth  Regiment,  but  also  of  all  who  have  had  the 
happiness  to  hear  his  voice  or  feel  his  inlluence.  He  is  a 
prime  mover  in  every  cnterpririo  inaugurated  to  spread 
the  Gospel,  or  alleviate  the  woes  of  the  poor  and  aban- 
doned in  this  great  metropolis.

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Lieut.  Col.  Livingston  Satterlee. 

This  gentleman  is  a  graduate  of  Brown  University. 
His  military  career  began  by  raising,  a  company,  called 
"Brown  University  Guards."'  It  was  composed  of  160 
young  gentlemen,  all  of  whom  became  distinguislicd 
officers  in  the  Union  Army  during  tlic  rebellion.  Ho 
subsequently  received  an  appointment  on  tlie  Staflf  of 
Gov.  Sprague.  In  1858  he  joined  the  First  Company 
,  of  the  Seventh  Regiment,  X.  G.  S.  X.  Y.  After  a  brief 
service  therein,  he  was  called  to  serve  on  the  Staff  of 
Gen.  (then  Col.)  Butterlield,  as  Paymaster  of  the 
Twelfth.  When  tlic  Twelfth  Regiment  went  to  tho 
seat  of  war,  in  1801,  Lieut.  Col.  Satterlee  -was  author- 
ized to  raise  a  new  company  to  till  tho  letter  K.  In 
two  days  he  recruited  102  men,  whom  he  conducted 
to  Roclic's  Mills,  at  that  time  tiie  most  exposed  and 
of  dangerous  position  iu  the  Union  Army.  lie  was  ono 
the  few  who  went  to  the  seat  of  war  immediately  after 
marriage.  As  soon  as  he  had  joined  his  regiment,  it 
was  made  known  to  him  that  the  commissioned  othcers 
were  not  supplied  with  revolvers.  He  instantly  ordered, 
on  his  own  account,  two  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars 
worth  of  revolvers,  to  be  presented  to  the  onicors  of  tho 
Twelfth  Regiment.  During  a  portion  of  his  term,  in 
IS61,  ho  acted  as  an  oflicer  in  the  Secret  Service.  In 
LSG2  he  went  to  the  seat  of  war,  as  Lieutenant  Colonel  of 
the  Twelfth  Regiment,  and  commanded  for  a  time  at 
Harper's  Ferry.  There  ho  also  acted  as  President  of 
the  Court-Martial  convened  to  try  capital  offenses. 

Lieut.  Col.  Satterlce's  generous  and  self-sacrificing 
disposition  is  well  and  favorably  known.  Whilst  many 
oilicers  carelessly  rode  by  tiicir  sick  and  wearied  men, 
he  IVoiiuently  descended  from  his  saddle  and  allowed 
the  lame  of  his  command  to  ride  on  horseback.  When 
the  regiment  reached  Frederick,  Md.,none  had  quarters

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Capt.  Clinrcli  "n-as  sent  forth  to  rccounoitrc  in  various 
sections  of  Virginia.  He  prepared  a  map  of  the  coun- 
try which  lie  traversed  during  his  reconnoissances ;  said 
map  was  for  the  War  Department.  It  was  pronounced 
and  proved  to  be  the  most  accurate  map  ever  presented 
to  th-'  Government.  Subsequently  he  was  detached  on 
special  duty,  with  Lieut.  Snyucr,'of  the  United  States 
Engineers,  and  chose  the  sites  of  the  formidable  fortifi- 
cations on  Arlington  Heights.  During  the  survey  he 
liad  several  narrow  escapcs'^from  death,  being  constantly 
under  fire.  He  was  also  cajiturcd,  but.  through  his  dex- 
terity and  bravery,  escaped  from  the  rebels.  Subse- 
quently he  was  promoted  Brigade  Major  of  the  Second 
Brigade. 


Engineer  Merian. 

This  brave  youug  officer  was  a  member  of  Church's 
Engineer  Corps,  in  the  Twelfth  Reiriment.  On  account 
of  incritorious  conduct,  he  was  tran.-ferrcd  to  the  Regu- 
lar Service,  and  participated  in  the  attack  on  Charles- 
ton, on  board  the  iron-clad  Wcehawkcn. 


Surgeon  Thurston. 

This  eminent  surgeon  was  for  a  long  time  connected 
with  the  Twelfth.  "His  exalted  abilities  having  been 
communicated  to  the  Surgeon  General,  he  was  appointed 
Chief  of  the  Medical  Stall"  iu  the  West.

TWELFTH  REOIMEXT. 
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A  Company,  Twelfth  Regiment. 

Previous  to  the  joining  of  tliis  corps  with  the  Twclftli 
Regiment,  in  IS-i",  little  is  known  of  its  history,  except 
that  it  was  an  independent  organization,  composed  of 
respectable  citizens.  When,  in  184:7,  it  joined  this 
Regiment,  it  was  styled  the  "Light  Guard,"  and  com- 
manded by  dipt.  A'incent. 

This  company  rendered  valuable  services  to  the 
Union  cause  during  tlic  great  strugirlo  between  loyalty 
and  treason.  It  went  to  the  seat  of  war,  in  18G1,  with 
the  following  officers  : 

Captain,  Geo.  H.  Barr.  Subsequently  under  Capt. 
John  Ward,  jr. 

First  Lieutenant,  J.  ]\[.  Ferry. 

Second  Lieutenant,  "W.  II.  Iloagland. 

Second  Second  Lieutcnanr,  J.  ^L  ^Mandoviile. 

Corporal  Abner  E.  Benedict,  of  this  company,  M-as  ap- 
pointed Second  Lieutenant,  U.  S.  A.,  in  ISCl  ;  distin- 
guished himself  in  several  engagements,  and  was  pro- 
moted Captain  in  the  Regular  Army.  lie  died  while  in 
service  at  one  of  the  forts  in  Xew  York  Harbor,  from 
his  wounds  and  fever  contracted  on  the  Held. 

CorporalSealy,  of  this  company,  also,  rose  to  the  rank 
of  Assistant  Adjutant  General,  and  was  posted  at  Hilton 
Head,  South  Carolina. 

Frederick  Thompson,  after  leaving  this  corps,  became 
an  Aid-de-Camp  on  Gen.  Hooker's  Staff,  fought  in  sev- 
eral severe  battles,  was  dangcrou.-ly  wounded,  and  com- 
pelled to  leave  the  field. 

S.  L.  Prankard,  after  Company  A  returned  from  the 
scat  of  war,  in  1SG2,  went  to  St.  Louis,  raised  a  com- 
pany of  100  men,  distinguished  himself  in  the  en- 
gagements with  the  rebel  Gen.  Price  and  the  Union 
forces.  For  gallantry  shown  at  the  battle  of  Frederick- 
town,  he    was  promoted  to  the  position  of  Lieutenant 
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Colonel,  and  commanded  for  some  time  the  post  of 
Eolla. 

George  B.  Swan  left  the  company  in  1863,  removed 
to  Dubuque.  Iowa,  joined  an  lovra  regiment,  went  to 
Tennessee,  and  after  having  been  appointed  a  Major, 
was  hilled  wiiilc  reconnoitring  inside  the  enemy's  lines, 

John  Mcllvain,  after  the  company's  tirsc  campaign, 
went  to  "Wheeling,  Va.,  and  became  First  LieutenanTof 
the  "Union  Guard,"  a  company  raised  through  his 
exertions. 

Charles  M.  Livingston,  as  soon  as  the  company  was 
ranstered  out  of  service,  received  the  appointment  of 
Quartermaster  under  Gen.  Martindalc. 

Joseph  D.  Mcrritt  served  with  the  company  during 
the 'campaigns  of  ISGl,  1SG2,  and  1SG3,  and  afterward 
joined  a  Connecticut  regiment,  as  Second  Lieutenant, 
but  after  the  battle  of  Gettysburg  was  promoted  to  the 
oflSce  of  Lieutenant  Colonel. 

Capt.  J.  M.  Ferry  commanded  this  company  dur- 
ing its  stay  at  Fort  Mcllonry,  Baltimore.  The  qualities 
which  he  manifested  were  an  ardent  love  of  discipline, 
bravery,  and  self-possession.  His  Lieutenants  at  the 
aforesaid  fort  were  J.  ^I.  Mandevillo  and  Armstronir. 
They  were  gentlemen  fully  competent  to  fulfill  the  duties 
of  their  office. 

Thomas  Stanton  left  Xew  York  after  the  Twelfth's 
return  in  1SG2,  joined  a  Maryland  regiment  just  before 
the  battle  of  Gettysburg,  became  a  First  Lieutenant, 
and  di-tiuguished  himself  in  the  last-named  engairement. 

iliiain  McFarlain  went  with  the  Regiment  through 
the  campaiirns  of  ISGI.  l^tVJ,  and  ISOo.'left  Xew  York 
■with  the  Eighty-Fourth  Ohio,  fought  in  ten  battles,  and 
came  home  witii  the  rank  of  Major.

"William  IT,  Murphy,  the  present  Adjutant  of  the 
Regiment,  enlisted  in  Company  A  on  the  19th  of  April, 
18G1,  served  during  the  campaign  of  that  year,  and  also 
with  his  company  at  Fort  ^Iclicury  in  1802  (this  com- 
pany being  detached  for  artillery  duty  at  the  Fort, 
whilst  the  remaining  companies  of  the  Regiment  were 
ordered  to  Harper's  Ferryj.  While  in  Fort  McHenry,  he 
was  detailed  as  First  Sergeant  of  Company  A,  and  re- 
mained in  tliat  position  until  the  return  of  the  Regiment 
to  New  York.  While  on  duty  during  the  riots  of  I8G3, 
Serg.  Murphy  was  detailed  as  acting  Sergeant  Major, 
and  was  warranted  as  such  by  Col.  "Wm.  G.  Ward, 
September  '60,  1SG3,  reuiaiuinir  Scri!:cant  Major  for  four 
years.  He  was  appointiMl  Adjutant  May  20,  1867,  and 
performs  the  arduous  duties  oi  his  olhcc  to  his  own  credit 
and  the  satisfaction  of  iiis  superiors.

Previous  to  1847,  tliis  corps  was  known  as  the 
City  Musketeers,  commanded  by  Captain  Palmer. 
Several  facts  relative  to  the  past  history  of  the  company 
are  here  presented  for  the  gratification  of  its  members. 
Said  facts,  or  at  least  some  of  them,  may  not  be  precisely 
ad  rem,  still,  they  are  given  in  full,  at  the  request  of  ex- 
officers  of  Company  B. 

On  Thursday,  the  14th  day  of  October,  1852,  the 
**  Citizens  Corps,"  under  the  command  of  Capt.  Thomas 
Kirk,  paraded  for  their  second  annual  excursion,  and  the 
pleasure  and  military  ardor  aroused  on  tliat  occasion 
led  to  the  formation  of  the  Washington  Light  Guard. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  "  Citizens  Corps," 
held  at  the  Bowery  Hotel  (31)5  Bowery),  on  the  evening 
of  January  12,  iS53,  it  was  resolved  to  forma  mili- 
tary company,  to  be  attached  to  some  regiment  of  the 
State  Militia,  and  the  company  name  was  decided  to 
be  the  "  Washington  Light  Guard."  At  a  subsequent 
meeting  officers  were  elected  as  follows  : 

For  Captain,  Thomas  Kirk. 
"     First  Lieutenant,  Peter  M.  Willson. 
"     Second  Lieutenant,  John  IL  Stokes. 
"     Orderly  Sergeant,  Charles  Russell. 
"     Secretary,  Henry  W.  Genet.     (State  Senator.) 

Charles  Bussell  shortly  after  resigned  as  a  member 
of  the  company,  and  as  the  position  of  Orderly  became 
vacant,  Edwin  P.  Whitcomb  was  elected  Orderly,  and 
acted  as  such  until  his  time  expired. 

A  petition,  sicrned  by  the  members,  was  forwarded  to 
the  Governor  of  the  State,  re<|uesting  that  the  company 
might  be  [ilaced  in  some  infantry  regiment  doing  duty 
in  this  city. 

The   City    Musketeers   (Company  B,  Twelfth   Regi- 
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raent)  were  ahout  tlisbandinj^  at  tliis  time  (early  in  the 
Summer,  1853),  and  their  charter  was  duly  transmitted 
to  Capt.  Kirk  and  his  company.  First  company 
parade  of  tlie  "Wasiiinston  Liirht  Guard  took  place 
November  22, 1S5:3. 

At  the  yearly  mectinQ".  held  January  5,  1S5-4,  by 
resolution,  the  22d  day  of  February  wa.s  adopted  as  its 
anniversary.  The  company  at  this  time  was  fully  ad- 
mitted to  the  Twelfth  Regiment,  and  had  attended 
regimental  drills. 

Capt.  Thomas  Kirk  died  April  3,  1854,  and  was 
buried  on  Tuesday,  April  4,  1854. 

The  following  companies,  in  connection  with  Com- 
pany B,  parading  by  the  order  of  Col.  Stebbins  :

the  election  of  John  H.  Dixon  as  Captain,  and  Fred-  i 

erick  Frve  as  First  Lieutenant.  | 

On  May   10,  1856,  William  Huson  (late  Captain   of  f 

Company  A,  Tenth  Regiment,  N.  Y.  S.  M.)   was  duly  ' 

elected  Captain  of  this  company. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  company,  held  on  October 
31,  1859,  it  was  resolved  to  apply  for  a  cliartor  for  a 
company  of  the  Twenty-Second  Regiment,  said  regiment- 
al district  being  vacant  at  the  time.  A  roll  was  pre- 
pared and  signed  by  all  the  active  members  of  the  late  J 
Company  B.  Twelfth  Regiment.  \ 

An  election  was  held  on  this  evening:  for  Captain, 
which  resulted  in  the  election  of  Capt.  William  lluson. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  company  held  on  March  14,  1859, 
Private  Piiinny  Ayres  was  elected  First  Lieutenant  ;

At  the  battle  of  Chancellorsville.  the  torm  of  the  nor- 
tion  of  the  members  of  the  Twelfth,  from  Oneida  Countv, 
having  expired  (this  being  origiuallv  one  of  the  two 
years  regiments),  the  members  from  New  York  City  were 
consolidated  into  four  companies,  and  Capt.  Huson'order- 
ed  to  tike  coininand  ;  their  iiasiie  was  at  the  same  ti'ue 
chan-ed  to  the  ■•  Xuw  York  Kattalioii.'-'  This  bat- 
talion was  onieroil  out  on  a  reconnoitre,  and  becoming 
lost  from  the   brigade  for  twenty-four  hours,  bivouacked 
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for  the  night  oq  tlie  banks  of  tlic  Rapidan  and  Rap- 
pahannock, at  a  place  called  Scott's  Mill,  and  on  the  day 
following  rejoined  the  brigade. 

Capt.  Huson  was  mustered  out  of  the  service  on  July 
1,  18G3,  having  been  rendered  supernumerary  by  the 
conr;olidation  of  the  battalion  into  two  companies  for 
Provost  Guard  duty  at  the  headquarters  of  the  Fifth 
Army  Corps,  the  companies  being  placed  under  com- 
mand of  Capt.  11.  W.  Rider,  an  old  oCBcer  of  the 
Twelfth,  N.  Y.  S.  M. 

Lieut.  E.  B.  Stead  joined  the  Second  Regiment.N.  Y. 
S.  M.,  at  the  commencement  of  the  war,  and  received  a 
commission  as  Captain. 

Lewis  L.  Stewart  enlisted  as  private  in  the  Sixty- 
Sixth  Regiment,  N.  Y.  S.  Y.,  and  rose  to  the  rank  of 
Captain  in  same  regiment. 

The  following  members  of  this  corps  rendered  valu- 
able services  to  the  Government  during  the  war  : 

G.  G.  Tracy  became  a  Colonel  of  the  Eighty-Sixth, 
Pennsylvania,  after  the  battle  of  the  Wilderness. 

J.  D.  Perry,  on  account  of  gallantry  shown  before 
Yorktown,  received  the  commission  of  Major  in  a  Long 
Island  Regiment. 

Wm.  O'Brien,  formerly  a  Corporal  in  this  Company, 
became  a  Captain  of  Yolunteers  before  the  termination 
of  the  rebellion. 

Thomas  Shea  fought  in  sixteen  battles,  and  when 
dying  of  his  wounds  in  tlie  Washington  Uospital,  re- 
quested that  the  name  of  Company  B,  Twelfth  Regiment, 
should  be  painted  on  the  '•  board  of  his  grave.'"  Com- 
pany B  will  yet  build  him  a  monument. 

J.  L.  Benjamin,  after  the  Company's  last  term  of  ser- 
vice had  expired  in  1>G3,  removed  to  Baltimore,  and 
soon  after  was  commissioned  as  First  Lieutenant  in  Com- 
pa!>y  I,  Fifth  ^Maryland  Yolunteers. 

IL  C.  Byrne,  who  was  a  private  in  this  company, 
in  lSiJ2,  is  now  a  Captain  in  the  Regular  Army,  doing 
duty  in  Xew  Mexico. 

Edward  J.  Jennings,  formerly  a  corporal  in  this  com- 
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pany,  was  promoted  to  tlie  office  of  Major  in  tlic  Sixty- 
Ninth  Kentucky  Volunteers.  While  reconnoitrin2:  tlie 
country  around  ^lurlVeosboro,  he  "was  captured  by  a 
party  of  rebels,  and  when  attempting  to  escape  was 
unfortunately  shot. 

.  Henry  C.  Plunkctt,  a  relative  of  the  last-named  gen- 
tleman, was  likewise  a  member  of  Company  B  durin?  its, 
campaigns  of  ISGl,  1SG2,  and  1S63.  Hejoiued  the  Eighty- 
Ninth  New  York  Volunteers,  and  on  account  of  gallantry 
shown  before  Petersburg,  was  presented  with  a  gold 
medal  and  made  a  line  oGicer  in  the  United  States  Army. 

Jeremiah  Sullivan  was  just  of  age  when  this  corps  first 
went  to  the  seat  of  war.  lie  took  part  in  all  the  regi- 
mental campaigns,  and  subsequently  became  an  aid  on 
the  Staff  of  General  Wadsworth. 

Isaac  Halsey  was  a  private  in  tliis  Company!''  1SG2. 
He  is  now  a  Captain  in  the  United  States  Army, 
stationed  at  Galveston,  Texas. 


Capt.  G.  A.  Banta,  tlio  present  Commandant  of  Com- 
pany B,  has  a  noble  war  record.  Did  space  allow,  an 
account  of  his  services  during  the  rebellion  would  be 
given  in  full.

This  organization,  lik-G  every  conipanv  in  the  T\roIftIi, 
existed  previous  to  1847  as  a'n  independent  body.  At 
the  time  of  its  joining  tlie  Reuiiuent  it  was  known  as 
the  "Tompldns  Blues,"  under  command  of  Capt. 
Besson. 

The  present  Commandant,  William  Y.  Byrne,  being 
now  the  senior  officer  of  the  Reiriment,  and  the  re'- 
orgauizcr  of  C  Company,  deserves^  first  mention.  He 
joined  the  Twelfth  in  the  year  1853,  and  acted  as 
Commissary  Sergeant  on  Ijoardthc  steamship  Columbia, 
while  transporting  the  Regiment  to  the  seat  of  war,  in 
1S6I.

On  the  14t!i 
of  September,  l>G-2,  in  couunand  of  Companies  C  and  K, 
guarded  the  pontoon  bridge  at  Harper's  Ferry. 

While  in  the  field  this  company  was  noted  for  its 
superior  drill  and  discipline,  wiiich,  of  course,  are  in  a 
great  degree  attributable  to  the  cfficieucv  of  Capt. 
William  Y.  Byrne.

Genett  Dykman  and  Cliarles  Baxter,  who  distin- 
guished themselves  in  the  ^lexican  War  and  in  the  war 
as^ainst  the  Confederacy,  were  active,  and  are  now 
Ilouorary  ^[embers  of  this  company. 

J.  C.  Shaw,  at  one  time  an  active  member  of  this 
company,  is  a  Captain  in  the  United  States  Army.  He 
foui^ht  at  Galveston. 

Sydney  Cornwell,a  private,  joined  a  New  Hampshire 
regiment,  and  returned  with  the  rank  of  Lieutenant 
Colonel. 

Henry  ]\raguire,  an  old  member  of  this  corps,  rose  to 
the  position  of  First  Lieutenant  in  a  Monroe  County 
regiment,  and  fell  before  Petersburg — that  spot  which 
proved  so  fatal  to  New  York  troops. 

Hiram  Sanford  went  with  the  Twelfth  througli  all 
its  campaigns,  re-enlisted  in  a  Brooklyn  regiment,  and 
became  a  Second  Lieutenant. 

F.  L.  Sherman,  a  fine-looking  soldier,  after  tlic  Regi- 
ment returned  from  Harper's  Ferry,  joined  the  Sixteenth 
Xow  Jersey  as  First  Lieutenant,  and  was  seriously 
wounded  at  Malvern  Hill. 

George  Kunkel  went  with  the  company  through  the 
campaigns  of  lSGl-2  :  joined  the  Fifth  Regiment,  and 
rose  to  the  position  of  Quartermaster.  In  ISGi  he  was 
sent  to  Fortress  Monroe,  to  aid  in  the  exchange  of 
prisoners.  He  fell  a  victim  to  yellow  fever  before 
Lee's  surrender. 

Honry  Iloirman,  a  relative  of  the  present  Governor 
of  Xcw  York,  loft  this  company  in  lStJ3,  enlisted  in  the 
Seventy-First  X.  Y.  S.  M.,  and  for  gallantry  and  meri- 
torious conduct,  was  promoted  to  the  otlicc  of  Lieutenant 
Colonel  in  the  Forty-Eightli  Xcw  Jersey  Volunteers.

Originally  this  Company  was  distinguished  as  "  Guard 
Lafayette,"  under  command  of  Capt.  Lcelerc.  In  addi- 
tion to  its  alphabetic  title,  it  is  now  known  as  the 
"  Webster  Guard.'' 

Brig.  Gen.  John  E.  Bendix  was  the  organizer  and 
first  Captain  of  E  Company.  Its  origin  dates  back  to 
Xovcmber,  1S4T.  He  commanded  it  for  several  years 
after  its  joining  tlie  Twelfth. 

The  following  abbreviated  facts  relative  to  him,  will 
no  doubt  be  read  with  pleasure  by  those  who  have  known 
liini  : 

He  was  promoted  Lieutenant  Colonel  Eleventh  Regi- 
ment, N.  G.,  August  25,  1858.  Organized  the  Sevcutli 
Kcgiment  Volunteers,  and  elected  Colonel  April,  ISOI. 
Mustered  into  the  United  States  service  April  23,  1S61. 
Embarked  for  Fortress  ^Nfonroe,  Ya.,  May  2Gtii,  arrived 
at  Fortress  Monroe  May  2'^th.  ^ifay  29th,  joined  expedi- 
tion under  command  of  Col.  Phelps,  and  took  possession 
of  Newport  News,  Ya.,  May  30th. 

June  'Jtli.  ordered  to  take  command  of  detachments  of 
tlic  First  Yermont,  Fourth  Massachusetts  Militia,  and 
Seventh  X.  Y.  Y.,  about  000  men,  and  joined  expedi- 
tion from  Fortress  Monroe  against  Big  Bethel.  Loss 
to  the  Seventh,  seven  killed  and  twenty  wounded. 

Resigned  ]tosition  on  the  Ttli,  and  put  in  command  of 
the  Tenth  Ri.^giment  X.  Y.  Y.  by  Gov.  Morgan.  Sep- 
tember 2,  ISGl,  on  duty  in  Fortress  Monroe  all  Winter. 
April  0  and  10,  15^112,  coiumanded  guns  in  the  fort 
during  the  engagement  with  the  rebel  ram  ^lerrimac. 

May  t>,  1j;(>2,  joineil  expedition  to  X'orfolk.  \'a.  'May 
1''.  l^'t'.2,  captured  X'orfolk.  wlicu  the  Hag  of  the  Tenth 
li-  L^iiuL'Ut  was  hoisted  on  X^'orfolk  Custom  House,  being 
liic  lirst  Union  Has  raised  since  Yirixinia  seceded. 
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Coramenced  fortifications  in  Xorfolk  Harbor  until 
June  (5,  1SG2,  -sviien  he  was  ordered  with  his  command 
to  report  to  Gen.  McClcUan,  in  front  of  Richmond. 

Joined  the  Fourth  Bricradc,  Third  Division  (Regulars), 
Fifth  Corps,  June  9,  18(>2.  Engaged  in  the  seven  days' 
fight.  Loss  in  killed  and  wounded,  thirty  men.  Here 
Gen.  Bendix  wns  sliirhtly  wounded  in  the  ankle,  but 
did  not  leave  the  Hold. 

Engaged  in  second  Dull  Run.  Loss,  killed  and 
wounded,  IGO  men,  three  ollicers. 

Engaged  in  l)attlo  of  Antiotam.  Loss,  twenty  men. 
Engaged  in  battle  of  Fredericksburg  December  12,  iSG2. 
Loss  in  killed  and  wounded.  IGU  men.  seven  oificers. 
Gen.  Bendix  was  wounded  in  the  neck,  and  forced 
to  leave  tlie  lield.  Sent  home  on  leave  of  absence  for 
twenty  days,  on  December  25,  18G2. 

Joined  his  regiment  January  10,  1863.  Took  com- 
mand of  the  Fourth  Brigade,  Third  Division,  Second 
Corps,  and  remained  in  coiniuand  till  April  2Gtli,  when 
ordered  home  to  be  nnr-lcred  out  of  service,  the  term  of 
his  regiment  having  expired.  .Mustcrod  out  May  7, 18G3. 
Breveted  Briiradicr  General  of  Volunteers  by  the  Presi- 
dent August  2S,  l>r..'). 

Breveted  Brigadier  General  X.  G.  September  G,  186G. 
Organized  Third  Regiment  Infantry  (Bendix  Zouaves) 
November  27,  1SG5,  and  is  now  in  command  of  said 
Regiment. 

Gen.  Bendix  has  served  in  the  State  N.  G.  in  everv 
grade  since  1810.  Has  been  in  commissiou  over  twentv 
years,  and  is  the  oldest  commissioned  otiicer  in  commis- 
sion at  the  present  date. 

It  has  been  the  fortune  of  this  corps  to  be  always 
commanded  by  v.-ell-qualiued  otlicers.  In  the  campaigns 
of  18G1,  it  was  under  the  following  intelligent  and 
active  oflic'^rs  :

Amonf^  tlic  distinguished  ex -members  of  E  Company, 
Knox  ^tcAffce  is  foremost.  He  joined  the  Twelfth  on 
the  29th  of  April,  1862  ;  served  as  Captain  of  tliis  com- 
pany during  the  campaigns  of  1S62  and  1SC3.  The 
Empire  State  sent  not  to  the  seat  of  war  a  braver  offi- 
cer than  Capt.  Knox  McAffee.  He  was  promoted  to 
the  position  of  Major  on  the  4th  of  January,  IStiT,  and 
on  the  12th  of  xVpril  of  the  same  year  elected  Lieutenant 
Colonel  of  the  Twclftli  Regiment.  As  a  military  instruct- 
or he  has  few  equals.  His  movements  are  quick  and  grace- 
ful, his  voice  clear  and  powerful.  When  he  commands, 
every  man  in  the  battalion  distinctly  hears.  His  superior 
talents,  both  as  a  gentleman  and  an  officer,  have  pro- 
cured for  him  tlie  respect  and  admiration  of  the  cfGcers 
and  members  of  the  llegiment. 

Francis  Cram,  an  excellent  mathematician,  after  his 
discharge  from  the  corps,  removed  to  Annapolis,  Md.  ; 
is  now  an  instructor  in  the  Naval  Academy. 

John  J.  Dawson  was  transferred  from  this  Company 
in  1>()2.  He  acted  as  Commissary  at  City  Point  dur- 
iu'j:  the  stav  of  the  Union  Armv  at  that  place. 

E.  M.  L.  Ehlers  joined  E  Company,  Twelfth  Regi- 
ment, on  the  19th  of  April,  ISGl.  Ho  served  with  the 
Twelfth  during  the  campaigns  of  186L  On  the  12th  of 
September,  iu  the  year  last  mentioned,  he  was  comnas- 
sioucd  as  Second  Lieutenant  in  tlie  Fifty-Second  X.  Y. 
V.  For  si'JTual  bravery,  he  was  promoted  as  First  Lieu- 
tenant on  the  10th  of  March,  lSo2,  and  was  made  Cap- 
tain in  the  next  December.  The  following  battles  in 
which  he  fought  bear  ample  testimony  to  his  dash  and 
gallantry  : 

He  took  part  in  the  battles  of  Fair  Oaks,  Gaines's 
Mill,  Poach  Orchard,  Savage  Station,  Wiiitc  Oak  Bridge, 
Malvern  Hill,  Second  IJuU  Run.  Souih  Mountain,  Antio- 
tam,  and  Fredericksburg.  At  the  last  named  battle, 
■whilst  leading  his  company  through  the  thick  of  the 
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figLt,  lie  was  dangerously  wounded  by  gun-shot  tbrougli 
the  right  lung,  arm,  and  leg.  In  the  bloody  battle  of 
Fredericksburg  he  was  severely  wounded  in  the  abdo- 
men and  side  by  fragments  of  a  shell.  These  injuries 
incapacitated  him  for  active  service.  Hence  he  was 
transferred  to  the  A'ctoran  Reserve  Corps  on  tlie  10th 
of  December,  lfcG3,  with  llic  rank  of  Captain.  For  gal- 
lant and  meritorious  services  he  was  Breveted  Major, 
Lieutenant  Colonel,  and  Colonel  U.S.  Y.  on  the  ISth 
of  March,  1SG5.  Since  the  close  of  the  war  he  has  oc- 
cupied important  positions  iu  the  army,  lately  in 
Georgia. 

One  of  the  remarkable  incidents  in  the  history  of 
this  company,  is  the  competitive  drill  which  took  place 
between  it  and  the  Montgomery  G~uard,  of  Boston,  i.  e., 
Company  I,  Ninth  lleginienr,  ^^lassachusctts  Militia. 

Said  drill  "came  off"  on  the  aOth  of  July,  1868, 
at  Tompkins  Square,  in  the  city  of  New  York.'  More 
than  twenty  thousand  people  assembled  to  witness 
the  same.  A  cliami)ion  ilag  was  the  prize  to  be  awarded 
the  victors,  llules  and  ro-'ulations  agreeable  to  both 
companies  were  adopted.  Still,  so  great  was  the  parti- 
san spirit  nnmifosied  by  tlic  friends  and  adherents  of 
the  Boston  company,  that  editorials  wore  written  con- 
demning the  manner  in  which  said  company  was  de- 
feated. These  false  rumors  caused  the  referee,  Major 
Egan,  U.  S.  A.,  to  write  the  following  letter  :

In  every  part  of  t!:e  drill,  save  tl;o  manual  of  arm?,  t!ie  comrianv  of 
youi-  rcj;i!:i'M;t  f..l!.i\VLd  the  taetie.-i  faithlally  iwA  excrllrd  the  con- 
tcstinif  cgm[)any.  The  marchincr,  niano-avrintr.  and  steadiness  in  carry- 
ing arms,  time  of  .step,  drcsa  and  attention  of  die  men,  were  all  belter, 
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an'l  (hrOHf^hout  the  dril!  there  was  an  honest  adherence  to  tactic3 
t!:.it  the  other  company  did  not  fnHow. 

C.Tpt.  Finan's  company  exct^led  the  one  of  your  re.iriment  in  the 
inuniiul,  but  not  euoiigu  to  counterbalance  its  deticieucies  in  other 
rc-pvct^. 

1  toe,  also,  there  is  an  accusation  of  foul  play.  I  certainly  did  not 
.-« e  any  of  it,  though  I  faithfully  touk  notice  of  everytbiui,'.  The 
irrutiud  was  obstructed  often  duriirj;  the  drill  of  your  company,  and 
once  during:  the  drill  of  Capt.  Finan's  company.  lie  complained  of  it, 
:ifid  I  had  the  drill  stopped  at  once,  til!  abundance  of  space  was  cleared 
fir  him;' and,  from  the  shouts  of  admiration,  I  am  confident  that 
the  friends  of  Capt.  Finan's  company  obstructed  the  drill. 

I  ?aw  no  disposition  on    the  part  of  the  spectators  to  discourage 
flthcr  company ;  nor  was  there  cause  for  either  company  to  be  dis- 
C'Vjraged,  and  every  assertion  to  the  contrary  is  false.

^rmincdiatcly  thcreafrcr,  a  loading  journal  of  N'ew 
\  nrk,  spoke  of  tlio  alTaii*  in  the  language  following, 
which  is  as  amusing  as  it  is  trutiiful  : 

TiJK  Latk  Champion  Drill. — One  would  suppose,  from  the  erratic 
f'iitiirials  and  curious  correspondence  inserted  in  one  of  our  "  leadini; 
■!  v.hrs"  (whose  amusing  accounts  of  the  Xational  Guard  often  provoke 
Mu;!es  and  laughter  amonir  military  men),  that  the  so-cailed  champions 
«'f  .Mav-achusetts  had  been  fairly  champed  and  mashed  up  while  on  a 
r^c "lit  visit  to  this  city;  and  furthermore,  that  if  one  or  two  wonder- 
filly  liistoric  sheets  may  be  l)olieved,  or  their  friends  in  this  city  arc 
i'nt;tl-.-d  to  the  least  credence.  Company  I,  Ninth  Koiriment,  Alassachu- 
."^:tfs  \  oluntfcr  Militia  (mure  familiarly  known  as  the  Montgomery 
<i'j.ird  of  Boston),  must  be  the  best-abused  company  that  ever  came 
u!i  .n  a  visit  to  this  city. 

Kither  those  journals,  which  seek  to  make  capital  or  create  talk 

■^'  'n  this  mAltLT,  are  acting  maliciou-Iv  or  in  iiruorauce,  is  certain, 

for  the  reason  that  Company  E.  Twelfth  Infantry,  X.  G.  S.  N.  Y., 

i.ot  only  won  their   honors,  but  are   fairly  cntith:d'  to   the  same,  they 

••  iving  given  eviiknce  of  superior  drill  and  niatiunivring,  although  no't 

•  i"riect  in  the  manual.       While  ianienting  with  ourcotemporaries 

■■■■^  ''!■  p'jlic''  arranu'cniouts  at  Tomnkin-  Square  we;e  so  bad,  we, 

••   ri:ic!...-,-,  niust  obj'.-ct  to  the  ri.licaloas  remarks  and  insane  criticism 

■  ■^h  has  b'K'n  attached  to  this  u;!air. 

V^'',!^'  'J'"''-'^  ^''^'^  ^'"^   i5j:-ton   Company  wiil  admit  that  the  6ixty- 

^in'aiioghiieut,  Infantry,  of  New  Yorli,  having  not  the  slightest  ia- 
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terest  in  the  contest,  at  considcrablo  expense  to  themselves,  and'^with 
a  generosity  charnctcri-ftic  of  the  race  iVom  which  they  sprung-,  took 
good  care  ot  them  while  here  ;  and  also  that  the  Twelfth  Jlegiment  (in- 
cluding even  their  rivals  of  Company  E)  did  all  that  was  possible  to 
make  them  feel  at  home.  They  fairly  lost  the  flag,  and  could  not 
have  won  it  had  Tompkins  Sriuare  ijeen  twice  as  large  as  it  is. 

For  the  Captain  ot  tl;e  rk'Icuted  cmnpany  to  write  a  critical  com- 
raunicatiou  to  the  rcR-ree  is  not  only  in  exceedingly  bad  taste,  but  to 
publish  it,  accompanied  by  a  second  challenije,  is  worse.  Its  only 
etTect,  perhaps,  will  !io  to  induce  more  negro  minstrels  to  present  fresh 
flags  to  the  nnich-wronged  Montgomery  Guard — a  company  that  evi- 
dently came  to  Xew  Yurk  to  nialcea  Icu'  stamps  or  establish  a  brilliant 
reputation.  Had  their  over-anxious  friends  not  crowded  about  the 
company  so  much,  swinirintr  their  greenbacks  in  the  face  of  every 
New  Yorker  upon  the  ground,  and  acted  so  noisily,  probably  the 
Ma.ssachusett3  chamiiious  miirbt  have  been  less  nervous,  taken  the 
right  sort  of  a  ste[i,  and  committed  less  mistakes  than  they  did  ;  but 
this  was  no  fault  of  the  'I'wellth  IJeL'-iiiif-nt  boys,  who  knew  the  difficult 
task  they  hud  in  hand,  and  steadily  jierformed  it.  As  upon  the  occa- 
sion of  a  match  betwciii  a  celebrated  drum  corps  of  this  city  and  that 
of  this  same  Tweilth  Ue.'imcut,  in  wliieh  the  latter  were  pronounced 
to  be  the  victors,  there  was  no  fancy  work — no  flummery — nothing  to 
awaken  apfilanse.  They  won  in  the  same  manner  that  Company  E 
did.  by  a  laithlul  compliance  with  the  book  and  in  strict  accordance 
with  the  rules  of  the  agreement. 

There  is  no  d(>ui)t  that  Company  I.  Ninth  Regiment,  Massachusetts 
Volunteer  Militia,  is  (to  use  a  VanKo'i  phrase)  "  a  right  smart  com- 
pany," ami  has  often  astoni.-hed  t!ie  '•  iJo-ting  folks''  with  its  dashing 
drill.  But  when  they  came  to  New  York  in  the  expectation  of 
bhilling  its  entire  citizen  soldiery,  tliey  made  one  very  large  mistake; 
and  we  fancy  that  if  Company  I],  of  the  Twelfth,  had  not  taken  the 
starch  out  of  their  exceedingly  .-t  iif  and  high  collars,  some  other  un- 
pretendim:  squiul  of  our  National  ( Juard  l)oys  would  have  done  it  for 
them,  in  a  decnt  and  t;uiet  niamv  t.  'I'I.e  winning  of  flags  in  country 
villages  and  the  wearing  of  frightful-looking  / :>uave  costumes  do  not 
constitute  chainiiion  companies,  and  [>eojile  not  understanding  military 
matters  may  be  apt  to  confuuJid  the  in'-retricious  with  the  meritorious. 
Our  <|.;ire  issii;ii)!y  tn  d  >  jd-^ti.je  to  b.>tii  si.l.;s.  We  shad,  therefore, 
in  conclusion,  simply  pick  out  a  portion  of  the  drill,  and  after  upsetting 
the  false  statem-'uts  (we  .diall  not  cdt  it  criticism)  of  some  of  the  im- 
pudent orL'ans  of  t!io  New  York  and  IJosron  press,  inform  them  how 
and  why  it  is  that  tlic  Mui.tgoinery  Guard  is  so  i^unerior  in  their 
maiinal  Jo  CompiMy  K.  'I'v.e'iih  ll^'iriment.  Infantry,  N.  G.,  and  also 
that  their  C'vrity  m  the  hin.lling  of  tiiO  piece  is  no  ilrawback. 

Our  sj'Mc?  .1  <  s  n->t  enable  u-;  to  ijuote  military  authority  in  full ; 
but  tiio-e  anxio'is  to  >ilt  tuings  down  t')  a  rigiit  umL-rstandiug  can 
safely  couchide  that  such  per.sjn3  or  critics  as  a«crt  that  '■  Capt. 
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Finan'3  men  did  remarkably  well,  but  that  their  manual  was  too 
quick,"  are  in  error.  There  is  no  specified  time  fixed  for  the  execu- 
tion of  the  manual;  but  it  is  distinctly  stated,  in  all  military  works, 
that  it  shall  be  executed  "  briskly."  We  take  this  to  mean  quick 
time,  as  is  implied  in  Scott,  paragraphs  159,  408,  and  474  ;  Hardee, 
129,  323  ;  Casey,  136,  332  ;  and  Upton,  104.  148,  323.  and  45.3.  The 
quickness  in  the  execution  of  the  manual  by  the  MontEromery  Guard  is 
not  in  any  way  against  them,  as  the  "  ninetieth  part  of  a  niinute  "'  is 
not  continuously  called  for  in  the  several  motions,  and  does  not  govern 
the  time  always.  We  must,  therefore,  award  the  palm  for  superiority 
in  the  handling  of  the  musket  to  the  Boston  Company  ;  but  for  march- 
ing and  manoeuvring,  the  prize  must  be  given  to  Company  E, 
Twellth  Infantry.  N.  G.  S.  X.  Y.  It  remains  to  be  seen  if  the  latter 
can  retain  their  laurels. 

Tlie  aforesaid  drill,  its  circumstances  and  results,  are 
mpntioned  solely  with  tiie  view  to  manifest  that  compet- 
itive drills  excite  in  military  bodies  a  laudable  ambi- 
tion to  excel.  If  properly  conducted,  are  they  not  cal- 
culated to  render  tiie  competin<^  parties  proficients  in 
the  art  of  infantry  warfare?  Tlic  idea,  that  sucii  drills 
beget  ill  feeling  between  our  military  bodies,  is  errone- 
ous. Any  regiment  which  would  shrink  from  a  chal- 
lenge to  drill  for  a  prize  at  a  competitive  drill,  merely 
because  a  little  dissatisfaction  might  follow,  would 
pioliably  ilee  from  tiie  enemy  in  time  of  war. 

Uenry  M.  Karples  enlisted  in  Company  E,  Twelfth 
N.  Y.  M.,  April  19,  ISt.U.  Served  with  his  company 
and  regiment  until  mustered  out  in  August,  18b  1.  Was 
coMunissioned  a  First  Lieutenant  in  tiie  Fifty-Second  N. 
\.  V.  March  10,  18(32.  Served  with  his  regiment  in 
the  peninsular  campaign,  the  seven  days'  battles  before 
Kichmoud,  second  UuU  Kun,  South  Mountain,  Antictam, 
Fredericksburg,  and  the  last  iiglit  of  the  rebellion  be- 
fore Petersburg.  lie  was  promoted  tlirough  the  several 
uTades,  to  tliat  of  Colonel  of  ids  regiment :  and  while 
leading  his  regiment,  was  several  times  severely 
'•'•■|Mt!uiod.  lie  is  now  in  the  army,  with  t'le  rank  o'f 
First  Lieutenant  in  liie  Thirty-Sixth  Inlautrv.  <'ol. 
Karples  is  an  ollicer  ofno  mean  ability,  lacks  none  of  the 
rc(piisitc3  that  make  the  soldier,  is  kind  to  inferiors,  re 
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spectful  and  obedient   to  superiors,  and  lias  an  entire 
disregard  of  per.-onal  danger. 

James  W.  Parks  enlisted  in  Company  E,  Twelfth  X. 
Y.  M.,  April  19,  1S(U.  Served  with  his  company  and 
regiment  nntil  their  return  to  Xev7  York,  in  August, 
18tjl.  Upon  being  discharged,  he  went  to  New  Hamp- 
shire. Was  olVered  and  accepted  the  commission  of  Sec- 
ond Lieutenant  in  the  Fifth  X.  11.  V.  He  participated 
with  his  rcirinient  in  the  battles  l)efore  Richmond,  second 
Bull  Run,  South  ^fountain,  and  Antietain.  Was  wounded 
severely  in  the  head  at  Fair  Oaks.  June  1,  1SG2,  and  in 
the  hip  at  Antietam,  Septemltcr  IT,  1802,  after  which  he 
^Ya3  transferred  to  the  Veteran  Reserve  Corjjs,  with  the 
rank  of  First  Lieutenant  (having  previously  attained  this 
rank  in  the  Fifth  X.  H.  V.);  and  when  tiic  army  was  put 
on  a  peace  footing,  he  was  honoral)ly  discharged. 

Isaac  Blauvclt  enlisted  in  Company  E,  Twelfth  X.  Y. 
M.,  and  served  with  his  regiment  until  tlie  same  was 
mustered  out,  althouLrh  before  the  cx[)iratio)i  of  his  term 
of  enlistment  ho  was  commissioned  First  Lieutenant  in 
the  Seventeenth  X.  Y.  V.  Upon  his  return  to  Xew 
York  with  the  Twell'th  he  immediately  joined  the  Sev- 
enteenth, and  wiih  it  went  to  meet  the  enemy,  and  par- 
ticipated in  all  the  euirnn-ments  on  the  peninsula,  as 
well  as  that  of  second  Bull  Uiin,  where  he  fell  leading 
his  men,  and  *'wilh  his  face  toward  the  foe."  lie  had 
previous  to  his  death  attained  the  raidc  of  Captain.  Xo 
lionors  could  1)0  paid  him  l!.<.M-e.  A  hasty  ditch,  a  few 
shovclfulls  of  dirt,  and  amid  the  thunder  of  rebel  guns, 
Capt.  Biauvelt  was  buried.  A  firm  friend,  a  fearless 
soldier,  he  lills  an  unknown  trravc  :  yet  his  memory  is 
kept  green.  E  Company  has  no  brighter  example  to 
emulate,  nor  more  iionored  name  upon  its  roll,  than  that 
of  Capt.  I~aac  IJlauvelt.     Peace  to  his  ashes. 

Capt.  Robert  .McA{T''0,  at  prc-'.-nt  in  command  of  E 
Company,  i-  coii-id'-rL-d  ihc  iiaii'i.--omest  and  most  ssol- 
dier-iike  nilii-cr  in  the  First  UriLMde.  As  an  instruct- 
ing ollicer,  he  is  cijual  to  any  in  the  division.  Xo  fur- 
ther proof  of  this  need  be  presented,  than  tiie  admirable 
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display  of  liis  company  during  tlio  late  competitive 
drill  in  Tompkins  ,'?quaro.  The  skill  and  proficiency 
manifested  by  liis  corps  in  said  drill  are  in  a  great 
measure  attributable  to  the  intelligence  and  persever- 
ance of  Capt.  McAU'ec.  Like  his  brother  (the  Lieuten- 
ant Colonel  of  the  Twelfth),  ho  has  a  clear,  powerful, 
and  sonorous  voice,  Avhich  can  be  distinctly  heard  wheu- 

cvcr  ho  utters  a  command.

During  the  first  year  of  tlio  war,  Lieut.  Emerv  Upton 
was  detailed  as  iii~tru<-t'u-  of  this  Company.  Of  the 
glory  which  Lieut.  j].!rh>\v".s  career  shed,  not  onlv  on 
tiiis  cor[>s,  but  upon  tiie  lJ"gi!iient,,  mention  is  made  in 
the  pages  preceding.

Donald, 
Company  K,  and  Limt.  Victor  Jlerl.)  and  Lieut.  Ilcaly.  of  Company 
F.  'J'he  steamer  left  the  wharf  foot  of  Peck  Slip  at  eleven  o'clock 
P.  y\.,  arrivin^^  at  her  destination  at  about  five  o'clock  A.  M. 
Between  si.K  and  seven  o'elocic  a  delecatioa  consistin?  of  Lieut. 
Pardee,  and  several  nieml)er3  of  Company  E,  Second  Connecticut, 
came  on  board  the  steami-r  and  gave  the  excursionists  an  informal 
but  hearty  welcome. 

At  about  seven  o'clock  fh-''  I'.attalion  of  the  Twelfth  formed  on  tlic 
steamboat  wiiarf.  and  marcli.d  to  tl\e  armory  of  tlie  Liirht  Guard 
(Couipany  E),  Second  Connectifut,  where  tliey  stacked  their  arms. 
The  men  were  then  disnii.-sed  and  proefnied  to  the  Tontine  Hotel  for 
breakfast,  makincr  thi~  hoii  1  their  heau>inarters  durincr  tlieir  stay  in 
the  city.  The  weather  not  proving  propitious  the  parade  was 
postponed  until  the  afternoon.  It  wa<  some  considerable  time 
after  tiie  ai^pointed  time  before  llie  escorting  companies  mad'^ 
their  appearance.  "When  they  litially  did  arrive  at  Chapel 
Street,  where  the  companies  of  the  Twellh  were  drawn  up,  tlie 
usual  fonualities  were  gone  tliro'iirh  with  ;  after  which  the 
march  was  sit  once  commeneed.  The  column  was  composed  of 
the  otliocrs  of  the  stulf  of  (Jin.  R:i-~el,  commanding:  Connecticut 
Xati()nal  Guard,  a  delegation  of  the  oUiei  t-;  of  the  Second  C<Mniccticut 
Tnfaiitry  ;  a  .-ijuadron  i>t  the  li'ivirnor's  tiuard  in  eolunm  of  platoons. 
Major  .Merwin  commanding:  four  conipanies  of  the  Second  Con- 
necticut Inianiry,  Major  S  .  R.  ."^mitli  commanding,  and  finally  the 
battalion  of  the  'I'weUtli  Re^'iment. 

The  (Jovornor's  Guard  is  unifornvd  in  eray.  and  wa=:  on  this  oc- 
casion aec  impani'd  bv  'dieir  bau'l.  'I'e.e  appearance  of  this  Imdy  of 
mounted  men  w-t-  hiixiily  creditul'Ie.  ami  will  compare  fivorably  with 
any  <<'.  oiir  N\  w  York  Cavalry.  Tin-  infantry  was  jireeeiled  by  Fels- 
bury's  Ra.id,  the  Sarslield  Guard,  Capt.  Joseph  II.  Keefe,  having 
the  right  of  the  line.  'I'his  company  paraded  in  single  rank,  and  made 
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a  fine  appoaranco,  wcarincr  a  full  drc?s  uniform,  similar  to  that  re- 
cently adopted  by  the  Niutli  Xew  York  Xational  (iuard,  which  hag 
Itct'ti  presented  to  the  Guard  by  the  citizens  of  Xew  Haven.  The 
second  company  in  line  also  paraded  in  sin^dc  rank,  but,  witli  the  rest 
of  the  regiment,  wore  tlie  ordinary  .State  uniform.  The  rest  of  the 
companies  paraded  in  two  ranks  and  marclied  well. 

Upon  their  arrival  at  '•  The  Green,"  the  troops  were  reviewed  by 
Governor  F.nglisli,  Mayor  Sperry,  and  several  members  of  the  Gov- 
ernor's staff  and  other  oflicials,  all  in  citizens'  clothes.  Major  Smith 
was  in  command  at  the  review.  At  the  conchision  of  the  review 
tlicy  made  a  somewhat  extended  march  throuuh  the  principal  streets 
of  the  city.  At  the  review  and  on  the  march  the  companies  of  the 
Twelfth  made  a  very  good  appearance,  excelling  in  their  marching, 
etc.,  most  of  the  Connecticut  iniantry  which  paraded  with  them.  At 
the  conclusion  of  the  march  a  dress  parade  was  gone  through  with, 
the  ceremony  being  concluded  with  a  prayer  by'the  chaplain  of  the 
Hecond  Connecticut. 

In  the  evening  a  promenade  concert  was  given  at  Music  Hall  by 
the  band  of  the  Twelfth  Regiment,  under  the  leadership  of  Bandmas- 
ter Otto.  'J'his  concert  was  given  for  the  benefit  of  the  Soldiers' 
<)rphan  Asylum,  of  Xew  Haven,  (iovernor  English  and  staff,  Mayor 
.*^perry,  and  other  officials,  were  present,  and  tiie  concert,  as  well  as 
the  hop  which  followd  it,  were  highly  en  joyaiile.  The  following  day, 
Tiiursday,  was  not  favorable  to  a  grand  excursion  to  Sabin  Rock, 
and  it  was  accordingly  postponed,  although  quite  a  number  of  the 
Twelfth  visited  the  Rock  in  the  afternoon,  and  had  a  pleasant  time 
there.  In  the  evcninir  the  Rattalion  of  the  Twelfth,  under  the  escort 
of  the  Light  Guard  and  the  Sarslield  (iuard,  proceeded  to  the  steamboat 
Continental,  5-t0[)ping  on  their  way  to  serenade  (Governor  English,  who 
ackfiowledfjrtl  the  compliment  by  a  short  speech. 

yi'iie  trip  homo  was  without  incident.  The  excursionists  arrived  in 
Xew  York  on  Eri.lay  morning.  The  meml»ers  ot  the  Light  Guard 
a?id  the  Sarsfiold  Guard  diil  all  in  their  power  to  nuike  the  visit  of  the 
Ruttalion  to  Xew  Haven  a  pleasant  one.  The  men  of  the  TwelUh 
Iii-'haved  themselves  with  great  jjropriety  and  decorum.

An  account  of  his  conduct  during 
the  rebellion  would  l>c  in.-erted  here,  were  it  not  that  he 
abhors  publisliing  deeds  of  duty,  however  valiantly  per- 
formed. Sunioc  it  to  say,  tiuit  Capt.  Doyle's  character, 
both  as  a  citizen  and  a  soldier,  is  a  model  worthy  of 
imitation. 

First  Lieut.  W,  W.  Chamberlain,  and  Second  Lieut. 
J.  A.  Ritoul,  also  rendered  elTicient  service. 

Lieut.  Chamberlain,  for  his  bravery,  was  transferred  to 
the  L'nited  ^tates  Rogular  Army,  with  full  commission 
as  Lieutonant.  and  was  killed  at  a  skirmish  at  the  second 
battle  of  Ibdl  Run. 

T.  II.  I3ro\vn  fomriit  in  twelve  of  the  great  Virginia 
battles,  was  severely  wounded,  and  is  now  a  Captain  in 
the  Regular  Army.

Edward  Gilon  joined  Company  G  on  tlic  Ttli  of  Au 
trust,  ISGO,  as  a  private.  In  ISO  1  lie  was  appointed  Corpo 
ral,  and  occupied  said  position  till  the  end  of  that  year's 
canipaia-n.  In  September  of  the  latter  year  ho  was 
elected  First  Scrn^cant.  lie  participated  with  the  coni- 
[tany  in  the  campai.i^ns  of  1SG3.  On  the  17th  of  Jan- 
uary, 18G5,  he  was  elected  First  Lieutenant  of  this  corps  ; 
and  on  the  7th  of  the  following  April,  elected  Captain. 
This  ofhcc  lie  filled  with  irreat  benefit  and  honor  to  the 
company  till  the  29th  of  April  1867.  On  the  day  last 
mentioned,  he  received  from  Cri,2'.  Gen.  W.  G.  Ward 
tlic  appointment  of  Inspector  of  the  First  Brigade  In- 
fantry, with  rank  of  Major.  This  important  position  he 
rdls  with  marked  distinction.

And  now,  "  when  luo 
cruel  war  is  over."'  ho  always  extends  a  helping  hand  to 
the  maimed  soldiers  that  arc  to  be  found  c\-erywher*',

This  corps  was  org-anized  as  the  Sixth  Company  of  tlio 
Twenty-Seven  til  Regiment,  X.  G.,  in  January,  1825, 
umicr  command  of  L.  W.  Stearns. 

On  the  2()th  of  Xovember,  1S33,  Thomas  Tostly,  hcing 
Captain,  the  company  passed  a  resolution  to  petition 
Governor  ^larcy  for  a  transfer,  as  a  "  flank  company,"' 
to  the  Eighth  Regiment  Light  Infantry.  On  the  30th 
day  of  the  following  month,  the  company  adopted  the 
title  of  "  National  Grays,"  which  they  retained  till 
A})ril  4,  1861,  when  they  were  transferred  to  and  became 
I  Company  in  the  Twelfth  Regiment.  Even  now,  the 
corps  occasionally  displays  its  pristine  name. 

Rccwecn  the  years  1845  and  1801,  Company  I  was 
known  as  belonging  to  the  Tenth  and  Twenty-Third 
Re2:imcnts. 

On  the  2-2d  of  February,  1854,  the  "  Grays,"'  by  invi-^ 
tation,  visited.  IJnU'alo,  to  join  in  the  celebration  of 
AVashinQ:ton's  hirthdav.  They  Averc  the  iirst  company 
from  the  city  of  New  York  to  visit  Syracuse,  Rochester, 
I'.iilValo,  and  Niagara  Falls. 

Rrcvet  Col.  Jacob  Raynor  was  commandant  of  this 
corps,  for  more  than  twenty  years,  and  did  much  to 
make  it  what  it  is,  a  first-class  company.  lie  was 
i-lcctcd  on  the  2Sth  of  :March,  1^30. 

With  the  balance  of  the  l)attalion,  Company  I  went 
to  the  seat  of  war  in  IbGl.  During  the  canijiaign  of  the 
first  three  months  its  commissioned  otlicera  were  : 

Cai)tain,  Win,  Raynor. 

First  Lientenant,  II.  R.  ^[ackay. 

Second  Lieutenant.  L.  R.  Dinglm,m. 

Second  Liuul.,  11.  Fisher  (killed  in  V.  S,  service). 

<'apt.  Acorn,  wlio  comnuimled  tiiis  corp-  at  Harpers 
Ferry,  in  1802,  was  prai.-cd  in  General  Orders  for  meri- 
torious and  gallant  conduct.     His  Lieutenant,  John  S. 
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Ellison  also  displayoil  adniirahlc  coolness  and  brarcry. 
Lieutenant  Ellison  was  afterward  commissioned  as  Cap- 
tain of  the  Twelfth  New  York  Cavalry,  stationed  in  Xorih 
Carolina.  Served  as  Lieutenant  Colonel  of  the  Seconil 
North  Carolina  Cavalry,  and  engaged  in  several  severe 
engagements,  ire  is  an  ofiieer  of  remarkable  eonrngc 
and  ability.  He  has  in  his  jiossession  testimonials  from 
some  of  t!ic  most  prominent  Generals  of  the  L^^nion  Army, 
among  them  General  Wessel  of  the  Regular  Army. 

The  most  notorious  member  of  1  Company  durimr  its 
term  of  service  in  It^Gl,  was  IJoston  Corbit.  While 
doing  duty  as  a  private,  he  called  a  superior  officer  to 
order  for  using  words  that  were  not  purely  evangelical. 
Tho  officer  thus  reprimanded  in  presence  of  his  command, 
for  the  sake  of  di.-eipllne.  ordered  Boston  to  enter  on  a 
spiritual  retreat  in  the  Cinard  House.  Corbit,  however, 
was  soon  released,  feeling  much  stronger  in  spirit  tlian 
in  the  flesh.  And  the  next  great  and  notorious  act  of 
his,  that  the  world  heard  of  (let  those  praise  it  who  ^vill), 
was  the  shooting  of  Joim  Wilkes  Dootii. 

Boston  Corbit,  with  all  his  eccentricities  in  the  field, 
his  burning  zeal  for  ihc  conversion  of  sinners,  and  his 
bolstcrousness  in  jfrayor  mcoiings,  is  a  sincere  Christian, 
and  a  bravo  man. 

Surgeon  Weir,  of  whom  previous  mention  is  made, 
was  a  i»rivate  in  tliis  company  in  l^ol. 

Col.  Thom[)son,  o(  tlie  Twcniy-^;eoond  Kentucky 
A'oluntcers,  was  at  one  liine  ii  privme  in  tliis  comjianv. 
lie  fought  in  sixteen  battlo-,  Wiis  wounded  twelve  difi'eV- 
ent  times,     llo  is  now  in  tiie  IJi'LMihir  arniv. 

Sorgt.  Lonh  oi'  this  corps.  ji)iiiO(l  a  New  Hampshire 
regiment  in  1J;G;j.  His  gallant  conduct  caused  his  pro- 
motion to  the  position  of  Mnjor.  Ho  is  in  the  United 
►Stales  Cavalry,  .stationed  :U  (.'ar.-on  City. 

IJri!!.  Gou.  !l:iil,  after  havin-j-  sci-ved  two  yen.rs  in 
(lonipaMyl  :u-  a  pii\;i.tt.\  i't.-iiio\ed  to  Wi-.'onsin.  rai.-cd  a 
rcLriniL-nt.  went  t<»  the  Army  of  lliC  Cumbm-lnud,  and,  bv 
incomparai.ilc  bravery,  rose  to  the  raid;  of  Brigadier 
General.    At  present  he  is  silver-mining  in  Colorado. 
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Samuel  II.  Crook,  ji*.  This  young  gcntlcniau  is  a 
juivate  in  I  Company,  thouqrli  lie  graduated  witli  hon- 
ors at  Tarrytown  ^lilitary  Academy.  Uo  has  had  sev- 
eral opportunities  of  promotion,  but  like  Hon.  Ilannibal 
Ilainlin,  ex-Yicc-Pre~ident.  he  deems  it  honoral)le  to 
liear  arms  even  as  a  private  in  the  National  Guard. 

Samuel  H.  Crook,  jr.,  belongs  to  a  family  thoroughly 
rcpu1)lican.  His  father,  S.  H.  Crook,  senior,  the  court- 
eous proprietor  of  the  "^veil-known  hotel  on  Chatham 
Street,  heartily  approves,  and  is  proud  of  the  genuine 
American  spirit  manifested  by  his  son. 

.Major  Slierman  went  with  this  company  to  the  scat  of 
war  in  1SG2,  as  a  ])rivate,  and  is  now  in  the  Iicuiilar 
Army,  stationed  at  Santa  Fc.  He  is  related  to  Lieut. 
Gen.  Sherman. 

Lieut.  Briggs,  who  was  slain  at  the' battle  of  Frcder- 
ieksluirg,  served  as  a  ])rivaie  in  this  corps  in  l;fGl. 

Col.  Clark,  wlio  commanded  the  Fiftli  Missouri 
Volunteers  at  tlie  battle  of  Wilson's  Creek,  held  tlic 
I'osition  of  Corporal  in  I  Company  previous  to  the 
rcl)oliion. 

Lieut.  Henry  U.  Wilson,  joined  I  Company  in  the 
mouth  of  A{)ril,  ISGl,  and  served  as  a  private  during 
I'le  campaigns  of  that  year.  In  1>;G2  he  was  chosen 
Si'rgeant,  and  after  displaying  much  Ijravery,  was  taken 
pri-oner  at  Harper's  Ferry.  During  the  term  of  service 
of  isc.o,  lie  acted  as  Second  Sergeant,  and  subsequently 
received  the  apiiointmcnc  of  Sergeant  ^lajor.  liecently 
lie  was  unanimously  elected  Second  Lieutenant,  which 
po~iiion  ho  occn[>ie3  with  distinction. 

Lieut.  Jolm  F.  I>ov,-ley  joined  I  Company  on  tlic  2()th 
of  April,  iMjl,  and  served  with  the  licgiment  during 
its  '"war  campaigns.''  Prompt  obedience  .and  uuvary- 
i'.ij:  ])unctuality  arc  among  the  distinguishing  traits  of 
l"i-'  cl'.aractcr.  During  the  riois  of  ISii:;,  he  was  elected 
S'  .joud   Lieutenant  of  this  ct.irps.     He  liiled  tliis  oUice 

i:i!  credii  till  Auiiust.  l^'^lT,  when  ho  was  chosen  to 
liil  iho  position  of  Fir.~L  Lieutenant.  He  Avas  nominated 
Jor    tlio    Ca)>taincy,    but   declined   in   favor   of  J.   IL 
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French,  the  present  courteous  commander.  Among  tlio 
members  of  Company  I,  he  is  respected  and  esteemed. 
At  the  expiration  of  his  seven  years  term  of  service, 
October  15,  ISGS,  they  manircsted  their  esteem  bv 
presenting  him  with  a  splendid  gold  watch.  He  is  a't 
present  Deputy  United  States  'Marshal  under  Gen. 
Barlow. 

Capt.  John  n.  French  joined  Company  I  in  October, 
1SG2.  He  served  in  all  the  "  non-com."  grades.  In 
1SG3,  he  went  with  the  Regiment  through  the  Pennsyl- 
vaiiia  campaigns,  and  gave  many  tokens  of  his  militarv 
skill  and  daring.  He  pays  s[)ecial  attention  to  his  mili- 
tary duties,  hence  cverytiiing  appertaining  to  his  oHicc 
is  iu  admirable  order.  He  is  very  exact  about  tiie 
character  and  social  standing  of  all  parties  seeking  ad- 
mission to  meudjcr.-^hij)  in  his  corps,  consequently  the 
company  is  composed  of  respectable  young  gentlemen. 
Capt.^  French,  too,  olVcrs  valuable  prescirts°to  parties 
bringing  acceptable  recruits.  Xot  long  ago,  hciravc  to 
the  company  a  ricli  gold  medal  to  be  worn  by  the  mem- 
ber who  labors  most  assiduously  to  increase 'the  ranks.

Coat. — Field  Officers. 

Dress  coat,  dark  blue  cloth,  double  breasted  ;  with 
staridhif^  collar  o?  same  material,  to  meet  and  hook  un- 
der the  cliin,  witii  two  black  hooks  and  eyes,  and  to  be 
of  such  height  as  to  permit  of  the  free  turninir  of  the 
cliin  over  it.  On  eacli  side  of  the  collar,  commencing  at 
the  end,  a  loop  of  seven-line  army  gold  lace,  four  and  one- 
half  inches  long,  with  a  small  State  button  on  the  rear 
end  of  each  loop.  On  breast  of  coat  there  shall  be  two 
rows  of  State  Regulation  buttons,  seven  in  each  row, 
placed  at  equal  distances  from  collar  to  waist,  the  dis- 
tance between  the  rows  to  be  six  inches  at  the  collar 
(measuring  'from  eye  to  eye),  and  three  and  one-half 
inches  at  the  waist,  diminishing^  in  distance  in  a  straight 
line  from  top  to  bottom.  The  sleeves  cut  without  culiV. 
slash-Haps  of  wiiitc  cloth  on  the  sleeves  five  and  one-half 
inches  long,  scalloped  so  as  to  present  three  points  two 
and  one-half  inch.es  long,  and  two  curves  two  inches 
wide,  four  loops  of  seven-line  army  gold  lace  on  each  llnp, 
at  equal  distances  apart,  witli  a  small  State  button  on  the 
outer  end  of  each  looj).  The  top  of  the  skirts  to  be  half 
the  width  of  tlic  forepart  and  diminish  to  two  and  one- 
half  inches  at  the  bottom.  Facli  back  to  be  one  and 
three-quarter  inches  at  the  waist  and  two  and  one-half 
inches  at  the  bottoms  :  two  large  State  buttons  at  the 
hip.  Tiio  skirls  lined  wilh  wliite  farmer's  satin,  and 
turned  up  with  white  clotli  on  both  back  and  front 
^Icirts;  the  turn-n[>s  on  the  front  lo  commence  at  the 
•  I;irt  strap,  ami  on  the  ]>ack  two  inches  below  the  lii[) 
button,  the  back  scam  to  be  closed  that  di.stancc  down. 
The  turn-ups  to  be  one  and  one  quarter  inches  at  the 
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top  and  widen  down'ward  to  one  incli  in  widtli  at  a 
place  on  tlic  skirt  two  and  onc-lialf  inclies  from  the  bot- 
tom, tlicn  curve  out  to  a  point,  and  meet  at  two  and  one- 
half  inches  from  the  l)ottom  of  the  skirt?,  the  turn-u))3  to 
form  a  half  circle  above  and  below  the  points,  with  a 
large  crold-euii)roidcred  buL^Ie  on  the  points  of  the  turn- 
ups. On  the  centre  of  each  skirt,  a  ilap  of  white  cloth 
seven  inches  long,  scalloped  so  as  to  present  three  points 
three  inches  long,  and  two  curves  two  inches  wide,  the 
upper  edge  to  be  two  inches  below,  and  ranging  with 
the  waist  scam  ;  four  loops  of  seveu-lhie  array  goTd  lace 
on  each  llii])  at  equal  distances  apart,  with  a  smlili  State 
button  on  the  outer  cud  of  each  loop.  The  skirts  to  ex- 
tend to  within  two  inches  of  the  bend  of  the  knee.

1.  All  persons  in  the  army  or  navy  and  volnntcor 
force  of  tlic  United  ^rrtatos,  and  all  ministers  of  tlie 
gospel. 

2.  Persons  wlio  Iiavo  liccn  or  hereafter  shall  be  reiru- 
larly  and  honorably  discharged  from  the  army  or  navv 
of  the  United  States,  in  consequence  of  tlie  performance 
of  military  duty,  in  pursuance  of  any  law  of  this  State, 
and  sucli  firemen  as  are  now  exempted  by  law.

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OF   TITE   ENROLLMENT   OF    PERSONS    SUBJECT   TO    MILITART

§  4.  Under  the  direction  and  superintendence  of  tlic 
commander-in-chief,  all  persons  liable  to  military  dnty 
■vvitliin  this  State,  ^vho  arc  not  already  members  of  the 
organized  militia  thereof,  shall,  immediately  upon  the 
passage  of  this  act,  and  from  time  to  time  tiiereafter,  as 
tlic  commander-in-chief  shall  deem  necessary,  bnt  as 
often  as  once  in  every  two  years,  be  enrolled  by  the  cap- 
tain or  commandant  ^of  the  company  district  within 
Avhose  bounds  such  person  shall  reside  ;  or  if  there  be  no 
such  captain  or  commandant,  tlicn  by  an  oQiccr  to  bo 
detailed  l)y  the  commandinp:  ohiccr  of  the  regiment  in 
"udiich  sucli  company  district  is  situated,  or  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  commander-in-chief.  Sucli  enrollment 
shall  distinctly  specify  the  names  and  residences  of  tlio 
persons  enrolled,  and  simll  also  divide  the  same  into  two 
classes,  the  persons  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and 
thirty  years  to  constitute  one  class,  and  the  persons  be- 
tween the  ages  of  thirty  and  forty-five  years  to  constitute 
the  other  clnss.  i'our  copies  of  such  enrollment  shall 
be  ]>repared  l)y  tlie  ofiicor  making  the  same,  one  of 
^\■hich,  after  tlic  same  shall  have  been  corrected  as  here- 
inafter provided,  shall  be  retained  by  him,  another  shall 
be  filed  in  tlic  oflicc  of  the  town  or  city  clerk  in  which 
such  company  district  is  situated,  if  there  be  such  ofiice, 
another  shall  be  fded  in  the  olhcc  of  the  clerk  of  the 
county  where  such  district  is  situated,  and  tlie  J'ourtli 
bhall  be  fdod  in  the  adjutant-generars  otilce.  The  oilicer 
making  such  enrollment  may,  Aviih  the  approval  of  tiic 
commander-in-ciiief,  appoint  one  or  more  of  his  non-com- 
missioned odiecrs.  or  other  proper  persons,  to  assist  in 
making  said  enrollment  and  copying  said  rolls.  The 
persons  making  sucli  enroUment  shall  lie  compensated 
at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  and  hl'ty  cents  per  day  for  every 
day  necessarily  spent  in  making  and  copying  the  siimk"'  : 
the  number  of  days  to  Ijc  certihed  by  Liie  commandant 
of  the  i-cgimcnt,  and  not  to  exceed  ten,  and  the  amount 
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of  sucli  compensation  to  be  paid  ))y  tiic  comptroller  upon 
production  of  siicli  certificate,  together  Tvitli  the  cer- 
tificates of  the  town  clerk,  count}^  clerk,  and  adjutant- 
general,  that  such  rolls  have  been  duly  filed  in  their 
offices.  Pucli  rolls  shall  be  so  filed  .on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  July  in  each  year  in  which  sucli  cnrollmeat  shall 
be  made.  The  ofiicer  or  ])crson  making-  such  enroll- 
ment shall,  at  the  time  of  making  the  same,  serve  upon 
each  person  enrolled  a  notice,  by  delivering  the  same  to 
him  personally,  or  by  leaving  it  with  some-  person  of 
suitable  age  and  discretion  at  his  place  of  residence,

§5.  For  the  purpose  of  preparing  such  enrollment, 
the  assessors  in  each  cjty,  village,  town,  or  ward  of  this 
State,  shall  allow  captains  or  commandants  of  compa- 
nies, or  otiior  oflicers  appointed  for  that  purpose,  as 
above  provided,  ut  all  ])ro{icr  limes  to  cxamino  their  as- 
sessment rolls  and  to  take  copies  thereof;  and  the  clerks 
of  all  towns  and  cities  shall  in  like  manner,  at  all  proper 
times,  allow  the  said  commandant  or  other  officer  to  ex- 
amine and  copy  the  poll  lists  on  file  in  their  offices. 

§  G.  -Ul  tavern  keepers,  k'oepers  of  lioardiu^^  houses 
persons  haviuLf  boarders  in  tlieir  fiimilies,  and  anv  mas-

^  i).  Such  commandant  shall  not  include  iu  said  en- 
rollment the  names  of  [niy  oilicers  nor  memijers  of  liic 
uuiformcd  militia  of  this  Stale,  nor  of  the  oUiccrs  or  mem- 
bers of  any  lire  company  ;  and  the  foreman  of  every  liic 
company  in  any  city,  village,  or  town  of  this  State,  shall. 
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before  llic  fiftccntli  day  of  ^laj  in  eacli  year,  file  in  tlic 
office  of  the  town  or  city  clerk,  a  list  containing  the 
names  of  all  persons  bclonginj^  to  their  respective  com- 
panies, wliich  list  sliall  show  the  town  or  ward  in  which 
each  member  of  such  company  resides.

conqttroiier,  u[)on  his  order,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for 
each  person  named  on  said  list  of  delinquents  ;  and  in 
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case  lie  shall  not,  on  tlie  presentation  of  sncli  draft,  liavo 
received  all  or  any  of  the  money  directed  by  this  act  to 
be  collected  and  paid  to  him,  he  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  borrow  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  said

OF  THE   GENERAL  ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  MILITIA,  AND  THE 

ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  NATIONAL  GUARD  OF   THE 

STATE  OF  NEW  YORK. 

Of  Organization. 

^  20.  The  commander-in-chief  of  the  militia  of  this 
State  shall  organize  and  arrange  the  same,  and  tlie  dis- 
tricts therefor,  into  divisions,  brigades,  regiments,  bat- 
talions, squadrons,  troops,  batteries,  and  companies,  and 
cause  the  same  to  bo  numbered  as  nearly  in  conformity 
to  the  laws  of  the  United  States  as  local  circumstances 
and  the  public  convenience  may  permit,  and  may  alter, 
divide,  annex,  or  consolidate  the  same  and  the  districts 
thereof,  and  dismiss  supernumerary  oilicers,  who  wore 
made  such  by  an  excess  of  ofiiiicrs  of  equal  grade 
being  tlirown  into  any  division,  brigade,  regimental,  or 
company  district.  The  present  divisions,  brigades, 
regiments,  battalions,  troops,  S([undrons.  l>atteries,  and 
companies, and  the  districts  thereof, shall  remain  as  now 
established  by  law.  subject  to  the  power  of  tiie  com- 
mander-in-chief, to  alter,  divide,  annex,  or  consolidate  the 
same  as  aliove  set  forth,  llcginiental  dh-tricts,  excupi 
in  cities,  shall  conform,  as  nearly  as  convenient,  to  the 
a.-scmbly  districts  of  this  State. 

)^  21.  The  or-4fani/cd  militia  of  the  State  shall  bo 
hnown  as  the  "  Xatii>n;il  (iuaid  of  the  State  of  Xcv.- 
Vtifk,''  and  shall  conrist  of  eight  divisions,  and  such 
!i:imner  of  brii:ades,  regiments,  conqianics,  and  butt:)ii'>ns 
and  suclil)atteries,  troofis,  or  squadrons,  as  the  command- 
er-in-chief shall  determine  and  designate.  Provided,  thaL 
G 
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the  a.ircrrcgatc  organized  force  of  the  national  guard,  in 
time  of  peace,  to  bo  fully  armed,  equipped,  and  uniform- 
ed, sliall  not  exceed  the  number  of  fifty  thousand  non- 
comniiasioned  olliecrs  and  privates  ;  but  tlie  connnander- 
in-cliief  shall  have  power  in  ca?C3  of  war  or  insurrection, 
or  imminent  danger  thci-eof.  to  make  further  drafts  of 
the  militia,  and  to  form  new  regiments,  battalions,  bat- 
teries, and  troops,  and  to  oi-ganizc  the  same,  as  the  exi- 
gencies of  the  service  sliall  require.  (^2s  amended  by  §  1, 
c//tf/j.

§  22.  Tiie  national  guard  sliall  include  the  present 
uniformed  militia  of  this  State,  and  such  volunteers  as 
shall  enroll  themselves  therein  in  the' several  districts  of 
this  State,  and  such  persons  as  may  be  drafted  therein, 
as  hereinafter  provided,  and  sliall  be  organized,  and 
shall  serve  as  engineers, artillery,  light  artillery,  cavalry, 
infantry,  and  riiles,  as  the  comnuinder-in-chief  shall  direct. 

§  23.  The  con^mander-in-chief  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered,  so  soon  as  muy  be  convenient  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  to  appoint  and  connnission  the  bri- 
gade, regimental,  and  eouijiany  olViccrs,  in  the  first  in- 
stance, necessary  to  cornplrte  the  organization  of  all 
military  districts  hereafter  to  be  created,  and  to  fill  all 
vacancies  necessary  for  the  complete  organization  of  all 
military  districts  now  created  in  this  State,  but  not  suf 
ficiently  organized  for  an  election.

The  or'janization  of  the  national  cruard  sliall 
confurni  to  the  provh-;ions  of  the  laws  of  the  United 
Suites,  and  their  >y.-teni  of  di.-eijiliiie  and  exercise  shnll 
conform  as  nearly  as  may  be  to  that  of  the  army  of  the 
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United  States,  as  it  no\r  is,  or  may  ^icrcaftcr  bo  pre- 
scril)ed  by  coniri'css. 

,§  2G.  Company  onicors  shall  use  tlioir  best  efiforts  to 
obtain  sufficient  volunteers  to  raise  tiieir  i-es[)ectivc  com- 
panies to  the  nuinltci'  ot",  at  least,  sixty-four  noti-comniis- 
.'•ioncd  officers  and  privates,  which  number  is  hereby 
fixed  as  the  minimum,  and  one  hundred  as  the  maximum 
of  such  company  organization,  (^is  amended  by  §  I,  chap. 
SOS)  of  ISOG.) 

§  27.  Incase  of  any  company  of  tlic  national  guard 
shall  not,  on  or  befoi-e  the  iirst  day  of  October  next,  by 
voluntary  enlistments,  reach  the  number  of  sixty-four 
ju'ivatcs,  or  \n  case  such  company  shall  at  an}'  time  fall 
liclow  such  nnmber,  or  in  case  a  sufficient  number  of 
persons  shall  not  volunteer  to  organize  new  companies 
in  the  unorganized  company  districts,  it  shall  be  lawful

§  41.  The  commander-in-chief  shall  cause  each  com-

registered  at  the  adjutant-genei-al's  ollice. 

§  4"J.  Non-comndssioned  ollicers  shall  be  chosen  from 
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tlic  members  of  tlio  company  to  which  thev  belong.  All 
commissioned  otlicers  residing  in  anv  ci't.y  or  incorpo- 
rated village  in  this  State  shall  be  deemed  to  be  withi?i 
the  bounds  of  their  respective  commands,  providinir  any 
part  of  the  military  district  to  wiiich  thev  properly  be- 
long shall  be  located  within  such  city  or  vilkiae.

but  the  colonel  so  elected  or  appointed  shall  not  he  com- 
missioned until  eight  battalion  companies  of  sixtv-four 
non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  shall  be'  fullv 
organjzed.

i  45.  As  soon  as  the  field  officers  in  thcrciximents  in 
any  of  the  brigade  districts  of  this  State  shall  be  dulv 
chosen  and  commissioned,  the  commander-in-chief  shall 
order  an  election  to  be  held  for  the  ciioice  of  a  suitable 
person  to  fdl  the  office  of  brigadier-u-eneral  and  brigade 
inspector  in  such  Ijrigade  district.^bv  directing  some 
suitable  officer  to  give  the  pro-notices  of  such  election 
and  preside  thereat,  unless  such  briii-adicr-general  and 
brigade  inspector  shall  already  have  been  elected  or  ap- 
pointed, as  provided  by  this  act. 

§  -Kb  All  coniniissioiicd  officers  rendered  snpcrnu- 
nu-rary  by  (ho  provi.nons  of  this  act,  and  everv  officer 
ryiidui'ed  supernumerary  by  any  consolidation  or  altera- 
tion of  regiments,  battalions,  squadrons,  troops,  or  com- 
panies, shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  conferred

by  any  preceding  law  (except  command),  and  shall  be 
exempt  from  the  performance  of  any  military  duty,  ex- 
cept in  cases  of  war  and  insurrection,  provided  tliey  shall, 
within  one  year  after  boint!;  so  rendered  supernumerary, 
have  reporter!  themselves  to  the  adjutant-gcnei-al  as  such  ;

§  50.  The  resolution  of  the  senate,  concurring  in  ajiv 
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nomination  niaile  by  the  governor  to  a  military  office, 
t^luill  becoiTirleJ  by  the  president  and  clerk  of  the  senate, 
and  be  irar.s:r.ittcd  to  the  adintantgcncral.  who  shall 
\<<nQ  the  coir.nii-sion  and  record  the  same  in  books  t(xjje 
provided  by  him. 

^  51.  Tiie  staff  of  the  commander-in-chief  shall  con-

The  commanding 
officiM-s  of  brigades  .^hali  receive  tlie  r'.'signations  of  such 
i^)m:iii-.-ioiied  ollicers  as  may  rer-JLin  in  their  respective 
brigade.-,  and  .-nail  transmit  the  sauie  to  the  ailjutant- 
generai.  Resignations  of  all  other  comuussioned  officers 
shall  be  made  direct  to  the  connnander-in-chief.

No  |vorson  shall  lie  allowc'l  to  voto  at  any  elec- 
tion for  a  co;nm!--i'»ue>i  or  noi!-coin:ni.->.-ionod  ofdcer  ol 
a  company,  unless  hi-  i-<  an  actual  membm"  of  such  com- 
pany where  he  shall  olfer  to  vote,  and  liable  to  do  mili- 
tarv  dutv  therein. 
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§  S8.  If  any  person  oftVn-iiinr  to  vote  at  anv  election 
foi-  a  commissioned  oOicer  of  a  company,  shall  be  chal- 
lent,'ed  as  unqualitieil  bv  any  person  entitled  to  vote 
thereat,  tlic  presidino:  oHieer  shall  declare  to  the  person 
so  challenq-ed  the  qiialilicutions  of  an  elector.

The  officers  con- 
stituting: .-ueh  board  shall  receive  the  -ame  pay  and 
allowances  for  traveling  expenses  as  members  of  courts- 
martial. 
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§  92.  No  officer,  wliose  commission  shall  liave  boon 
vfiL-atcd  under  the  next  prccedini^  section,  shall  bo  eligi- 
hle  for  election  to  any  military  office  for  the  period  of

of  deposit  shall  lie  a--igned,  rented,  or  erected,  in  sucli 
regiment. 

§  I2.'>.  The  commanding  officer  of  any  regiment  or 
conq)any  who  -hall  have  received,  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  art.  any  arms  and  equipments  from  the 
State  for  llie  use  of  his  regiment  or  com[>any,  shall  dis- 
tribute the  same  to  his  regiment  or  company,  as  he  sliall 
deem  proper,  and  re([uire  of  those  to  whom  they  were 
distributed  to  return  iheni  at  such  time  and  place  as  he 
shall  order  and  direct :  ami  any  ollieer  who  shall  neglect 
or  refuse  io  comply  with  such  order,  shall  forfeit  the  sum 
not  to  exceed  double  the  price  of  any  arms  or  cipiipments 
he  shall  have  received,  to  be  sued  for  and  collected  in 
the  name  of  the  commandant  of  the  regiment  for  the  use 
of  the  militnry  fund  of  such  r<:irimcnt. 

§  120.  The  commamling  ollicer  of  each  regiment  shall 
appoint  a  suit;ible  T>erson  to  take  cliarire  of  the  armorv, 
armories,  or  pla«,'e  of  deitosit  of  hhs  re.Lriment,  or  of  the 
.several  (.'ompanii's  in  his  ri^iiinietit,  and  all  arms,  oqiiip- 
ments,  (ind  other  property  of  the  State  therein  deposited, 
and  to  discharge  all  duties  connected  therewith,  as  shall 
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be  from  lime  to    time   prescribed  by  the  commanding 
oflicer. 

§  127.  Such  person  so  appointed  shall  receive  a  com- 
pensation not  to  exceed  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per 
dav  for  the  time  actually  employed  in  cleaning  fitms  and 
other  duties  indispensably  necessary  for  the^safe  kcepins: 
and  preservation  of  such  property  of  the  State  as  shall 
be  committed  to  his  charge,  which  shall  be  a  county 
charge  upon  the  county  in  whicii  said  armory  is  situated, 
and  audited  and  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
county  charges,     {^is  amended  by  chap.  G12  of  1SG5.) 

§  128.  The  commander-in-chief  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  make  such  orders,  rules,  and  regulations  as  he  may 
deem  proper  for  the  observance  of  all  officers  having 
charge  of  any  armory  in  which  arms  of  the  people  of 
this  State  shall  be  deposited. 

§  12;i.  Whenever  the  commissioned  officers  of  any 
uniformed  company  in  this  State  shall  make  application 
to  the  commanding  ofilcer  of  their  regiment_  for  any 
arms  or  equipments  suited  to  the  corps  to  which  their 
company  may  belong,  and  who  shall,  at  the  same  time, 
furnish  such  commanding  officer  with  sufficient  bonds  for 
the  safe  keeping  and  return  of  the  same,  he  may  deliver 
to  such  officers  sucl\  arms  and  equipments  belonging  to 
this  State  as  he  shall  deem  proper  ;  but  no  such  arms  or 
C([uipments  shall  be  delivered,  unless  the  bonds  given  for 
the  safe  keeping  and  return  thereof  shall  be  approved 
by  the  sureties  who  became  responsible  in  the  bonds  Itir- 
mshed  to  the  commander-in-chief  for  all  such  arms  and 
equipments. 

.<  13U.  Any  person  who  shall  willfully  injure  such 
armory,  or  its  fixtures,  or  any  gun,  s-word.  pistol,  or 
other  property  of  the  State  therein  deposited,  shall  bo 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

j  l:wrThe  commi-sary-general  may,  from  time  to 
time,  require  any  officer  to  examine  any  armory  {.irovided 
as  aforesaid,  and  report  to  him  the  condition  thereot, 
and  of  the  arms  and  canq)  equipage  theruiu  deposited. 

§   132.  All  officers  applying  for  the   issue   of  camp 
7 
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equipage  sliall  set  forth  in  tlicir  application  the  number 
of  tents  whicii  they  will  require,  tiic  time  when  their 
respective  ren-iincnts  or  companies  go  into  camp,  and  the 
number  of  days,  which  such  encampment  will  continue  ; 
and  the  command inir  ofiicer  of  each  camp  shall,  immedi- 
ately after  the  breaking  up  of  the  encampment,  cause  the 
equipage  to  be  returned  to  such  of  the  State  arsenals,  or 
turned  over  to  such  olficer  as  may  be  directed  bv  the 
adjutant-general  ;  provid(,'(l,  however,  that  such  'tents 
and  camp  eqnipttge  shall  be  deposited  in  someone  of  the 
State  arsenals  on  or  before  the  tirst  day  of  November  in 
each  year. 

OF  THE  DRILLS,  TARADES,  AND  RENDEZVOUS  OP  THE 
NATIONAL  GUAI:D,  AND  OF  COMPENSATION  FOR 
MILITARr   SERVICED. 

§  133.  Whenever  any  company  or  companies  shall  be 
organized,  uniformed,  an<l  equi[)ped  in  any  regimental 
district  of  this  State,  such  company  or  compames  shall 
jiarade  annually  thereafter  In-  regiment,  battalion,  or 
company,  at  such  time  and  ])lace,  between  the  lirst  day 
of  ^lay  and  the  first  day  of  Xovember,  as  llie  command'- 
ing  ollicers  of  their  resi>cciive  brigades  shall  order  nnd 
direct,  for  the  j.urpose  of  discipline,  inspection,  and  re- 
view. At  any  such  ])aradf\  ail  the  commissioned  and 
non-commissioned  olhcers,  musicians,  and  privates  shall 
appear  and  discharge  any  and  all  the  duties  required  to 
be  performed  by  the  commanding  olliccr.  No  person 
shall  be  {)crmittod  in  the  ranks,  on  any  parade,  who  does 
not  appear  in  full  uniform,  and  arm'c«l  and  eijuipped, 
suited  to  the  coiiq)iiny  to  which  he  belongs;  and  uo  per- 
son sliall  be  j)ermitted  in  the  ranks  who  is  not  fullv 
armed  and  equipped  according  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  and  the  laws  of  the  LTnited  Slates  ;  and  all  members 
who  shall  appear  witiiout  sucii  arms  and  equipments,  or 
without  a  uniiorm,  at  any  piiraths  .-iiall  bu  returned  as 
absent  tro:a  parade  and  ilnevl  accordiiigly.  At  sucii  an- 
nual parade  an  actual  muster  shall  be  made  by  the  com- 
manding ofiicer  present  thereat,  of  each  commissioned 
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and  non-commi-?sioDcd  officer,  musician,  and  private 
present  and  absent,  and  a  muster  roll  in  duplicate, shall 
be  made  and  officially  certified  to  and  returned  by  such 
commandins^  officer,  in  accordance  with  such  regulations 
and  restrictions  as  may  be  issued  by  the  commander-in- 
chief.  And  the  brigade  inspector  shall  at  the  same  time 
make  a  like  muster  of  the  field,  commissioned,  and  non- 
commissioned stafi'  officers  of  each  regiment,  separate 
battalion,  or  battery  ;  and  the  said  muster  rolls  shall  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  adjutant-general.  {.Ss  amended 
by  chap.  612  o/lSGo.) 

§  13-i.  In  addition  to  the  annual  inspection  herein 
specified,  there  shall  be  six  drills  or  parades  of  the  na- 
tional guard  in  each  year,  not  less  than  three  of  Avhich 
shall  be  by  regiment  or  battalion,  and  at  such  times  and 
places  as  the  commander-in-cliief,  commandant  of  division, 
brigade,  regiment,  or  liattalion  shall  direct. 

§  135.  The  commanding  officer,  at  any  parade,  may 
cause  those  under  his  command  to  perform  any  field  or 
camp  duty  he  shall  require  ;  and  also  to  put  under 
guard  for  the  day  or  time  of  continuing  such  parade, 
any  officer,  musician,  or  private  who  shall  disobey  the 
orders  of  his  superior  oOiccr,  or  in  any  way  interrupt 
the  exercises  of  the  day  ;  also  all  other  persons  wIjo 
shall  trespass  on  the  parade  ground,  or  in  any  way  or 
manner  interrupt  or  molest  the  orderly  discharge  of 
duty  of  those  under  arms  ;  and  also  may  prohibit  and 
}>revent  the  sale  of  all  spirituous  liquors  within  one  mile 
of  such  j^arado  or  cncaniiiinent  ;  and  also,  in  his  discre- 
tion, all  hnci;stcrs  or  auction  sales,  or  gambling  may  lie 
abated  as  nuisances. 

§  Io().  In  a<ldition  to  the  drills  and  parades  above 
specified,  the  comnumding  officers  of  companies  may  re- 
quire the  officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  musicians, 
and  privates  of  liicir  companies  to  meet  for  cuinj.Kiny 
drill  and  [larade  oi!C<'  in  each  month,  from  Xovendier  to 
-May,  and  so  much  oltener  as  a  majority  of  the  menrucrs 
of  such  company  siiall  prescribe  in  and  by  the  by-laws 
for  the  irovernment  of  the  sauie. 
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§  137.  No  parade  or  rendezvous  of  the  national  guard 
sliall  be  ordered  on  any  day  during  ^vliicli  a  general  or 
special  election  sliall  be  held,  nor  within  five  days  pre- 
vious to  such  election,  except  in  cases  of  riot,  invasion,  or 
insurrection,  or  of  imminent  danger  thereof  ;  and  if  any 
ofScer  shall  order  any  such  parade  or  rendezvous,  he 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  people  of  this  State  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  dollars. 

§  138.  For  the  purpose  of  warning  the  uon-commis- 
sioned  oflicers,  nui'^icians,  and  privates  to  any  parade,  en- 
campment, or  place  of  rendezvous,  the  commandant  of 
each  com})any  shall  i~sue  his  orders,  under  his  hand,  to 
his  non-commis<ioncd  oiliccrs,  or  to  such  of  them  as  he 
may  deem  proper,  requiring  them  respectively  to  warn 
all  the  non-commissioned  ollicers,  musicians,  and  privates 
of  his  company  to  appear  at  such  parade,  encampment,  or 
place  of  rendezvous,  armed  and  equipped,  according  to 
law  and  regulation. 

§  139.  Each  non-conimissioned  officer,  to  whom  sucli 
order  shall  be  directed  shall  warn  every  person  whom 
he  shall  therein  be  required  to  warn,  by  reading  the 
orders,  or  stating  the  ?ul.istance  tiiercof  in  the  hearing  of 
such  person  ;  or  in  case  of  his  absence,  by  leavir.g  a 
notice  thereof  at  his  usual  place  of  abode  or  business, 
with  some  person  of  suitaldo  ago  and  discretion,  or  Ijy 
sending  the  same  to  him  by  nniil,  directed  to  him  at  the 
post-olhco  nearest  his  place  of  residence. 

§  140.  Sucii  non-coinini-sioricd  oQicer  shall  make  a  re- 
turn to  his  commandant,  in  which  he  shall  state  the 
names  of  all  persons  by  hiia  warned,  and  the  manner  of 
warning  thcni  respectively,  and  shall  make  oath  to  the 
trutli  of  such  return,  which  oatii  shall  be  administered 
by  the  commandant,  and  certified  Ijy  him  on  the  warrant 
or  return. 

§  1 11.  Such  commandant  shall  di^livor  the  return,  to- 
getlier  with  hi-;  own  reinni  <.tf  ail  d'-liuquoncies,  to  the 
jire.-ideut  of  the  proper  courL-martial. 

§  1.42.  The  return  of  such  non-commissioned  officer, 
so  sworn  to  and  certified,  shall  be  as  good  evidence  on 
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t!ic  trial  of  any  person  returned  as  a  delinquent,  of  the 
facts  tlierein  stated,  as  if  such  oilicer  had  testified  to  the 
same  before  the  court-martial  on  such  trial. 

§  1-43.  Every  commandant  of  a  company  shall  make 
the  like  return,  upon  honor,  and  with  like  clfect.  of  every 
delinquency  and  neglect  of  duty  of  his  non-commissioned 
ofBcers,  either  in  not  attending  on  any  parade  or  en- 
campment, or  not  executing  or  returning  a  -warrant  to 
them  directed,  or  not  obeying  the  orders  of  their  com- 
manding officers  ;  and  also  tlie  names  of  every  non-com- 
missioned officer,  musician,  or  private  who  shall  refuse 
or  neglect  to  ol)ey  the  orders  of  his  superior  officer,  or  to 
perform  such  military  duty  or  exercise  as  may  be  re- 
quired, or  depart  from  his  colors,  post,  or  guard,  or 
leave  the  ranks  without  permission  from  his  superior 
officer. 

§  144.  Any  commissioned  officer  of  a  company  may, 
without  a  warrant,  warn  any  or  all  of  the  members  of  his 
company  to  appear  at  any  parade,  encampment,  or  place 
of  rendezvous.  Such  warning  may  be  given  V)y  him, 
cither  personally  or  by  leaving  or  affixing  a  notice  in 
the  same  manner  as  if  given  by  a  non-commissioned 
officer  ;  and  his  certificate,  upon  lionor,  shall  bo  received 
by  any  court-martial  as  legal  evidence  of  such  warninir. 

§  145.  Xothing  in  the  ])rovision3  of  this  act  shall  bo 
so  construed  as  to  [irechule,  in  the  absence  of  a  proper 
return,  tlic  giving  in  evidence,  at  any  court-martial  npon 
trial  for  delinquencies,  neglects  of  duty,  or  ollense  what- 
soever, matters  of  fact  which  go  to  substantiate  the 
charge  or  olfense  ;  but  all  such  proof  shall  be  received 
untior  the  usual  rules  of  evidence  in  courts  of  justice. 

§  Mt>.  Every  non-commissioned  officer,  musician,  and 
private  of  the  national  guard  of  this  State  shall  be  holdeii 
to  do  duty  therein  for  the  term  of  seven  years  from  his 
enlistment,  unless  disability  after  enlistment  shall  inca- 
j>acitato  him  (o  perlbrm  sucii  duty,  or  he  shall  be  regu- 
larly diseliarged  by  tlse  commandant  of  his  regiment ;  ail 
general  and  statf  oihcers,  all  iield  otiicers,  ail  connuis- 
sioncd   and   non-commissioned   officers,    musicians,   and 
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privates,  shall  bo  exempt  from  jury  duty  during  the  time 
tiicy  shall  perform  military  duty.  No  iion-commissioneil 
officer,  musician,  or  private  in  the  national  iruard  shall 
be  disciiarged  from  service  except  for  physical  disability 
or  expiration  of  term  of  service.  Discharges  for  phys- 
ical disability  shall  be  given  only  upon  the  ccrtilicateof 
tiic  regimental  surgeon  ;  and  no  member  of  any  companv 
shall  be  discharged  from  service  except  upon  the  cer- 
tificiite  of  the  commanding  oflicer  of  his  company,  tliat 
such  member  has  turned  over  or  satisfactorily  accounted 
for  all  property  issued  and  charged  to  him.  Command- 
ing officers  of  regiments  shall  make  returns  to  the  adju- 
tant-general on  the  iirst  day  of  January  and  Julv  of  each 
year,  of  all  discharges  granted  by  them  during'tho  pre- 
vious six  months,  giving  names  and  grade  of  the  persons 
so  discharged,  and  the  causes  for  which  discharged. 
(As  amended  by  chap.  334  of  ISG-i,  au(i  by  chap.  612  o/ 
1865.) 

§  1-17.  All  notices,  warrants,  or  summons  for  officers, 
non-commissioned  officers,  musicians,  and  privates  of  anv 
company  or  troop,  to  attend  a  drill,  improvement  meet- 
ing, or  court-nmrtial,  may  be  served  either  ])ersonaliv  or 
by  leaving  a  written  or  i)rinted  notice,  containiu'jr"  the 
substance  of  such  notice,  warrant,  or  summons,  at  tiie 
dwelling  house,  store,  counting  house,  or  usual  place  of 
business  of  the  person  to  be  no  tilled,  warned,  or  sum- 
moned, with  some  person  of  suitable  aire  and  discretion  : 
and  any  officer,  non-commissioned  officer,  inusician.  or 
private,  muy  also  be  warned  to  attend  any  parade  encamp- 
ment, or  drill,  by  inclosing  a  notice  directed  to  him  at 
his  {)lacc  of  rc-idence.  by  mail,  directed  to  him  at  his 
nearest  post-office,  at  least  live  days  before  the  service 
required  of  him. 

§  lis.  The  officers  and  non-commissioned  staff" officers 
of  each  regiment  shall  l»e  warned  to  attend  anv  parade 
ur  drill  in  the  same  manner  as  ))rescriuod  Dy  law  for  the 
warning  of  the  })rivates  of  any  comimny,  and  the  com- 
manding («llii-er  of  eaeii  regiment  nuiy  tic^iuuato  and  order 
any  or  all  of  the  non-commissioned  staff"  officers  of  the

regiment  to  perform  tliat  duty,  who  shall  make  rctura 
thereof  to  the  commanding  oflicer,  or  the  adjutant  of  the 
regiment,  in  tlie  same  manner,  and  under  the  same  penal- 
tics  for  delinquencies,  as  are  by  law  imposed  on  non-com- 
missioned officers  of  companies  for  similar  delinquencies. 

§  L40.  All  orders  for  encampment,  inspection,  and  re- 
view shall  be  published  at  least  twenty  days  previous  to 
such  parade,  in  sncii  manner  as  the  commandant  of  the 
brigade  shall  direct,  and  notice  thereof  shall  at  tiie  same 
time  be  given  to  the  inspector-general ;  and  all  com- 
manding officers  of  regiments,  battalions,  or  companies 
may,  on  any  parade,  read  brigade,  regimental,  or  bat- 
talion orders,  and  notify  tlieir  several  commands  to  ap- 
pear as  specified  in  said  brigade  or  regimental  order  for 
the  purposes  therein  contained,  which  notice  shall  be  a 
sufficient  warning  to  all  persons  present. 

§  15i).  Every  officer,  non-commissioned  officer,  mu- 
sician, and  private  of  any  uniformed  company,  who  shall 
unnecessarily  neglect  to  appear  on  tlie  days  at  the  time 
and  place  appointed  for  such  duty,  agreeably  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  shall  be  subject  to  such  tines  and  pen- 
alties as  are  hereinafter  provided.     " 

§  151.  Th'?  counnaiuling  officer  of  any  brigade,  rea'i- 
ment,  or  battalion,  in  addition  to  the  rendezvous  iiWovt^ 
prescribed,  may  re(juire  the  commissioned  oOiccrs  :ind 
noti-commissioned  officers  to  meet  for  exercise  aud  im- 
})rovement  at  such  times  and  places  as  he  shall  appoint  : 
and  he  may  require  them  to  ap[)car  witii  sucli  arms  and 
accoutrements  as  he  may  prescribe  :  said  officers  shall 
thcreu{)on  be  formed  into  a  corj)s  of  instruction,  without 
regard  to  raidc,  and  shall  l»e  thorougldy  instrucleii  in 
the  manual  of  arms,  the  scIkjoI  of  the  soldier  and  com- 
pany, and  in  such  other  theoretical  and  practical  d.e- 
tails  of  duty  as  the  said  commanding  officer  shall  deem 
jiroper. 

>j  lo'l.  Each  connnandant  of  division  may  review 
either  one  of  tiio  bi-igudi-s  in  his  division  in  each  yoar  : 
and  he  shall  require  the  officers  of  the  division  stulV, 
armed  and  e{iui{)ped  as  the  law  and  regulation  direct,  to 
accompany  him. 


^ 
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§  153.  The  commandant  of  each  brigade  shall  attend, 
with  the  officers  of  tlie  l)rigade  staff,  armed  and  equipped 
as  the  law  and  regulation  direct,  the  annual  inspection 
and  review  of  the  several  regiments  and  battalions  in  his 
brigade. 

§  154.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commandants  of  com- 
panies, at  the  annual  inspection,  to  furnish  the  brigade 
inspector  with  a  return  which  shall  show  : 

1.  The  number  of  commissioned,  non-commissioned 
oGBcers,  musicians,  and  privates  of  his  company  or  troop 
present  on  parade,  designating  the  number  of  each. 

2.  The  number  of  such  company  absent  from  parade. 

3.  The  uniforms,  arms,  and  equipments  inspected. 

4.  The  number  of  uniforms  belonging  to  said  company 
or  troop. 

5.  The  arms  and  equipments  in  possession  of  said  com- 
pany or  troop. 

§  155.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  commandant  of  a 
regiment  or  battalion,  within  twenty  days  after  tiie  an- 
nual inspection,  to  furnish  the  brigade  inspector  with  a 
return  of  the  licld  and  staif  oflicers,  non-commissioned 
staff  oflBcers,  musicians  of  said  regiment  or  battalion, 
present  and  absent,  armed  and  equipped  and  uniformed 
according  to  law  and  regulation. 

§  15G.  At  all  encampments,  the  brigade  inspector  shall 
attend  on  the  first  day  thereof,  to  superintend  the  exer- 
cises and  manoeuvres,  and  to  introduce  tlie  system  of  disci- 
pline wiiich  is  or  shall  be  prescribed  by  law  ;  and  on 
such  day  lie  shall  take  the  command  as  drill  ofiicer,  so 
far  as  shall  be  necessary  to  the  execution  of  those  duties  ; 
and  he  shall  also  make  an  annual  inspection  at  such 
times  as  the  commanding  ofiicer  of  the  brigade  shall 
order  and  direct. 

§  157.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  brigade  inspector  to 
transmit  a  copy  of  the  inspection  returns  annually  to  the 
adjutant-general,  and  a  duplicate  thereof  to  the  iuspoctor- 
general,  within  thirty  days  after  the  inspection  shall  be 
made.  In  order  to  secure  a  proper  accountability  for 
each  member,  and  also  for  the  security  of  the  property 
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issued  by  the  State,  the  annual  inspection  and  mustoi* 
rolls  of  each  company  and  reo-iment  shall  be  examined 
and  compared  by  the  in:-;pector-genei'al  with  the  muster-in 
rolls,  and  the  last  master  and  inspection  rolls  of  the  sev- 
eral companies,  and  the  annual  fund  provided  by  section 
one  hundred  and  eighty-three  of  chapter  four  hundred 
and  seventy-seven,  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
two,  as  amended  by  this  act,  shall  be  allowed  to  such 
regiments,  battalions,  and  batteries  only  as  shall  make  a 
proper  return  of  such  rolls  ;  and  upon  the  certificate  of 
the  inspector-general  that  such  rolls  make  a  satisfactory 
exhibit  of  the  number  of  the  organization  and  of  the  State 
property  issued  thereto.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  bri- 
gade inspectors  as  compensation  for  the  annual  inspection 
and  muster,  and  for  making  proper  rolls  and  returns 
thereof,  the  sum  of  four  dollars  for  each  company  so  in- 
spected and  mustered,  the  same  to  be  allowed  and  paid 
in  the  same  manner  as  other  military  accounts,  upon  the 
certificate  of  the  inspector-general.  (^Is  amemJcdby  chap. 
012  of  18G5,  and  by  chap.  809  '/ISGG.)    ' 

§  i58.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  brigade  inspector, 
within  thirty  days  after  the  annual  review  in  each  year, 
to  transmit  to  the  adjutant-general  a  statement  of  the 
reviews  and  inspection  of  the  several  regiments  or  bat- 
talions in  his  brigade,  attended  by  the  commanding 
officer  of  division,  accompanied  by  division  staff,  armed 
and  equipped  and  uniformed  according  to  law  and  retru- 
lation  ;  and  also  the  commanding  oChcer  of  brigade,  v/ith 
the  brigade  staff,  armed  and  equipped  according  to  law 
and  regulation. 

§  159.  In  case  any  general  officer  or  any  member  of 
his  staff  shall  neglect  to  attend  such  inspection  and  re- 
view, it  shall  be  tlic  duty  of  the  adjutant-general  to  re- 
quire such  officer  to  render  an  excuse  in  writing  to  the 
commander-in-chief  for  his  delinquency.  If  tlic  command- 
er-in-chief shall  deem  such  excuse  insufficient,  he  shall 
order  a  court-martial  to  try  the  delinquency. 

§  100.  Each  uniform  company  may  form  by-laws, 
rules,  and  regulaiioiis,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  for 
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the  government  and  improvement  of  its  members  in  mili- 
tary science  ;  and  when  approved  of  by  two-thirds  of  all 
the  members  belonging  to  any  such  company,  shall  be 
binding  ;  but  may  be  altered  from  time  to  time  as  may 
become  necessary. 

§  IGl.  For  violations  of  the  by-laws  of  any  uniformed 
company,  the  non-commissioned  officer,  musician,  or  pri- 
vate offending,  by  a  vote  of  the  company,  three-tifths 
being  present,  may  be  expelled  from  the  company  ;  and 
upon  the  action  of  the  company  being  confirmed  in  or- 
ders by  the  commandant  of  the  regiment,  the  name  of 
such  person  or  persons  shall  be  stricken  from  the  roll  of 
such  company,  his  certificate  of  membership  shall  be 
surrendered  and  canceled,  and  he  or  they  shall  cease  to 
be  a  member  or  members  of  such  company  ;  and  his  or 
tiieir  term  of  service  in  said  company  shall  not  be  allow- 
ed under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  102.  Tlie  adjutant-general  shall  prescribe  the  form 
of  enlisting  orders  to  be  furnished  and  used  by  each 
comf)any  or  troop  in  recruiting  or  filling  up  such  com- 
pany or  troop  with  its  rctpiired  number. 

§  l(>'i.  The  cbmmandauts  of  divisions  shall  discharge 
the  duties,  possess  the  powers,  and  be  liable. to  the  penal- 
ties pertaining  to  their  otlice,  as  granted  by  law  or  mili- 
tary custom,  provided  that  no  division  parades,  except 
of  the  first  division,  or  in  case  of  invasion,  insurrection, 
or  to  aid  the  civil  authorities,  shall  l)e  ordered  without 
the  consent  of  the  commander-in-chief, 

§  IG-i.  The  comuiander-in-chief  may  order  such  pa- 
rades or  drills  of  the  uniibrined  troops,  or  any  part 
of  them,  as  he  shall  deem  prof>er. 

§  IGo.  There  shall  be  a  camp  of  instruction  once  in 
each  year  after  the  present  year,  in  each  of  the  division 
districts  of  this  State,  if  the  commander-in-chief  shall  so 
order,  to  be  held  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  he 
shall  direct  ;  and  the  commander-in-chief  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  onler  such  companies  and 
regiujents  from  such  divisi(Mi  districts,  respectively,  to 
attend  such  camps  as  he  may  deem  proper,  but  in  such 
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manner  that  all  the  companies  and  regiments  therein 
shall  be  ordered  to  attend  such  camp  from  year  to  year 
in  rotation,  provided,  always,  that  not  more  than  ten 
thousand  men  in  any  one  year  sliall  be  ordered  to  attend 
said  camps  ;  and  in  case  suitable  ground  can  not  be  found 
in  any  district  for  said  camp,  the  same  may  be  held  in 
the  adjoining  district. 

§  166.  Such  camps  shall  continue  for  a  period  not  ex- 
ceeding ten  days,  and  shall  be  governed  by  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  army  of  the  United  States. 

§  167.  The  commander-in-cliief  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered,  at  his  discretion,  to  order  such  regi- 
ments, battalions,  batteries,  or  companies  as  he  shall 
deem  proper,  and  witiiout  regard  to  arm,  not,  however, 
exceeding  one  thousand  men  in  any  one  year,  to  be  sta- 
tioned at  such  forts  or  other  places  as  may  be  furnished 
by  the  United  States  government,  or  as  may  be  conven- 
ient for  that  purpose  within  the  State  of  New  York,  for 
a  period  not  exceeding  ten  days  in  any  one  year,  for  in- 
struction in  the  management  of  heavy  artillery  for  sea 
and  lake  coast  defense  under  such  instructors  as  he  shall 
assig4i  for  that  purpose, 

§  168.  The  connnaader-in-chief  shall  designate  com- 
missioned officers  of  proper  rank  witiiout  regard  to  mili- 
tary districts,  to  command  such  camps,  forts,  or  other 
places,  and  shall  assign  such  other  officers,  also  without 
regard  to  military  districts,  to  duty  as  field  and  stall:' 
officers  and  instructors,  as  may  be  required  to  fully  of- 
ficer such  cam])s  and  forts. 

§  l'.)9.  The  commissary-general  of  ordnance  shall  fiir- 
nisli,  upon  the  reciuisition  of  the  commander-in-chief,  such 
arms,  ordnance,  and  ammunition  as  may  be  necessary  ibr 
the  use  of  the  military  forces  so  encamped  or  stationed. 

§  170.  The  quartcrnmster-general  shall,  upon  the  re- 
quisition of  the  co:nnian(lor-in-chief,  furnish  such  tents, 
camp  cquiiiage,  or  other  State  })roi)erry  as  may  be  re- 
quired for  LliO  n.-e  of  the  military  lorct's  so  eiicam[)ed  or 
stationed,  and  shall  also  furnisli  the  trausporlatioii 
necessary  for  conveying  said  forces  to  and  from  such 
camps  or  stations.

§  171.  The  commissary-general  of  subsistence  shall, 
upon  the  requisition  of  the  commander-in-cliief,  provide 
the  subsistence  necessary  for  said  forces,  such  subsistence 
to  conform  in  price  and  quantity  to  the  ration  prescrib- 
ed by  the  general  regulations  for  the  army  of  the  United 
States,  and  to  be  issued  in  kind. 

172.  The  coramander-in  chief  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  State  treasury 
for  such  sum  as  shall  be  required  by  the* engineer  and 
quartermaster  of  said  camps,  forts,  or  stations,  in  laying 
out  and  preparing  the  ground  designated  for  such  pur- 
pose, and  in  furnishing  quarters  for  said  forces  and  for 
the  services  of  the  othcers,  instructors,  and  privates  or- 
dered to  attend  the  same  ;  also  for  all  necessary  expen- 
ses'of  said  forces,  including  transportation  and  subsist- 
ence ;  such  expenses  to  be  audited  by  a  board  to  consi-<t 
of  the  commander-in-chief,  comptroller,  State  treasurer, 
and  inspector-general. 

OF  COMPENSATION   FOR  MILITARY  SERVICES. 

§  173.  The  military  forces  of  this  State,  when  in  the 
actual  service  of  the  State  in  time  of  war,  insurrection, 
invasion,  or  imminent  danger  thereof,  shall,  during  their 
time  of  service,  bo  entitled  to  tiie  same  f)ay.  rations,  and 
allowances  for  clothing,  as  are  or  may  hereafter  be  es- 
tablished liy  law  for  the  army  of  the  United  States. 

§  174.  There  shall  be  paid  to  such  ollicors,  non-com- 
raissioned  officers,  and  privates  as  shall  i>e  specially  or- 
dered to  attend  encampments,  an<i  sea  and  lake  coast 
defense  duty,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
not  to  exceed  the  following  sum  each,  for  every  day 
actually  on  duty  : 

1.  To  all  non-commissioned  officers,  musicianSj  and 
privates,  one  dollar. 

2.  To  all  comniissioned  ollieors  of  the  line  below  tlie 
rank  of  captain,  two  dollars. 

8.  To  all  commanding  officers  of  companies,  tlireo 
dollars. 
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4.  To  all  field  officers  below  the  rnnk  of  colonel,  four 
dollars. 

5.  To  all  commanding  officers  of  regiments,  five 
dollars. 

6.  To  all  reg-imcntal  staff  officers,  two  dollars  and 
fifty  cents,  and  to  all  non-commissioned  staff  officers,  one 
dollar  and  fifty  cents. 

7.  To  all  brigadier-ucnerals,  six  dollars. 

8.  To  all  brii::ade  statf  officers,  four  dollars. 
9..  To  all  niajor-Li'onorals,  citrlit  dollars. 

10.  To  all  division  stall"  officers,  five  dollars. 

11.  All  mounted  officers,  and  all  meml)ers  of  any  com- 
pany of  cavalry  or  artilloi'v.  mounted  or  equipped,  shall 
receive  one  dollar  per  day  for  each  horse  actually  used 
by  them. 

12.  To  each  military  storekeeper,  such  sum,  not  exceed- 
ing twenty-five  dollars  per  annum,  as  the  commander-in- 
chief  shall  think  proper  to  allow. 

§  175.  The  stalF  of  tiie  ooimnnnder-in-chicf  and  the  as- 
sistants in  the  several  dcpartnu'nt-.  in  lieu  of  all  compensa- 
tion and  allowances  now  provided  by  law  in  time  of  peace, 
when  upon  actual  duty  ruder  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
either  at  drills,  poradis.  encampmonts,  lake  and  sea  const 
defense  duty,  or  otherwise,  shall  receive  such  reasonalde 
and  just  compensation,  not  exceeding  the  full  pay  and 
allowances  of  officers  of  the  same  rank  in  the  volunteer 
services  in  the  United  states,  as  the  commander-in-chief 
shall  deem  proper,  and  in  no  event  to  exceed  the  sum  of 
twenty-fivo  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  together  ■with 
their  necessary  expenses  and  those  of  their  departments, 
to  bo  paid  by  the  State  upon  ihn  certificate  of  the  com- 
mander-in-chief, showing  a  detailed  statement  of  such 
services  and  expenses.  {.Is  amended  by  §  1,  chap.  b08  of 
ISGG.) 

§  170.  In  case  of  war,  insurrection.  rebr>llion,  or  inva- 
sion, or  imminent  dauLrer  thereof,  wlien  the  military 
foi-ces  and  voluntctMs  of  the  Stat'.'  of  Xew  York,  or  any 
part  thereof,  shall  l)e  in  the  actual  service  of  the  State, 
or  in  the  service  of  the  United   Slates,  the  staff  of  the 
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comniander-iii-cliief,  wliilo  on  duty,  the  assistants  and 
clerks  in  tlic  several  staff  departments,  and  such  other 
officers  as  may  be  detailed  by  the  commander-in-chief  for 
the  performance  of  any  duties  connected  with  the  re- 
cruiting, musterinir,  enrolling,  equipping,  armitig.  organ- 
izing, paying,  inspectiug.  providing,  and  administering 
justice  for  such  forces  and  volunteers,  shall,  in  lieu  of  all 
other  allowances  under  this  act,  receive  such  reasonable 
and  just  compensation,  not  exceeding  the  full  pay  and 
allowances  of  officers  of  the  same  rank  in  the  volunteer 
service  of  the  United  States,  as  the  commander-in-chief 
shall  deem  proper,  together  with  their  necessary  expenses 
and  those  of  their  departments,  to  be  paid  by  the  State 
upon  the  certiticatc  of  the  connnander-in-chief,  showing 
a  detailed  statenient  of  such  services  and  expenses,  {^is 
amended  by  chap.  012  of  1^(35.) 

§  177.  Such  clerks  shall  be  employed  in  the  several 
departments  of  the  general  stafY  of  this  State  as  shall  be 
actually  necessary  for  tlic  puldic  service,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  commandor-iu-chier.  and  they  shall  receive,  tor  the 
time  they  may  be  actually  necessarily  enijiloyed,  such 
compensation  as  the  connnander-in-chief  shall  prescribe, 
not  exceeding,  however,  in  any  case  the  rate  of  twelve 
hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

§  17S.  The  commandin-j:  officer  of  every  uniformed 
company  which  shall  have  been  ordered  into  camp,  or  to 
perform  sea  and  lake  coast  defense  duty,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  .shall,  at  the  close  of  tlie 
teiMU  for  whicii  such  company  shall  have  l)een  ordercil 
to  such  camp  or  duty,  make  out  an  alf)habetical  list  of 
the  meml)er.s  of  his  company  who  shall  have  appeared 
and  performed  such  duty,  iniiformed,  armed,  and  equip- 
ped as  the  law  and  regulations  direct,  and  shall  set  op[)0- 
sito  to  each  name  the  numl)er  of  days  each  shall  have 
performed  duty,  and  t!ie  amniuit  of  pay  each  is  entitled 
to  receive  for  such  service  and  deliver  the  same,  certitied 
on  oath  to  he  correct  and  true,  to  the  I'tmunanding 
officer  of  the  camp  or  post,  who  shall  immediately  cause 
the  same  to  be  transcribed  iu  a  book  or  books  to  be  kept 
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by  him  for  that  purpose  ;  sucli  company  commandant 
.shall  also  sot  forth,  oi)posite  to  the  name  of  each  member 
of  his  company,  whether  such  member  is  indebted  to  tlie 
State  in  any  and  what  amount  on  account  of  his  uniform 
and  equipments. 

§  no.  The  commandinij  officer  of  tlic  camp  or  post 
shall  also,  at  the  close  of  tlie  time  for  which  each  com- 
pany, battery,  battalion,  or  re^nment  shall  have  been  or- 
dered to  attend  for  duty  thereat,  make  or  cause  to  be 
made  a  complete  roster  or  list  of  all  commissioned 
officers  and  non-commissioned  staff  oflicers  wiio  shall 
have  appeared  and  performed  duty  at  such  parade  or 
encampment,  uniformed,  armed,  and  equipped,  as  the  law 
and  regulations  direct,  and  shall  set  op[)Osite  to  each 
name  the  number  of  days  each  shall  have  performed 
duty  at  such  encampment  or  post,  and  the  amount  of  pay 
each  is  entitled  to  receive  for  such  service,  and  shall  im- 
mediately cause  the  said  list  to  be  transcribed  in  a  book 
or  books  to  he  kcj)t  by  him  for  that  pui'pose. 

§  180.  The  coniinander-in-chiof  shall  draw  his  wurraut 
upon  the  comptroller  for  ihe  amount  which  shall  become 
due  to  officers,  non-coiumi<sioned  officers,  and  privates, 
for  services  rendered  at  the  drills  and  encampments  for 
which  pttvment  is  allowed  In'  this  act. 

§  181.  The  paymaster-general,  or  a  division  or  brigade 
paymast:?r  under  his  directions,  shall,  once  in  each  year, 
visit  the  different  regimental  districts  of  this  State,  and 
shall  pay  to  the  ollicers,  non-commissioned  officers,  and 
privates,  such  sums  as  they  may  be  entitled  to  receive 
therefor  under  this  act. 

§  182.  The  commander-in-chief  shall  have  power  to 
prescribe  such  furtiior  rules  and  regulations  to  provide 
for  the  more  convenient  payment  of  all  sums  which  may 
become  due  to  officers,  nun-comniissioned  officers,  and 
privates,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  :  and  the  [)av- 
niastor  general,  under  the  din.'otiou  of  the  commander-in- 
chief,  shall  prepare  the  necessary  forms  nnd  pav  rolls, 
and  causC  the  same  to  bo  transmitted  to  the  counnand- 
ants  of  such  regiments,  camps,  and  posts. 
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OP   THE   REGIMENTAL   FCXD    AND   REGIMENTAL  BOARDS   OP 
AUDITORS. 

§  183.  The  comptroller  shall  annually  draw  Ins  war- 
rant upon  the  treasurer  iu  favor  of  tlie  county  treasurer 
of  each  county,  for  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  for 
each  regiment,  and  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  for  each  battalion,  and  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollars  for  each  l)attcry,  certified  hy  the  adjutant-gen- 
eral, to  be  organized  according  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act  within  the  county  ;  or  in  case  any  regiment,  battalion, 
or  battery  is  organized  in  two  or  more  counties,  then 
the  comptroller  shall  draw  his  warrant  in  favor  of  such 
county  treasurer  as  the  adjutant-general  may  in  his  cer- 
tificate direct,  which  sums,  together  with  tlie  fines  col- 
lected from  delin([uent  oillccrs,  non-commissioned  officers, 
musicians,  and  privates,  shall  constitute  the  military 
fund  of  such  regiment,  battalion,  or  battery.  {As 
amended  hy  §  5,  of  elm n.  \'17)  of  I8l'>:},  and  §  1,  chap.  809 
0/18GG.) 

§  184.  There  shall  bo  a  lioard  of  oniccrs  in  each  regi- 
ment, wiiieh  shall  consist  of  the  commanding  officer  of 
the  brigade,  who  shall  be  president  thereof,  and  of  the 
field  oflicers  of  the  regiment  and  the  senior  captain  there- 
in, any  three  of  whom  siiall  form  a  quorum  for  business, 
the  commanding  otliccr  of  the  brigade  being  one. 

§  185.  Tiic  commandant  of  each  brigade  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  as  he  shall  deem  necessary,  convene  the 
board  of  ollicer.s  of  each  re-jrimont  created  by  this  act. 

§  ISt).  Such  board,  when  so  convened,  shall  audit  all 
just  claims  on  the  military  fund  of  such  regiment  for 
contingent  expenses  of  the  regiment,  and  shall  make 
their  order  on  the  pro[)er  comity  treasurer,  which  shall 
require  him  to  jiay  such  order  out  of  any  money  in  his 
hands  belonging  to  the  military  fund  of  such  regiment. 

§  187.  Sucii  iioard  may  also  direct  such  printing  and 
publishing  to  be  performed  and  executed  as  shall  be  ne- 
cessary iur  the  best  intei'ost  of  the  regiment  and  service. 
The  members  of  such  b(i:ird  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
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for  each  clay's  service,  as  sucli  members,  tlic  sum  of  two 
dollars,  for  not  more  than  three  days  in  any  one  year, 
such  sum  to  be  certified  and  paid  in  the  same  manner. 
Such  board  shall  enter  their  ])roceedings,  from  time  to 
time,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  by  each 
regiment. 

§  188.  All  county  and  city  treasurers  shall  report  to 
the  brigadier  general,  within  the  bounds  of  whose  bri- 
gades he  may  reside,  the  amount  of  all  moneys  received 
by  them,  respectively,  by  the  first  days  of  April  and  De- 
cember, annually,  and  the  balance  then  remaining  in  their 
hands,  and  the  number  of  the  regiment  to  which  the 
same  belongs. 

OF   THE  COURTS  OF   INQDIRT  AND  C0URTS-M.\.RTrAL. 

0/  the  Courts  of  Inquiry  and  Courts-Martial  for  the  trial 
of  Officers. 

§  189.  Courts  of  inquiry  may  be  instituted  by  the 
commander-in-chief,  or  the  commanding  officer  of  division 
or  brigade,  in  relation  to  those  officers  for  whose  trial 
they  are  authorized  to  appoint  courts-martial,  for  the 
purpose  of  investigating  the  conduct  of  any  officer,  cither 
by  his  own  solicitation,  or  on  a  complaint  or  charge  of 
improper  conduct,  degrading  to  the  cliaracter  of  an  of- 
ficer, or  for  the  purpose  of  settling  rank  ;  but  no  such 
court  shall  consist  of  more  than  one  officer,  who  may,  if 
approved  of  by  the  officer  ordering  the  court,  rofjuire  a 
judge-advocate  to  attend  such  court  in  taking  testimony, 
and  in  investigating  any  complaint  that  may  come  be- 
fore such  court. 

§  rjO.  Such  court  shall,  without  delay,  report  the 
evidence  adduced,  a  statement  of  facts,  and  an  opinion 
thereon,  when  required,  to  the  officer  instituting  such 
court,  who  nn\y  in  his  discretion  thereupon  ap{ioint  a 
court-uuirtial  for  the  trial  of  the  officer  whose  conduct 
shall  have  l»een  in(|uired  into. 

§  \\)\ .  Every  court-martial  for  the  trial  of  a  niajor- 
gcueral  shall  be  ordered  by  the  commanderincliiof,  and 
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shall  consist  of  five  officers,  any  tlircc  of  whom  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum. 

§  192.  Every  court-martial  for  the  trial  of  a  brigadier 
general  shall  be  ordered  by  the  commander-in-chief,  and 
shall  consist  of  five  officers,  any  tliree  of  wliom  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

§  193.  All  other  courts-martial  for  the  trial  of  com- 
missioned officers  shall  consist  of  three  officers,  and  siiall 
be  ordered,  if  for  the  trial  of  officers  above  rank  of  cap- 
tain, by  the  commanding-officer  of  division,  and  for  all 
other  officers,  by  the  commanding  officer  of  brigade. 

§  194.  No  officer  arrested  shall  be  brought  to  trial, 
unless  a  copy  of  the  charges  and  specifications,  certified 
by  the  officer  ordering  the  arrest,  shall  be  delivered  to 
him,  or  left  at  his  usual  j)lacc  of  abode,  within  three  days 
after  his  arrest  ;  nm-  iniloss  the  officer  ordering  such 
court-martial  shall  have  ordered  the  same  within  thirtv 
days  after  receiving  notice  of  the  arrest,  and  a  copv  of 
the  charges  and  specifications  ;  nor  until  ten  days  after 
a  copy  of  a  list  of  the  names  of  the  officers  detailed  to 
Ibrtn  the  court  shall  have  been  delivered  to  the  officer 
arrested,  or  left  at  his  usual  place  of  abode. 

§  195.  The  ofiiccr  ordering  tlic  court  may,  at  any  time, 
su|)ply  any  vacancy  that,  from  any  cause,  may  happen 
therein. 

§  V.)Ck  If  the  officer  accused  shall  have  any  cause  of 
challenge  to  any  nieinl)er  of  such  court,  he  shall  make 
the  same  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  provided  bv  the 
niilitnry  laws  of  the  United  States  service  and  the  prac- 
tice of  courts-martial.  The  arraignment  of  the  accused, 
the  proceedings,  trjal,  and  record  shall,  in  all  respects', 
conform  to  tlie  requircnicnts  of  the  United  States  law^  of 
courts-martial.

§  197.  After  the  court  shall  'be  assembled,  and  after 
all  challenges,  if  any  are  made,  shall  have  been  deter- 
mined, the  judtre-atlvooale,  whether  commissioned  or 
special,  shall  administer  to  each  nn.Muber  the  Irdlowinu- 
oath  :  '•  Vou  do  swear  (or  affirm)  that  you 

will  raithfully  try  and  determine,  according  to  evidence, 
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tlic  matter  now  before  you,  between  tlic  State  of  New 
York  and  the  prisoner  to  be  tried,  and  that  you  will 
duly  administer  justice  accordin,!^  to  the  established  rules 
of  military  law  lor  the  frovernmcnt  of  the  military  farces 
of  this  State,  so  help  vou  God."  (As  amended  by  chap. 
012o/lS(;5.) 

§  198.  Every  judge-advocate,  whctiier  commissioned 
or  special,  and  every  member  of  a  court-martial,  shall 
keep  secret  the  proceedings  and  sentence  of  the  court 
until  the  same  sliall  be  approved  or  disapproved  accord- 
ing to  law  ;  and  shall  keep  secret  the  vote  or  opinion 
of  any  particular  mcinlier  of  the  court,  unless  required  to 
give  evidence  thereof  by  a  court  of  justice.  {As  amend- 
ed by  chap.  012  of  1SG5.) 

§  199.  The  sentence  of  any  such  court-martial  shall 
be  according  to  the  nature  and  degree  of  the  offense, 
and  according  to  military  usage,  but  shall  not  extend 
further,  in  time  of  peace,  than  cashiering  the  ollicer  con- 
victed, and  disqualifying  hiin  from  holding  any  olfice  in 
the  militia  of  this  Stato,  and  im{)osing  a  fine  not  exceed- 
ing one  hundred  dollars. 

§  200.  The  proceedings  and  sentence  of  every  court- 
martial  shall,  without  delay.  1)0  delivered  to  the  ollieer 
ordering  the  court,  wiio  shall  api>rovc  or  disapprove 
thereof,  within  liftcen  days  thereafter,  and  shall  give 
notice  of  his  approval  or  disapproval  to  the  president 
of  such  court-martial  and  to  the  arresting  oflicer,  and  ho 
may.  at  his  discretion.  pul)lish  the  sentence,  as  approved 
or  disapproved,  in  orders  ;  but  no  part  of  such  sentence 
shall  be  executed  until  after  the  time  allowed  for  appeal 
has  expired. 

§  201.  lie  also  shall  transmit  such  proceedings  and 
sentence,  and  his  api)roval  or  disapproval  thereof.to  the 
adjutant-general,  to  bo  kept  in  his  olUce. 

§  202.  The  right  of  a|i[)eal  to  the  commander-in-chief, 
as  it  now  exists  by  niilitury  usage,  is  reserved  ;  but  no 
aj)peal  shall  be  received,  uidcss  nuuic  within  twenty  davs 
alter  the  decision  ap[)ealed  from  is  made  known  to  the 
person  appealing. 
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§  203.  There  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  out  of  tlie 
treasury,  on  the  certificate  of  tlie  president  and  tlic 
judge-advocate,  ou  the  approval  of  tlic  judge-advocate- 
general,  to  each  division,  brigade,  and  special  judge- 
advocate,  and  to  tlie  president  and  members  of  any  court 
of  inquiry  or  court-martial  for  the  trial  of  officers,  two 
dollars  for  each  day  actually  employed  on  duty  ;  and 
the  like  compensation  to  every  marshal  appointed  by 
any  such  court  for  every  day  employed  in  the  execution 
of  the  duties  required  of  him.  In  important  cases  a 
reasonable  compensation  may  be  paid  to  any  stenograph- 
er employed  by  the  court,  whose  services  sliall  l>c  certi- 
fied in  like  manner.  (^Is  amended  by  chap.  012  of  1S65.) 

§  204.  The  accounts  of  all  persons  who,  under  this 
article,  are  entitled  to  Ijc  paid  out  of  the  treasury,  shall 
be  audited  by  the  comptroller,  who  shall,  on  the  appli- 
cation of  the  governor,  draw  his  warrant  on  tlie  treasur- 
er for  such  sum  of  money  as  may  be  requisite  in  the  ex- 
ecution of  the  provisions  of  this  act  ;  and  may  require 
the  chief  of  each  staff  department  to  account  quarterly 
for  all  money  received  by  him  for  the  purpose  connected 
with  his  department. 

0/  Rojiinenlal  and  Battalion  Courts- Martial. 

§  205.  The  commandant  of  each  brigade  may  at  any 
time  appoint  a  regimental  or  l)attalion  court-martial  for 
any  regiment  or  battalion  in  his  brigade,  to  consist,  if 
practicable,  of  a  held  ofiicer  or  captain. 

§  200.  'J'hc  appointment  of  said  court  shall  be  publish- 
ed in  orders  at  least  three  weeks  previous  to  the  con- 
vening of  tlie  court  ;  and  tlic  officer  aj^pointing  said 
court  shall  fix  the  day  on  which  it  shall  convene,  and 
when  convened,  tlie  court  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time 
as  sliall  become  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness, but  the  whole  session  of  the  court,  from  the  day  on 
wiiifii  it  shall  convene  until  its  dissolution,  shall  not  ex- 
ceed three  weeks. 

§  20".  In  case  any  vacancy  shall  happen  in  the  court, 
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or  a  new  court  shall  be  required,  the  oSlcer  ordering  the 
court,  or  his  successor  in  coiniuaud,  may  lill  such  vacancy 
or  order  a  new  court. 

§  208.  The  officer  constituting  such  court,  before  he 
shall  enter  on  his  duties  as  such,  shall  take- the  follow- 
ing oath  : 

"  I,  ,  do  swear  that  I  will  well  and 

truly  try  and  detefmine,  according  to  evidence,  all  matters  between  the 
people  of  the  State  of  New  York  and  any  person  or  persons  which  shall 
come  before  the  regimental  (or  battalion)  court  martial  to  which  I  have 
been  appointed." 

§  209.  Sucli  oath  shall  be  taken  by  tlie  president,  on 
or  before  the  day  on  which  tlie  court  shall  convene,  be- 
fore a  justice  of  tlic  county  in  which  he  may  reside,  or 
a  licld  officer  of  his  regiment  or  battalion  ;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  such  justice  or  licld  officer  to  administer 
the  oath  without  foe  or  reward. 

§  210.  Such  court  shall  direct  a  non-commissioned 
officer,  or  otlier  fit  person  or  persons,  to  be  by  him  des- 
ignated, to  summon  all  dcliui|ucnts  and  parties  accused 
to  appear  before  the  court,  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  by 
him  appointed,  which  servi'.'C  shall  be  personal,  or  by 
leaving  such  suuimons  at  the  rr^idencc  of  sucli  parties. 

§  211.  t^uch  non-commissioiuxl  officer,  or  other  person 
or  persons  so  designated,  ^haIl  make  the  like  return,  and 
with  like  effect,  as  commissioned  and  non-commissioned 
officers  are  authorized  and  rc'iuired  to  make,  in  cases  of 
warning  to  a  company  or  regimental  parade,  and  shall 
be  subject  to  the  like  penalties  for  neglect  of  duty. 

§  212.  The  court,  when  organized,  shall  have  the  trial 
of  all  offenses,  dclin<iuem'ios,  and  deliciencies,  in  the  regi- 
ment or  battalion  for  which  it  shall  have  been,  called, 
and  shall  have  power  to  impose  and  direct  to  bo  levied 
all  the  lines  to  \vliich  non-commissioned  ofllcers,  musi- 
cians, or  privates  arc  dfclaroil  to  be  subject  by  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act. 

^  213.  From  the  sentence  of  any  such  court,  imposing 
a  line  for  any  offense,  dclimpioncy,  or  dcticiency,  an  ap- 
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peal,  if  made  within  twenty  days,  shall  be  allowed  to 
the  officer  institutin!^  the  court,  or  to  his  successor  in 
command,  who  may  remit  or  mitigate  such  penalty  or 
fine. 

§  214.  There  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  out  of  the 
military  fund  of  said  reiriment : 

1.  To  the  officer  consiitutini^  said  court,  a  sum  equal 
to  one  day's  pay  for  tield  duty  for  each  day  he  may  be 
actually  employeil  in  hohJing  the  court  or  en!:^a<^ed  in 
the  business  thereof,  or  in  travelinj:^  to  or  from  the 
court,  allowing  thirty  miles  for  a  day's  travel. 

2.  To  the  non-commissioned  oQicer  or  other  person 
who  shall  have  summoned  delinquents  to  appear  before 
the  court,  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  for  each  day 
he  may  have  been  necessarily  so  employed,  and  the  same 
sum  for  each  day  of  his  attendance  on  the  court. 

3.  Each  oQicer  to  whom  a  warrant  for  the  collection 
of  fines  may  be  directed,  shall  bo  entitled  to  the  same 
fees,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  penalties  for  any  neg- 
lect, as  are  allowed  and  i>rovi(led  for  on  executions  is- 
sued out  of  justices"  courts. 

4.  For  all  otjier  servin'-;  and  commitments  under  this 
act.  the  shcrilf,  jailer,  and  constables  executing  tiie  same 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  like  fees  as  for  similar  services 
in  other  cases. 

§  '115.  All  fines  and  penalties  imposed  by  any  regi- 
mental or  battalion  court-nKirtiai,  shall  be  paid,  by  the 
officer  collectiniT  tiie  same,  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
county  within  which  the  officer  instituting  the  court 
may  reside,  and  siiall  belong  to  the  military  fund  of 
such  regiment.

§  210.  In  time  of  peace,  every  connni-sioned  officer. 
for  disoiiodience  of  orders,  m-ilect  or  iu'uorance  of  diitv. 
unolii'-'cilike  cjuduot  or  disicsp<3ot  t')  a  su[)L'rior  ollicfr, 
or  for  neglectiif^  to  furnish  himself  with  a  uniform  and 
equipments  within  six  months  after  receiving  his  com- 
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mission,  shall  be  arrested  and  broii,G:lit  to  trial  before  a 
court-martial,  who  may,  on  conviction,  sentence  him  to 
be  cashiered,  incapacitated  from  holding  any  military 
commission,  or  fined  to  an  amount  not  exccodini^  one 
hundred  dollars,  or  to  be  reprimanded,  or  may  sentence 
liim  to  all  or  either  of  such  penalties,  in  their  discretion. 

§  217.  Every  commissioned  officer  refusing  to  pay 
over  moneys  in  his  hands,  as  is  directed  by  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act,  shall  be  liable  to  be  tried  and  casliiercd, 
or  otherwise  punished  therefor,  by  a  court-martial. 

§  218.  Every  commissioned  otiicer,  and  every  non- 
cojnmissioned  officer,  musician,  and  private,  shall,  on  duo 
conviction,  be  subject  for  the  following  olYenses,  to  ilic 
fines  thereto  annexed  : 

1.  Every  non-commissioned  officer,  musician,  and  pri- 
vate, for  non-appearance,  when  duly  warned  or  sum- 
moned, at  a  company  parade,  a  fine  of  two  dollars  ;  at 
a  regimental  or  battalion  parade  or  encam[)ment,  not 
less  than  throe  nor  more  than  six  dollars  ;  and  at  a 
place  of  rendezvous,  wlicn  called  into  actual  service,  a 
sum  not  exceeding  twelve  months'  pay,  nor  less  than 
one  montlTs  pay. 

2.  Every  commissioned  officer,  for  non-attendance  at 
any  parade  or  encampment,  and  every  such  officer,  non- 
commissioned officer,  musician,  and  private,  neglecting 
or  refusing  to  obey  the  orders  of  his  superior  officers  on 
any  day  of  parade  or  encampment,  or  to  perform  such 
military  duty  or  exercise  as  may  bo  required  or  depart- 
ing from  his  colors,  post,  or  guard,  or  leaving  his  ph\co 
or  ranks  without  permission,  a  line  not  more  than  one 
hundred  nor  less  tlian  five  dollars. 

3.  For  neglecting  or  refusing  to  obey  any  or<lcr  or 
warrant  to  hini  lawfully  given  or  directed,  or  to  make  a 
]iroper  return  thereof,  if  such  return  be  necessary,  or 
making  a  false  return,  or  neglecting  or  refusing  \\\n:n 
r'niuirovl.  to  summon  a  dijlim[ui'nc  before  a  court-mar- 
tial, or  duly  to  return  such  summons,  a  fine  not  more 
tliaii  one  hundrc<l  nor  less  than  five  d«jllars. 

:^  210.  Every  commissioned  officer,  for  neglecting  or 
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refusing  to  act  as  such  wlien  duly  elected  and  commis- 
missioned,  may  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  not  less  than 
ten  dollars  ;  every  non-commissioned  officer,  for  neglect- 
ing or  refusing  to  act  as  such,  when  duly  appointed  and 
warranted,  may  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  not  less  than 
five  dollars ;  and  every  non-commissioned  officer,  for 
neglect  of  duty  or  disorderly  or  unofficerlike  conduct, 
in  addition  to  other  penalties,  may  be  reduced  to  the 
ranks  by  the  commandant  of  the  company,  with  the  ap- 
probation of  the  commandant  of  the  regiment  or  bat- 
talion. 

§  220.  Every  non-commissioned  officer,  musician,  or 
private,  who  shall  unlawfully  discharge  any  fire-arms 
within  two  miles  of  any  parade,  on  the  day  thereof,  shall 
be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  one  dollar. 

§  221.^  Any  commissioned  officer  who  shall  retain  a 
commission  received  by  him  for  any  subaltern  for  more 
than  thirty  days,  Avithout  giving  notice  by  mail  or  other- 
wise to  the  person  entitled  to  it,  shall  be  liable  to  pav  a 
fine  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars,  to  be  imposed 'by 
the  proper  court-martial  on  the  complaint  of  any  officer 
interested;  In  addition  to  the  penalties  imposed  by 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  every  commissioned 
and  non-commissioned  officer,  musician,  and  private  of  a 
company  or  troop,  or  any  other  person  who  shall  appear 
at  any  parade  or  encampment  wearing  any  personal 
disguise  or  other  unusual  or  ludicrous  article  of  dress, 
or  any  arms,  weapons,  or  other  implements  not  required 
by  law,  and  calculated  to  excite  ridicule,  or  to  inter- 
rupt tiie  orderly  and  peaceable  discharge  of  duty  by 
those  under  arms,  sliall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  twenty-five  and  not  less  than  five  dollars,  to  be  im- 
posed by  the  proper  court-martial: 

§  222.  The  court-martial  by  which  any  delinquent 
is  tried  may  excuse  sucli  delinquent,  if  it  shall  be  made 
satisfactorily  to  appear  to  the  court  that  he  h^s  a  rea- 
sonable excuse  for  such  dclini^ucncy. 

§  223.  No  action  shall  be  maintained  against  any 
member  of  a  court-martial,  or  officer,  or  agent  acting 
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under  its  authority,  on  account  of  tlie  imposition  of  ^ 
fine,  or  tlie  execution  of  a  sentence  on  any  person,  if 
such  person  shall  have  been  returned  as  a  delinquent 
and  duly  summoned,  and  shall  have  neglected  to  appear 
and  render  his  excuse  for  such  delinquency,  or  show  his 
exemption  before  such  court. 

§  224.  When  a  suit  or  proceeding  shall  be  commenced 
in  any  court  by  any  person  against  any  ofBcer  of  this 
State,  for  any  act  done  by  such  officer  in  his  official 
capacity,  in  the  discharge  of  any  duty  under  this  act,  or 
against  any  person  acting  under  authority  or  order  of 
any  such  officer,  or  by  virtue  of  any  warrant  issued  by 
him  pursuant  to  law,  or  against  any  collector  or  receiv- 
er of  taxes,  the  defendant  may  require  the  plaiutiff  in 
such  suit  to  file  security  for  the  payment  of  the  costs 
that  may  be  incurred  by  the  defendant  in  such  suit  or 
proceeding,  and  the  defendant,  in  all  cases,  may  plead 
the  general  issue,  and  give  the  special  matter  in  evi- 
dence, and  in  case  the  plaintilf  shall  bo  non-prossed  or 
non-suited,  or  have  a  verdict  or  judgment  against  him, 
the  defendant  shall  recover  treble  costs. 

OF  THE   COLLECTION   OF   FINES   AND  PENALTIES. 

§  225.  For  the  purpose  of  collecting  such  fines  as  may 
be  imposed  by  any  court-martial  autliorized  by  this  act, 
the  president  of  the  court  shall,  within  thirty  days  after 
the  fines  have  been  imposed,  make  a  list  of  all  the  per- 
sons fined,  designating  the  company  to  which  they  re- 
spectively belong,  and  the  sums  imposed  as  tines  on  each 
person,  and  shall  draw  his  warrant,  under  his  hand  and 
seal,  directed  to  any  marslial,  sheriff,  or  constable  of 
any  city  or  county  (as  the  case  may  be),  thereby  com- 
manding him  to  levy  such  fines,  together  with  the  costs 
of  the  goods  and  chattels  of  such  delinquents.  No 
property  shall  be  exempt  from  the  payment  of  such 
tines,  and  in  default  of  sujficknl  ijoods  and  dudlets  icitk 
vdiich  to  nalisfy  the  same,  then  to  take  the  body  of  such  de- 
linquent and  convey  him  to  tlie  common  ja'd  of  such  city  or 
county.     Pay  hunt  of  all  fines  imposed  by  any  court-mar' 
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tial  organized  puravoMt  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  for 
the  trial  of  officers,  raay  be  enforced  in  like  manner.  [As 
amended  by  chap.  012  of  1865,  and  by  ^  1,  chap.  809  of 
1866.) 

§  226.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  tlie  jailer  to  whom  such 
delinquent  may  Lo  delivered,  to  keep  him  closely  con- 
fined, without  bail  or  niainprize,  for  two  days,  for  any 
fine  not  exceedins?  two  dollars,  and  two  additional  days  . 
for  every  dollar  above  that  sum,  unless  the  fine,  together 
witK  the  costs  and  the  jailer's  fees,  shall  sooner  be  paid  ; 
bnt  no  non-cominissioiiod  oillcer,  musician,  or  private 
shall  be  imprisoned  for  tlic  non-payment  of  such  iine  or 
'fines  for  a  period  exceeding  ten  days.  {As  amended  by 
chap.  612  nf  ISGo.) 

§  22J.  Every  such  marshal,  sheriff,  or  constable,  to 
whouiany  list  and  warrant  shall  be  directed  and  deliv- 
ered, may  execute  the  i^amc  by  levying  and  collecting 
the  fines  within  forty  days  from  the  receipt  of  such  war- 
rant,, and  make  return  thtnx-of  to  the  officers  who  issued 
the  same.     (As  anicndid  by  .i  8  e>f  chap.  012  of  1865.) 

§  229.  Any  warrant  for  the  collection  of  lines,  issued 
by  virtue  of  this  chapter,  shall  and  may  be  renewed  in 
the  same  manner  that  executions  issued  from  justices' 
courts  may  by  law  i»e  renewed. 

§  230.  The  amount  of  any  fines  so  collected  shall  be 
paid,  by  tiie  officer  CLdi«;cting  the  same,  into  the  county 
treasury,  and  shall  form  a  p<n-tion  of,  and  be  credited 
to,  the  regimental  fund  of  the  regiment  to  whicii  the 
person  so  lined  belonged. 

§  231.  In  addition  to  the  bond  now  required  by  law 
to  be  given  by  the  marshal.  sherilV,  constable,  or  other 
officer,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties,  such 
named  officers  shall  execute  a  Ijond  for  the  jtayment  of 
all  moneys  by  them  collecteii,  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act ;  and  the  sureties  of  such  officers,  hereby  au- 
thorized to  coll<  el  rmt's  and  penalties,  shall  be  liable  for 
any  ollicial  delini(uc:icy  un'lcr  this  act,  sueli  bonds  to  be 
approved  by  the  county  judge  of  each  county. 
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GEJfERAL    PROVISIONS    APPLICABLE  TO  ALL    COURTS- 
MARTIAL   AND   COURTS   OP  INQUIRY. 

§  232.  The  president  of  every  court-martial,  and  of 
every  court  of  inquiry,  both  before  and  after  he  shall 
have  been  swoni,  and  also  the  judge-advocate,  if  re- 
quired, shall  issue  subpoenas  for  all  witnesses  whose  at- 
tendance at  such  court  may,  in  his  opinion,  be  necessary 
in  behalf  of  the  people  of  this  State,  and  also  on  appli- 
cation for  all  witnesses  in  behalf  of  any  officer  charged 
or  accused,  or  persons  returned  as  delinquent ;  and  may 
direct  the  commandment  of  any  company  to  cause  such 
subpoena  to  be  served  on  any  witness  or  member  of  his 
company. 

§  233.  The  president  of  such  court-martial,  or  the 
court  of  inquiry,  shall  have  power  to  administer  the 
usual  oath  to  witnesses,  and  shall  have  the  same  power 
to  compel  attending  witnesses  to  be  sworn  and  testify, 
and  to  preserve  order,  as  courts  of  common  law  juris- 
diction ;  and  all  sherilTs,  jailers,  and  constables  are 
hereby  required  to  execute  any  precept  issued  by  such 
president  or  court  for  that  purpose. 

§  234.  Every  witness  not  appearing  in  obedience  to 
such  subpoena  when  duly  served  personally  with  a  copy 
of  the  same,  and  not  having  a  sufficient  or  reasonable 
excuse,  shall  forfeit  to  the  people  of  tliis  State  a  sura 
not  less  tiian  ten  nor  more  than  tifty  dollars  ;  and  the 
president  of  such  court  shall,  from  time  to  time,  report 
to  the  district  attorney  the  names  of  all  sucli  delinquent 
witnesses,  together  willi  tlie  names  and  places  of  resi- 
dence of  the  persons  serving  such  subponna,  the  better 
to  enable  liim  to  prosecute  for  such  forfeiture. 

§  235.  Whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction 
of  any  court-martial  or  court  of  inquiry,  by  proof 
made  before  such  court,  that  any  person  duly  subpoenaed 
to  appear  as  a  witness  before  said  court,  shall  have  re- 
fused or  neglected,  without  just  cause,  to  attend  as  such 
witness,  in  conformity  to  such  sul)pcena,  and  the  party 
ill  whose  behalf  such  witness  shall  have  been  subpoenaed

shall  make  oath  that  the  testimony  of  such  witness  is 
material,  such  court,  or  the  president  thereof,  ahaU'have 
power  to  issue  au  attachment  to  compel  the  attendance 
of  such  witness. 

§  236.  Every  such  attachment  shall  be  executed  in 
the  same  manner  as  a  warrant,  and  by  any  officer  au- 
thorized to  execute  warrants,  and  the  fees  of  the  officers 
serving  the  same  shall  be  paid  by  the  person  against 
whom  the  same  shall  have  been  issued,  unless  he  shall 
show  reasonable  cause,  to  the  satisfaction  of  such  court, 
for  his  omission  to  attend  ;  such  costs  shall  be  ascer- 
tained by  the  court,  who  may  thereupon  issue  an  execu- 
tion for  the  collection  against  the  person  liable  to  pay 
the  same,  and  wliicli  may  be  collected  as  other  execu- 
tions are  collected,  and  ijy  any  officer  authorized  to  col- 
lect executions  issued  from  courts  of  justice. 

^  §  237.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  be  guilty  of 
disorderly,  contemptuous,  or  insolent  behavior  in,  or  use 
any  insulting  or  contemptuous  or  indecorous  language 
or  expressions  to,  or  before  any  court-martial  or  court 
of  inquiry,  or  any  member  of  either  of  such  courts,  in 
open  court,  intending  to  intercept  the  proceedings  or  to 
impair  the  respect,  the  authority  of  such  courts,  may  be 
committed  to  the  jail  of  the  county  in  which  said  courts 
shall  sit,  by  warrant  imder  the  hand  and  seal  of  the 
president  of  sucli  court. 

§  238.  Sucli  warrant  shall  be  directed  to  the  sheriff 
or  any  or  either  of  the  constables  and  marshals  of  any 
such  county,  or  any  officer  attending  the  court,  and  shall 
set  forth  the  particular  circumstances  of  the  otfensc 
adjudged  to  have  been  committed ;  and  shall  command 
the  officer  to  whom  it  is  directed  to  take  the  body  of 
such  person  and  commit  him  to  the  jail  of  the  county, 
there  to  remain  without  bail  or  mainprize,  in  clo.sc  con- 
finement for  a  time  to  bo  limited  not  exceeding  three 
days,  and  until  tlie  oQicer's  fees  for  committing  and  the 
jailer's  fees  be  paid. 

§  239.  Such  sheriff  shall  receive  the  body  of  any 
person  who  shall  be  brought  to  him  by  yirtue  of  such 
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warrant,  and  keep  liim  until  the  expiration  of  the  time 
mentioned  in  the  warrant,  and  until  the  officer's  and 
jailer's  fees  shall  be  paid,  or  until  the  offender  shall  be 
discliar<:^ed  by  due  course  of  law,  unless  sooner  dis- 
charged by  any  judge  of  a  court  of  record,  in  the  same 
manner  and  under  the  same  rules  as  in  cases  of  im- 
prisonment under  process  for  contempt  from  a  court  at 
law. 

§  240.  In  the  absence  of  the  president  of  any  court- 
martial,  the  senior  officer  present  may  preside,  with  all- 
the  powers  of  the  president ;  and  all  the  members  of 
such  court  shall,  when  on  duty,  be  in  full  uniform. 

§  241.  The  president  of  any  court-martial  or  any 
court  of  inquiry  may  appoint,  by  warrant  under  his  hauii 
and  seal,  one  or  more  marshals. 

§  242.  The  marshals  so  o.ppointed  may  not  only  per- 
form the  usual  duties  of  such  marshals,  but  may  also 
execute  all  process  lawfully  issued  by  such  president  or 
court,  and  perform  all  acts  and  duties  in  this  act  im- 
posed on  and  autliorized  to  be  performed  by  any  sheriff, 
marshal,  or  constable. 

§  243.  Whenever  the  sentence  of  any  regimental  or 
battalion  court-martial  shall  be  appealed  from,  the 
officer  hearing  the  appeal  shall  require  the  court,  or 
the  president  thereof,  to  furnish  him  forthwith  with  a 
statement  of  the  case,  and  of  the  evidence  touching  the 
same  ;  which  statement  and  evidence  shall,  in  the  case 
of  an  appeal  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  bri'j:a<lc, 
be  forthwith,  on  notice  of  such  appeal,  transmitted  to 
him.     {.is amended  by  chap.  612  o/"lSG5.) 

§  244.  Such  statement  being  furnished,  the  officer 
hearing  the  appeal  may  hear  such  further  evidence,  by 
affidavit  or  otherwise  as  tlie  nature  of  the  case  may 
require,  and  for  that  purpo.se  he  shall  have  power  to 
admini.^ter  oatli.s  to  witnesses  produced  before  him, 
and  order  depositions  of  .such  witnesses  as  can  not  reason- 
ably bo  produced  at  the  hearing  of  such  appeal.  (As 
amended  by  chap.  G12  of  1865.) 

§  245.  Tho  last  two  sections  shall  extend  to  appeals 
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made  from  the  order  of  an  oflScer  approving  the  sentence 
of  a  court-martial. 

§  246.  If  any  officer  havins:  a  warrant  for  the  collec- 
tion of  any  fine  shall  not  be  able  to  collect  the  fine  witiiin 
the  time  specified  therein,  then  the  officers  issuing  the 
warrant  may,  at  any  time  thereafter,  within  two  years 
from  the  time  imposing  the  fines,  issue  a  new  warrant 
against  any  delinquent,  or  renew  the  former  warrant, 
from  time  to  time  as  may  become  necessary. 

§  247.  Any  warrant  for  the  collection  of  fines,  issued 
by  virtue  of  this  act,  sliall  and  may  be  renewed  in  the 
same  manner  that  executions,  issued  from  justices' 
courts,  may  by  law  be  renewed. 

§  248.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  respective  presi- 
dents of  courts-martial  to  prosecute,  in  the  name  of  the 
people  of  the  State  of  New  York,  any  marshal,  or  con- 
stable, sherifi",  and  their  sureties,  who  shall  incur  any 
penalty  for  neglect  in  the  execution  or  return  of  any 
warrant,  or  in  paying  over  moneys  collected  by  him. 

§  249.  Whenever  any  court-martial  shall  consist  of 
one  person,  he  shall  be  deemed  the  president  thereof, 
within  the  meaning  of  this  act. 

§  250.  The  chiefs  of  the  staff  in  each  division,  regi- 
ment, or  battalion,  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
November,  in  each  year,  return  to  the  commandants  of 
division  and  brigade,  respectively,  the  names  of  all 
commissioned  officers  absent  from  any  parade,  encamp- 
ment, or  drill,  which  they  shall  be  required  by  law  to 
attend.  Within  ten  days  after  the  receipt  of  such  re- 
turns, the  respective  commandants  of  division  or  bri- 
gade, as  the  case  may  be,  shall  order  a  court-martial,  to 
consist  of  three  commissioned  officers,  without  regard  to 
rank,  to  pass  upon  sucii  delinquency.  It  shall  not  be 
necessary  to  cause  tjje  arrest  of  such  absentee,  nor  to 
serve  any  charges,  unless,  in  the  discretion  of  the  officer 
ordering  the  court,  it  may  be  proper  ;  but  the  delinquent 
may  be  fined,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  pro- 
vided notice  of  the  return  and  of  tlic  time  appointed  for 
holding  the  court-martial  shall  have  been  delivered  to 
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Iiim  or  left  at  liis  usual  place  of  abode,  at  least  ten  days 
before  the  assembling  of  said  court. 

§  251.  The  court  may  excuse  any  such  delinquent  for 
good  cause  shown.     {As  amended  hy  chap.  612  of  18G5.) 

§  252.  Any  tine  for  offenses  against  the  by-laws  of  any 
company  of  the  national  guards  or  of  regimental  boards, 
not  exceeding  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars,  a  certified 
copy  of  the  proceedings  relating  to  the  intiictiou  of 
which  has  been  returned  to  any  regimental  court-mar- 
tial or  court  of  appeals,  may  be  enforced  by  such  court 
in  the  manner  hereinbefore  provided,  due  notice  being 
given  to  the  delinquent ;  and  further  provided,  that  a 
certified  copy  of  said  by-laws  be  filed  with  the  com- 
mandant of  the  regiment. 

§  253.  Whenever  any  portion  of  the  military  forces 
of  this  State  shall  be  ordered  to  assemble  for  purposes 
of  military  instruction,  under  the  authority  of  the  cora- 
raander-in-cliief,  or  whenever  any  part  of  the  State 
forces  shall  be  ordered  to  assemble,  under  his  authority, 
in  time  of  war,  insurrection,  invasion,  or  public  danger, 
the  rules  and  articles  of  war,  and  general  regulations 
for  the  government  of  the  army  of  the  United  iStates,  so 
far  as  they  are  applicable,  and  with  such  modifications 
as  the  commander-in-chief  may  prescribe,  shall  be  con- 
sidered in  force  and  regarded  as  a  part  of  this  act,  dur- 
ing the  continuance  of  such  instruction,  and  to  the  close 
of  such  state  of  war,  invasion,  insurrection,  or  public 
danger  ;  but  no  punishment  under  sucli  rules  and  articles 
which  shall  extend  to  the  taking  of  life,  shall,  in  any 
case,  be  inliicted,  except  in  time  of  actual  war,  invasion, 
or  insurrection,  declared  by  proclamation  of  the  gov- 
ernor to  exist. 

OP  THE  DOXIES  OP  CERTAIN  STAFF  OFFICERS,  AND  OF 
VARIOUS  MATTF.US  CON^NECTED  WITH  TUEIR  VARIOL'S 
nESPECTIVE   DEPAUTMENTS. 

Of  tlie  Adjutant' General. 
§  254.  The  adjutant-general  shall  keep  a  roster  of  all 
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the  officers  of  the  military  forces  of  this  State,  contain- 
ing the  date  of  their  commissions,  their  rank,  tlie  corps 
to  which  they  bcloni^,  the  division,  brip:ade,  and  regiment 
of  such  corps,  and  the  phiccs  of  their  residence,  as 
accurately  as  can  be  ascertained  ;  which  roster  shall  be 
revised  and  corrected  every  year. 

§  255.  He  shall  also  enter  in  a  book,  to  be  kept  for 
that  purpose,  a  local  description  of  the  several  company, 
regimental,  brigade,  and  division  districts. 

§  25G.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commandants  of 
divisions  and  brigades  to  furnish  the  adjutant-general 
with  a  roster  of  tlicir  officers,  containing  the  facts 
requisite  to  enable  liini  to  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act. 

§  257.  The  books  required  by  the  adjutant-general  to 
comply  with  tiiis  act,  sliall  be  furnished  him  at  the  ex- 
pense of  this  State,  and  shall  go  to  his  successors  in 
office. 

§  258.  The  seal  now  used  in  the  office  of  the  adjutant- 
general  shall  continue  to  be  the  seal  of  his  office,  and 
shall  from  time  to  time  be  delivered  to  his  successor  in 
office  ;  and  all  copies  of  records  or  papers  in  his  office, 
duly  ccrtiticd  and  auilieulicatcd  nndcr  tlie  said  seal, 
shall  be  evidence  in  all  casc-^,  in  like  manner  as  if  the 
originals  were  |)r(HUiccd. 

§  259.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  adjutant-general  to 
cause  so  mucli  of  tlie  militia  laws  as  shall  at  any  time  be 
in  force  to  be  printed  in  proper  form,  from  time  to  time, 
and  to  distribute  one  copy  to  each  commissioned  ofiicer, 
and  to  each  town  clerk,  supervisors'  clerk,  and  countv 
treasurer  in  this  State  ;  and  also,  to  prepare  and  cause 
all  necessary  blank  books,  forms,  and  notices  to  be 
transmitted  at  the  expense  of  this  State,  to  carry  into 
full  cflect  the  provisions  of  this  act  ;  and  the  comptroller 
is  hereby  directed  to  draw  iiis  warrant  on  the  treasurer 
of  this  State  for  the  exqiunses  incurred  under  this  section. 

§  2t*>0.  The  adjutant-general  is  hereby  authorized  to 
appoint  an  assistant,  who  shall  have  the  rank  of  colonel 
and  be  commissioned  by  the  commander-in-chief,  and 
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wlio  shall  hold  sucli  office  dnrin!:^  tlic  pleasure  of  tlio 
adjutant-general.  In  case  of  absence  of  the  adjutant- 
general  from  the  city  of  Albany,  or  in  case  of  his  ina- 
bility to  perform  his  duties,  his  assistant  siiall  have  full 
power  to  perform  all  the  duties  appertaining  to  the  office 
of  the  adjutant-general.  But  nothing  in  this  section 
shall  be  so  construed  as  to  give  any  validity  to  the  acts 
of  said  assistant,  or  to  those  of  any  acting  assistant,  in 
case  of  the  disapproval  of  the  adjutant-general,  after 
such  disapproval  sliall  have  been  shown  by  special  order 
to  that  effect,     (^s  amended  by  chap.  612  of  18G5.) 

Of  the  Commissary- General. 

§  261.  The  commissary -general  shall  keep  in  good 
repair  the  arsenals  and  magazines  of  the  State,  and 
attend  to  the  due  preservation  and  safe  keeping,  clcau- 
ing,  and  repairing  of  the  ordnance,  arms,  accoutrements, 
ammunition,  munitions  of  war.  and  implements  of  every 
description,  the  property  of  this  State  ;  and  he  shall  at 
all  times  have  the  control  and  disposition  of  tiie  same 
for  that  purpose. 

§  2G2.  He  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  command- 
er-in-chief, dispose,  to  the  best  advantage,  of  all  damaired 
powder,  and  of  all  ordnance,  arms,  ammunition,  accou- 
trements, tools,  implements,  and  warlike  stores  of  every 
kind  whatsoever,  that  shall  be  deemed  unsuitable  for  the 
use  of  the  State. 

§  2G3.  He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  render  a  just  and 
true  account  of  all  sales  made  by  him,  with  all  con- 
venient speed,  to  the  governor,  and  shall  pay  the  pro- 
ceeds of  such  sale  into  the  treasury  of  the  State  for  mili- 
tary purposes,  or  expend  the  same  in  the  purchase  of 
suitable  arms,  ammunition,  and  camp  or  other  equipage, 
as  the  cointnander-in-chiei  may  direct. 

§  201:.  AVhenever  the  commanding  oflicer  of  a  lirigado 
shall  certify  that  a  staml  of  colors,  or  aiiv  drums,  fifes, 
or  luiglos  are  necessary  for  any  company,  i)attulion,  or 
regiment  iu  his  brigade,  the  commi.-sary-gcneral,  with 
the  approbation  of  the  commander-in-chief,  shall  furnish 
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such  company,  battalion,  or  regiment  with  a  stand  of 
colors,  and  a  sufTiciency  of  drums,  fifes,  and  bugles,  at  the 
expense  of  the  State. 

§  2(i5.  The  comniissary-gcneral  shall  issue  the  proper 
allowance  of  powder  and  balls  to  artillery  companies 
for  practice  ;  and  the  several  commandants  of  artillery 
companies  shall  annually  report  to  the  commissary-gen- 
eral the  situation  and  state  of  the  pieces  of  ordnance, 
arms,  implements,  and  accoutrements,  the  property  of  the 
State,  intrusted  to  their  cliarge  respectivel}'. 

§  266.  The  commissary-general  shall  issue  all  ammu- 
nition, suited  to  the  several  arms  of  the  service,  upon  the 
requisition  of  any  commandant  of  brigade,  regiment,  or 
battalion  ;  and  shall,  on  a  like  requisition,  replace  such 
articles  or  implements  for  ordnance  as  may  be  by  use 
rendered  unfit  for  service. 

§  267.  The  commi.-sary-gencral  shall  report  annually 
to  the  commander-in  chief.  \\  iioso  duty  it  shall  be  to 
transmit  the  same  to  the  legislature,  a  true  and  particu- 
lar statement,  showing  the  actual  situation  and  disposi- 
tion of  all  the  ordnance,  arms,  ammunition,  and  other 
munitions  of  war,  property  or  things,  which  in  any  wise 
appertain  to  or  res[)ect  the  department  confided  to  his 
keepiufr. 

§  268.  He  shall  keep  aju.-tand  true  accountof  all  the 
expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  and  about  his  depart- 
ment, which  shall  include  all  expenses  for  transportation 
to  and  from  the  arsenals,  all  ordnance,  arms,  ammunition, 
and  camp  equipage,  and  tielivcr  the  same  to  the  comp- 
troller, who  shall  thereupon  examine  and  audit  the 
same,  and  shall  draw  liis  warrant  on  the  treasurer  for 
such  sum  as  he  shall  audit  and  certify  to  be  due. 

§  269.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge-advocate-gcn- 
cral  to  prosecute  any  bond,  the  condition  of  which  is 
violated  by  a  ncirlect  or  refusal  of  any  oOieer  to  report 
tlic  condition  of  any  arms  or  equi}i;me,  or  to  return  the 
same  to  any  of  the  arsenals  ul  tiii.s  Slate,  as  required  by 
law. 

>^  270.  The  commissary-general   is  authorized  to  ap-

point  an  assistant,  witli  the  rank  of  colonel,  and  who 
shall  be  commissioned  by  the  commander-in-chief,  and 
hold  his  office  dnrini^  the  pleasure  of  the  commissary- 
general,  and  shall  perform  the  duties  now  required  by 
law  to  be  performed  by  the  military  storekeeper  at  the 
New  York  arsenal,  and  shall  bo  compensated  in  the 
same  manner  as  such  military  storekeeper  has  been 
compensated.  In  tlie  absence  of  the  commissary-fjen- 
eral  from  the  city  of  New  York,  or  in  case  of  his  ina- 
bility to  perform  his  duties,  his  assistant  sliall  have  full 
power  to  perform  all  the  duties  appertaining  to  tlie 
office  of  tlie  commissary-general;  but  nothing  in  tliis 
section  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  give  any  validity  to 
the  acts  of  such  assistant  in  case  of  tlie  disapproval  of 
the  commissary-general. 

Of  tlie  Inspector-General. 

§  271.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  inspector-general  to 
visit,  at  least  once  in  every  two  years,  each  regimental 
district  in  the  State.  He  shall  critically  inspect,  as 
often  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  every  branch  connected 
with  the  military  service,  including  armories,  arsenals, 
and  military  storehouses  ;  and  he  shall  also  attend  to 
the  organization  of  the  militia,  and  report  to  general 
headquarters  the  improvement  in  discipline  and  tactical 
instruction  of  the  uniformed  forces. 

§  272.  Commandants  of  regiments  and  companies 
shall  furnish  to  the  inspector-general  such  information 
as  lie  may  require,  ns  to  the  number  and  kinds  of  arms, 
equipments,  and  military  property  of  the  State  issued  to 
their  res[)cctivc  I'cgiments  and  companies  ;  and.  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  inspection  of  any  armory,  arsenal,  or 
military  storehouse,  if  he  find  the  property  which  ought 
to  be  kept  therein,  or  any  jiart  of  it,  missing,  injured, 
unfit  for  use,  or  doficicnt  in  any  respect,  ho  yhail  forth- 
with report  the  fact-,  in  respect  thereto,  to  the  com- 
mandor-iii-chict'. 

§  273.  It  shall  bo  his  duty,  after  the  first  day  of  No- 
vember  in   each   year,  to   inspect  the  tents  and  camp 
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equipage  belonging  to  tlic  State,  and  report  any  de- 
ficiency therein,  or  any  damaged  property  or  unlit  for 
use,  to  tlie  commander-in-chief  on  or  before  tlie  first  day 
of  January  next  thereafter.  Upon  receiving  the  reports 
mentioned  in  this  and  the  last  preceding  section,  the 
commander-in-cliicf  may  order  such  property  to  be  sold 
at  public  auction,  upon  thirty  days'  notice  to  be  pub- 
lished once  a  week  in  the  State  paper,  and  also  in  some 
newspaper  printed  in  tlie  county  in  which  such  property 
is  situated,  to  the  highest  bidder,  under  the  direction  o'f 
the  commissary-general  of  ordnance,  and  the  net  avails 
thereof  shall  l)e  {.aid  into  tlie  treasury  to  the  credit  of 
the  militia  fund.     (jJs  arnenthd  by  chap.  612  of  1865.) 

§  274.  In  his  annual  report  he  shall  state  what  gen- 
eral and  field  officers  iiave  been  in  command  of  parades 
and  encampments.  Avhat  changes  of  general  or  field  ofl&- 
cers  have  been  made,  and  what  degree  of  improvement 
has  been  attained  by  both  ofliccrs  and  men,  and  whether 
the  general  regulations  have  been  observed,  together 
with  such  suggestions  as  he  may  see  fit  to  make. 

§  275.  To  the  inspector-general  will  be  referred,  by 
order  of  the  commander-in-chief,  such  matters  as  require 
an  examination  at  a  distance  from  the  general  hoad- 
quarter.-;,  for  the  information  of  the  co;nmander-in-cliief  ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  inspector-general,  upon  such 
reference,  to  report  upon  the  qualifications  of  persons 
named  to  the  commander-in-chief,  for  appointment  to 
military  oifice,  and  also  upon  the  possession  of  the  ne- 
ces-fary  requisites  by  the  applicants  for  the  organization 
of  companies. 

§  27G.  The  division  and  brigade  in.-pcctors,  whenever 
required  by  the  inspector-general,  shall  report  to  him  the 
condition  of  their  respective  divisions  or  britrades,  and 
shall  also,  upon  his  request,  report  to  him  upon  any 
matter  properly  bclonginir  to  his  d'-partment,  which  maV 
require  examination  within  tiieir  respective  division  or 
brigade  districts. 

§  277.  The  inspector-general  shall  visit  the  several 
encampments  which  shall  be  ordered  by  the  commander- 
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in-cl)icf,  and  to  ascertain  wlictlicr  the  troops  liavc  been 
properly  instructed  in  the  exercises  and  evolutions  of  the 
field  ;  he  will  cause  them  to  be  exercised  in  the  nianojuvres 
required  to  1)0  practiced  during  the  year,  as  prescribed  by 
the  re2:ulation3  ;  and  he  will  frivc  his  instructions,  as  to 
the  exercises,  to  the  commanding  otKccr,  who  will  issuc. 
all  necessary  orders  and  directions  to  the  troops  for 
tlieir  execution. 

.  §  278.  The  inspector-general  shall,  at  least  once  in 
every  two  years,  examine  the  book  of  proceedings  of  the 
board  of  auditors  of  each  regiment,  and  the  accounts 
filed  with  the  secretary  of  such  board  during  the  two 
years  previous,  or  since  the  last  examination  made  by 
the  inspector-general,  and  he  shall  carefully  compare 
the  book  of  proceedings  with  accounts  ;  he  shall  also 
examine  the  warrants  drawn  by  the  board  of  auditors, 
in  the  possession  of  the  county  treasurer,  and  he  shall 
specially  report  to  the  commander-in-chief  whether  the 
proceedings  of  the  board  of  auditors  are  regularly  and 
properly  entered,  and  whether  the  warrants  are  in  due 
form  ;  and  whether  any  military  funds  have  been  drawn 
from  the  county  treasurer  for  improper  purposes,  or  by 
persons  not  entitled  tliereto. 

§  279.  Tiic  inspector-general  is  hereby  authorized  to 
appoint  an  assistant,  who  shall  have  the  rank  of  colonel, 
and  be  commissioned  by  tlie  commander-in-chief,  and 
who  shall  hold  such  ofiice  during  the  pleasure  of  the  iu- 
spector-geueral,  and  shall  receive  the  same  compensation 
as  the  assistant  adjutant-general.  In  the  absence  of  ihe 
inspector-general  from  the  city  of  Albany,  or  in  ca>e  of 
his  inability  to  perform  his  duties,  his  assistant  shall 
have  full  power  to  })erform  all  duties  appertaining  to  the 
ofiice  of  the  inspector-general.  But  nothing  in  this 
section  shall  bo  so  construed  as  to  give  any  validity  to 
the  acts  of  said  assistant,  in  case  of  tlie  disapproval  of 
the  inspector-general. 

Of  the  J tidgc-Adi'oco.te-  Ge iierul. 
§  280.   The  judgc-advocatc-gencral,  as   chief   of  his 
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department,  is  cliarjrod  with  tlic  supervision,  care,  and 
management  of  all  tiiinirs  relating  to  the  administration 
of  justice  among  tl:c  military  forces  of  this  State.  He 
shall  diligently  scrutinize  and  examine  tlie  proceedings 
of  all  courts-martial  where  an  appeal  has  Ijeen  taken, 
and  report  thereon  for  the  information  of  the  com- 
mander-in-chief; he  shall  also,  in  like  manner,  report  in 
all  cases  of  disputed  elections  where  an  appeal  has  been 
taken.  Under  the  orders  of  the  commander-in-chief, 
the  judge-advocate-general  shall  act  as  judge-advocate 
at  any  court-martial  where  the  public  interests  shall 
require  his  attendance. 

§  281.  The  judgc-advocate-goneral  is  the  legal  adviser 
of  the  several  statf  departments,  upon  all  legal  questions 
which  may  arise  therein,  and  to  him  may  be  referred 
for  supervision  all  contracts,  agreements,  or  other  in- 
struments, to  bo  drawn  or  executed  in  the  course  of  the 
business  of  such  department. 

§  2S2.  The  officers  of  the  judge-advocate-general's  de- 
partment, when  not  engaged  in  the  special  duties  of  the 
same,  may  l)e  detailed  for  such  other  statf  duty  as  the 
commandants  of  their  respective  brigades  or  divisions 
shall  direct. 

OF   INVASION,   IN'SUHRECTION',   HREACIIES   OP    THE     PEACE, 
AXD    DRAFTS    OF    THE    MILITIA. 

Of  hivasioii  and  Inyumclion. 

§  2S3.  In  cases  of  in-urreotion  or  invasion,  or  immi- 
nent danger  thereof,  tlie  commander-in-chief  may,  Itv 
proclamation  or  otherwise,  order  and  direct  the  com- 
mandants of  such  company  districts  as  he  shall  desig- 
nate, to  accei>t  suflicient  volunteers,  should  the  same 
offer,  to  raise  said  CDUipany,  and  maintain  the  same  at 
the  maximum  number  proviilcd  by  law,  and  if  sutlicicnt 
volunteers  should  not  offer,  then  a  sntlicient  number  shall 
be  drafted  fi-om  the  reserve  militia  of  said  districts  in 
the  manner  hereinafter  provi'lcd,  who  shall  thereupon 
be  enrolled  as   national   guards    in   said  company,   and 
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shall  be  liable  to  duty  in  case  the  military  forces  of  the 
State  should  be  called  into  service. 

§  284.  The  commander-iu-chief  shall  liave  power,  in 
case  of  insurrection  or  invasion,  or  imminent  danger 
thereof,  to  order  into  the  service  of  tiie  State  such  num- 
ber and  description  of  companies  or  regiments  of  the 
national  guard,  or  of  other  militia  of  the  State  as  he 
shall  deem  proper,  and  under  tlie  command  of  such 
officers  as  he  shall  direct,  and  in  such  case  the  forces  so 
called  into  service  shall  receive  the  same  pay  and  rations 
as  troops  in  the  service  of  the  United  States.  And  all 
the  acts,  proclamations,  and  orders  of  the  governor  of 
this  State  since  the  sixteenth  day  of  April,  eighteen 
liundrcd  and  sixty-one,  relating  to  the  calling  out  of  the 
militia  or  volunteers  from  this  State  for  the  service  of 
the  United  States,  are  hereby  approved,  and  in  all  re- 
spects legalized  and  made  valid,  to  the  same  intent  and 
with  the  same  effect  as  if  they  had  been  issued  and  done 
with  the  previous  express  authority  and  direction  of  the 
legislature  of  this  State,  and  all  commissions  issued  or 
hereafter  to  be  issued  to  the  officers  of  such  volunteer 
forces  by  the  governor  of  this  State,  in  accordance  with 
the  act  of  conirress  in  such  cases  made  and  provided,  arc 
hereby  contirmcd. 

§  285.  In  case  of  any  invasion,  or  of  imminent  dan- 
ger thereof,  within  the  limits  of  any  division,  brigade, 
regiment,  or  battalion,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  com- 
mandant of  sueh  division,  brigade,  regiment,  or  battalion, 
to  order  out,  for  the  defense  of  the  State,  the  militia,  or 
any  part  thereof,  under  his  command,  and  immediately 
report  what  he  has  done  to  the  commander-in-chief, 
through  the  adjutant-general. 

§  28(3.  It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  give  immediate 
notice  of  such  invasion,  and  of  the  circumstances  attend- 
ing the  same,  to  his  immediate  commanding  officer,  by 
whom  such  information  shall  bo  transmitted  with  the 
utmost  expedition  to  the  commander-in-chief. 

§  287.  The  commandant  of  every  regiment  or  bat- 
talion, within  the  limits  of  which  an  insurrection  may 
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happen,  shall  immediately  assemble  liis  regiment  or 
battalion,  under  arms,  and  with  the  utmost  expedition 
shall  transmit  information  of  such  insurrection  to  the 
commandant  of  his  brigade  and  to  the  commander-in- 
chief. 

§  288.  He  shall  also  give  immediate  notice  of  such 
insurrection  to  any  judge  of  tiie  county  in  which  it 
shall  happen,  and  shall  take  such  measures  for  its  sup- 
pression as  to  such  judge  shall  appear  most  proper  and 
effectual. 

§  289.  If  the  said  judge  shall  deem  a  greater  force 
requisite  to  quell  the  insurrection,  he  shall  require  such 
additional  force  as  he  may  deem  necessary  from  the  com- 
mandant of  the  division,  or  of  any  brigade  therein, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  obey  his  requisition. 

§  290.  Every  person  who,  whilst  in  the  actual  service 
of  this  State,  shall  be  wounded  or  disabled  in  opposing 
or  suppressing  any  invasion  or  insurrection,  shall  be 
taken  care  of  and  providoU  for  at  the  expense  of  the 
State. 

OF    RIOTS,    TUMULTS,    BREACH FS    OF   THE    PEACE,    AND   RE- 
SISTANCE TO    PHOCESS. 

§  291.  In  case  of  any  breach  of  the  peace,  tumult, 
riot,  or  resistance  to  process  o(  this  State,  or  apprehen- 
sion of  imminent  danger  uf  the  same,  it  shall  be  law- 
ful for  the  sheriff  of  any  county,  or  the  mayor  of  any 
city,  to  call  for  aid  from  any  division,  brigade,  regi- 
ment, battalion,  or  comj^any  :  and  it  shall  be  the  duly 
of  the  coiuinamling  olliccr  of  such  division,  brigade, 
regiment,  Ijattaliun,  or  company,  to  whom  sucii  order 
is  given,  to  order  out,  in  aid  of  the  civil  authorities, 
the  military  force,  or  any  part  thereof,  under  his 
command. 

§  292.  In  such  case  it  shall  not  be  necessary  for  conr- 
nuiiidants  of  companies  to  is-uo  wi-itt<?ii  orders  or 
notices  for  calling  out  liioir  nu:n,  but  verbal  orders 
and  notices  shall  bo  sufTicier.t. 

§  29o.  It  shall  \)Q  the  dutv  of  the  commandinir  officer 
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of  any  division,  Ijrigade.  rejriniGnt,  battalion,  or  com- 
pany, in  all  cases  when  so  called  into  service,  to  provide 
the  men  of  bis  command,  so  ordered  ont,  Avith  at  least 
twenty-four  rounds  of  ball  cartridge,  and  arms  in  com- 
plete order  for  actual  service. 

§  294.  Such  officer  shall  be  subject,  as  provided  by 
law,  to  the  sheriff  or  public  officer  who  shall  so  re- 
quire his  aid  ;  and  for  refusing:  or  neglecting  to  obey 
the  order  of  such  slieriff,  or  public  officer  so  requiring 
service,  or  for  interfering  or  in  any  way  hindering  or 
preventing  the  men  of  his  command  from  performing 
such  duty,  or  in  any  manner,  by  neglect  or  delay,  pre- 
venting tlie  due  execution  of  law,  every  such  command- 
ing officer,  and  every  commissioned  officer  under  liis 
command  so  offending,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  one  hundred  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dol- 
lars, and  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  six  months. 

§  295.  It  sliall  be  the  duty- of  the  district  attorney  of 
any  county  wlicre  such  offense  shall  be  committed,  to 
prosecute  tlic  same  :  and  in  addition  thereto,  siicli  ofiicer 
shall  be  liable  to  be  tried  by  court-martial  and  sentenced 
to  1)0  cashiered  and  incapacitated  forever  after  for 
holding  military  commission  in  this  State. 

§  290.  Any  non-commissioned  officer,  musician,  or 
private,  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  obey  the  orders 
of  his  commanding  otlicer  in  the  case  above  provided 
for,  sliall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  tlian  twenty- 
five  nor  more  than  one  liundred  dollars,  and  imprison- 
ment in  the  county  jail  for  a  period  not  to  exceed 
tlirec  montiis,  to  be  prosecuted  and  recovered  in  the 
manner  hereinbefore  provided  in  tlie  case  of  commis- 
sioned officers. 

>j  297.  All  officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  and  ])ri- 
vates,  in  cases  of  riot,  tumult,  l,>reach  of  the  peace,  re- 
si.-tanco  to  j)roco.-s,  or  as  iieuevor  called  upon  in  aid  of 
tiie  <'ivil  autlioii'ii«='?,  shall  receive  t!ie  compensation  pro- 
vided by  an  act  entitled,  "An  act  to  enforce  the  laws 
and  preserve  order,"  passed  April  15th,  eighteen  hun- 
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dred  and  forty-five,  which  continues  in  force,  and  shall 
be  piihlishcd  with  this  act  ;  and  every  person  who  shall 
be  wounded  or  disabled  in  such  service,  shall  be  taken 
care  of  and  provided  for  at  the  expense  of  the  county 
where  such  service  sliall  be  rendered. 

OP   DRAFTS   OF   THE    MILITIA. 

§  298.  "Whenever  the  commander-in-chief  sliall  order 
a  draft  from  the  reserved  militia  of  any  company  dis- 
trict, to  raise  the  company  of  the  national  guard  therein 
to,  and  maintain  the  same  at,  cither  the  minimum  or 
maximum  number  provided  by  this  act,  or  whenever  a 
j]^eneral  draft  of  tlie  militia  shall  be  made  by  order  of 
the  commander-in-chief,  or  of  tlie  president  of  the 
United  States,  sucii  draft  shall  l^e  determined  by  lot,  to 
be  drawn  by  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  such  roll 
has  been  filed,  in  tlie  presence  of  the  county  judge  and 
the  mayor  of  any  city,  or  the  supervisor  of  any  town  or 
ward,  upon  the  requisition  of  the  commanding  officer 
of  the  regiment  within  whose  bounds  such  person  may 
reside. 

§  299.  Any  person  so  drafted  may,  witliin  ten  days 
after  receiving  such  notice  of  the  same,  present  to  the 
commandant  of  the  regiment,  independent  battery,  or 
battalion,  his  certificate  of  exemption  by  reason  of 
physical  disability,  from  some  surgeon  or  assistant- 
Burgeo[»  of  the  national  guard,  or  other  due  and  sufficient 
proof  of  his  non-liability  to  military  duty,  and  if  such 
certificate  or  proof  shall  be  sufficient  and  satisfactory, 
such  person  shall  be  discharged  and  another  person 
shall  be  drafted  in  his  stead,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act.  The  necessary  expenses  for 
serving  notices  upon  drafted  persons  shall  1)0  a  county 
ciiarge  ui)on  the  cuunty  in  wliirli  such  drafted  jiersons 
shall  reside  respectively,  and  shall  be  audited  and  paid 
in  the  same  manner  as  other  county  charges  are  au- 
dited and  paid,     (./v  c mauled  hi/  r/i"./>'.  012  <y'  ISGo.) 

§  vJUO.  Any  person  so  drafted,  in  accordance  with 
the   above    provisions,   may  offer  a   substitute   at  the 
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lime  of  the  rendezvous  of  tlie  drafted  militar}^  force 
and  militia,  and  such  substitute,  if  he  shall  be  an  able- 
bodied  man,  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  and  up- 
ward, and  shall  consent  in  writing  to  suliject  himself 
to  all  tlie  duties,  fines,  forfeitures,  and  punishments  to 
which  his  principal  would  have  been  subject  had  he 
personally  served,  siiall  be  accepted  by  tlic  commandant 
of  the  company  of  drafted  militia  to  which  his  princi- 
pal may  belong. 

Any  person  so  drafted,  who  may  be  a  member  of 
any  religious  denomination  whatever,  as  from  scruples 
of  conscience  may  be  averse  to  bearing  arms,  shall  be 
excused  from  said  draft  on  payment  to  the  clerk  of  the 
county  by  whom  such  draft  is  made  the  sum  of  three 
hundred  dollars,  to  be  by  said  county  clerk  paid  to  the 
comptroller  of  the  State,  to  be  applied  to  the  purposes 
mentioned  in  this  act.  {As  amended  by  §  0,  chap.  4'25 
of  1863.) 

§  301.  "Whenever  the  president  of  the  United  States 
or  the  commander-in-chief  shall  order  a  draft  from  t!ie 
militia  for  public  service,  such  draft  sliall  be-  made  in 
the  following  manner  : 

1.  When  the  draft  required  to  be  made  sliall  be  a 
number  equal  to  one  or  more  companies  to  each 
brigade,  such  draft  shall  be  made  by  company,  to  be 
determined  by  lot,  to  be  drawn  by  the  commandant  of 
brigade  in  the  i»resence  of  the  commanding  ollicors  of 
the  regiments  composing  said  brigade,  from  the  military 
forces  of  tlie  State  in  his  briirade,  organized,  uniformcil, 
armed,  and  equipped,  according  to  the  provisions  of  lliis 
act. 

2.  In  case  such  draft  shall  require  a  number  equal  to 
one  regiment,  such  shall  be  determined  by  lot  in  the 
manner  above  prescribed. 

3.  \\\  case  such  draft  shall  rci[uirc  a  lar^-er  number 
than  the  whole  numl.'or  of  men  compo-iiig  the  military 
force  of  said  liriirade,  sucii  additional  draft  shall  bo 
made  of  the  requisite  nnmber,  to  supply  sucli  deiicioncy, 
from  the  military  roll  of  the  reserve  militia  of  each  town 
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or  ward,  filed  in  the  office  of  the  city,  village,  or  tovrn 
clerk,  as  liereinbeforo  provided. 

§  302.  The  commander-in-chief  shall  prescribe  such 
rules,  orders,  and  regulations,  relative  to  the  distribu- 
tion of  arms,  ammunition,  and  military  stores,  to  the 
militia  when  called  into  actual  service,  as  he  may  deem 
proper. 

§  303.  The  command  of  any  military  force,  called 
into  service  under  tiie  provisions  of  this  title,  shall 
devolve  upon  the  senior  officer  of  such  force,  unless 
otherwise  specially  ordered  by  the  commander-in-chief. 

OP   THE   MILITARY  FUND    OF   THE   STATE,    AND    APPROPRIA- 
TIONS  FOR  MILITARY   PURPOSES. 

§  304.  The  moneys  received  from  the  several  county 
treasurers,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be 
kept  separate  and  apart  from  the  current  and  ordinary 
finances  of  this  State,  and  shall  be  applied  to  the  pur- 
poses mentioned  in  tiiis  act  and  to  no  other. 

§  305.  For  the  purcliasc  of  uniforms  and  equipments, 
pay  of  officers  and  privates,  and  other  expenditures  au- 
thorized by  this  act,  tiio  sum  of  three  hundred  thousand 
dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  from  tlie  moneys  men- 
tioned in  tiic  last  preceding  section,  and  from  any 
other  moneys  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

MISCELLANEOUS    PROVISIONS. 

30G.  The  commander-in-chief  is  hereby  authorized 
to  establish  and  prescribe  sucli  rules,  regulations,  forms, 
and  precedents  as  he  shall  deem  proper  for  the  use  and 
government  of  the  military  forces  of  the  State,  and  to 
carry  into  full  cil'ect  the  provisions  of  this  act.  Such 
rules,  regulations,  lornis,  ami  precedents  ^hall  l)C  pub- 
lished in  ordf^rs  by  the  adjutant-goncral,  and,  from  time 
to  time,  distrilnitcd  to  the  commissioned  olliccrs  of  the 
State. 

§  307.  Whenever  any  non-commissioned  officers, 
musician  ,sor  privates,  of  any  uniform  company  or  troop. 
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shall  have  performed  service  ia  any  such  company  or 
troop  for  the  space  of  seven  year.s  from  the  time  of  his 
enlistment  therein,  properly  uniformed  accordinj^  to 
the  provisions  of  law,  he  shall  be  furnished,  on  applica- 
tion, by  the  commanding  officer  of  such  company  or 
troop,  with  a  certificate,  duly  setting  forth  such  facts, 
which  shall,  for  all  purposes,  be  deemed  frima  facie 
evidence  thereof. 

§  303.  The  commanding  officer  of  every  uniform 
company  or  troop  shall,  on  the  application  of  any  com- 
missioned, non-commissioned  officer,  musician,  or  private 
of  his  company,  deliver  to  him  a  certificate,  stating 
that  such  person  is  a  member  of  his  company,  and 
whether  he  is  uniformed  according  to  law,  and  how 
recently  he  may  have  performed  duty  in  said  company. 
Such  certificate,  Avheu  dated  v/ithin  six  months,  siiall 
be  deemed  for  all  purposes  prima  facie  evidence  of  the 
matter  therein  stated. 

§  309.  Every  officer,  non-commissioned  officer,  musi- 
cian, and  private  of  the  uniformed  militia  of  this  State, 
who  shall  have  provided  himself  with  a  uniform,  arms, 
or  accoutrements  required  by  law  or  regulation,  shall 
hold  the  same  exempt  from  all  suits,  distresses,  execu- 
tions or  sales  for  debts,  or  for  the  payment  of  taxes  ; 
and  every  mounted  officer,  and  every  member  of  a 
troop  of  cavalry  or  light  artillery,  who  shall  own  a 
suitable  horse  necessary  for  his  use  as  such  officer  or 
member,  shall  hold  the  same  with  tiie  like  exemption. 

§  310.  The  rules  and  regulations,  prepared  by  a 
board  of  officers  under  section  one  of  title  nine  of  the 
miliiia  law,  passed  April  seventeen,  eighteen  imndred 
and  fifty-four,  with  such  changes  and  modifications  as 
are  provided  in  this  act,  having  received  the  approval 
of  the  commanJcr-in-chief,  are  hereby  ratified  and 
confirmed ;  and  tlie  commander-in-chief  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  make  sucii  changes  and  alterations  in  said 
regulations,  from  time  to  time,  as  he  may  deem  expe- 
dient. 

§  311.  Tiic  commandants  of  regiments   may  appoint 
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ordnance  sergeants  as  keepers  of  armories,  not  exceed- 
ing one  to  each  armory,  -who  shall  be  under  the  au- 
thority and  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  com- 
mandant ;  such  ordnance  sergeants  shall  be  paid  as 
now  provided  for  keepers  of  armories. 

§  312.  No  person  belonging  to  the  military  forces 
shall  be  arrested  on  any  civil  process  Avhile  going  to, 
remaining  at,  or  returning  from  any  place  at  which  he 
may  be  required  to  attend  for  military  duty. 

§  313.  Any  person  who  shall  purchase,  retain,  or  have 
in  custody  or  possession  without  right  any  military 
property  belonging  to  this  State  marked  as  or  known 
to  him  to  be  such,  and  shall,  after  proper  demand,  re- 
fuse to  deliver  the  same  to  any  officer  entitled  to  the 
possession  thereof,  shall  be  liable  to  an  action  for  the 
recovery  of  the  possession  of  such  military  property, 
and  of  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars. 

§  314.  Any  person  belonging  to  the  military  forces 
who  shall,  contrary  to  the  lawful  order  of  the  proper 
officer,  retain  in  iiis  possession  or  control  any  military 
property  of  this  State,  shall  be  liable  to  an  action  to 
recover  the  possession  thereof  and  to  pay  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  ten,  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  and 
shall  also  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  ;  and  any 
conmianding  otlicer  may  take  {»ossession  thereof,  or  of 
such  military  property  mentioned  in  the  preceding  sec- 
tion, wherever  the  same  may  be  found. 

§  315.  Actions  to  recover  the  possession  of  military 
property,  and  tiie  amount  of  any  line  or  penalty  under 
the  two  preceding  sections,  may  be  brought,  by  any 
officer  entitled  to  the  possession  of  such  property,  in 
any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  and  such  line  or 
penalty,  together  witii  all  oiher  tines  and  penalties  pre- 
scribed by  this  act,  and  by  eliapter  three  liundrcd  and 
ninety-eiglit  of  the  Session  Laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  iifiy-four,  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
county  where  the  offender  may  reside,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  military  fund  of  the  regiment  located  therein.     The 
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possession  of  any  military  property,  or  the  amount  of  a 
line  or  penalty,  may  be  recovered  in  the  same  action. 
Proceedings  at  law  shall  not  preclude  the  punishment 
of  any  military  person  in  the  military  courts. 

§  316.  Any  person  belonging  to  the  military  forces 
of  this  State,  going  to  or  returning  from  any  parade, 
encampment,  drill,  or  meeting,  which  he  may  be  required 
by  law  to  attend,  shall,  together  with  his  conveyance 
and  the  military  property  of  the  State,  be  allowed  to 
pass  free  through  all  toll-gates,  over  toll-bridges  and 
ferries. 

§  317.  Whenever  any  officer  shall  have  served  or 
shall  hereafter  serve  continuously  and  honorably  as 
commandant  of  any  military  company,  under  a  military 
commission  issued  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  for  the 
period  of  twenty  years,  the  commander-in-chief  shall 
have  power  to  confer  upon  such  oflicer  the  l)rcvct  or 
lionorary  rank  of  colonel,  but  such  brevet  shall  not  con- 
fer additional  pay  or  emoluments  for  services  under  this 
act. 

§  318.  All  officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  musi- 
cians, and  privates  of  the  national  guard,  while  on  duty 
or  assembled  therefor,  pursuant  to  the  order  of  the 
sheriiT  of  any  county,  or  the  mayor  of  any  city,  in  cases 
of  riot,  tumult,  breach  of  peace,  resistance  to  process, 
or  whenever  called  upon  in  aid  of  the  civil  authorities, 
shall  receive  the  compensation  provided  by  the  twenty- 
first  section  of  the  act  entitled  '"An  act  to  enforce  the 
laws  and  preserve  order,'*  passed  April  fifteen,  eighteen 
hundred  and  forty-tive,  and  such  compensation  shall  be 
audited,  allowed  and  paid  l>y  the  supervisors  of  the 
county  where  such  service  is  rendered,  and  shall  be  a 
portion  of  the  county  charges  of  said  county,  to  be 
levied  and  raised  as  other  county  charges  arc  levied 
and  raised. 

>i  319.  Chapter  t!irec  hundred  and  ninety-eight  of  the 
Laws  of  eighteen  iiundred  and  tifty-four,  exce[tt  such 
parts  of  the  same  as  arc  referred  to  in  sections  live 
and  ten  of  this  title,  chapters  two  hundred  and  sixty-one 
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and  five  hundred  and  thirty-six  of  the  Laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty-five,  chapters  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
nine,  and  three  huudred  and  forty-three  of  the  Laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-eight,  and  all  other  acts  and 
parts  of  acts  conflicting  with  this  act  are  hereby  re- 
pealed ;  but  such  repeal  shall  not  affect  any  legal  pro- 
ceedings commenced  under  them. 

§  320.  This  act  shall  take  cfiect  immediately.

JiJf  ACT  to  amend  an  act  entitled  ''An  Act  to  provide  for 

the  enrollment  of  the  MUltia,  the  orrjanization  and 
discipline  of  the  jyational  Guard  of  the  State  of  JVeio 
York,  and  for  the  public  defense,^'  passed  April  23, 
1862,  designated  as  the  Military  Code  of  the  State  of 
Mw  York.  Passed  April  22,  18G7  ;  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  :    • 

§  1.  Subdivision  two  of  section  one,  sections  four, 
eight,  nine,  ten,  eleven,  twelve,  thirteen,  fourteen,  fif- 
teen, eighteen,  twenty-six,  thirty,  one  hundred  and  two, 
one  hundred  and  twenty-one,  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
six,  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven,  one  liundred  and 
thirty-eight,  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  one  hundred 
and  forty,  one  hundred  and  forty-two,  one  hundred  and 
forty-six,  and  two  liunJrcd  and  eighteen,  of  chapter  four 
hundred  and  scvcuty-scvcn,  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-two.  designated  as  the  military  code 
of  the  State  of  Xew  York,  are  hereby  amended  so  as 
to  read  as  follows  : 

§  2.  Persons  who  have  been  or  liereafter  sliall  be  rc^- 
ularly  and  honorably  disrhargcd  from  the  regular  or 
volunteer  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States,"in  con- 
sequence of  the  perforniancc  of  military  duty,  in  pur- 
suance of  any  law  of  this  .Slate,  and  such  firemen  as  arc 
now  exempted  by  law. 

§  4.  Under  the  direction  and  superintendence  of  the 
coramander-in-cliief,  all  persons  liable  to  militarv  duty 
in  this  State,  who  are  not  already  members  of  the  or- 
ganized militia,  shall  be  annually  enrolled  in  such  man- 
ner, and  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  com- 
mander-in-chief may  from  tiiU'^  to  time  prescrii^e,  and 
by  and  umkr  the  direction  of  such  olllcers  as  he  may 
appoint ;  but  no  [>erson  shall  be  so  appointed  who  is  not 
an  officer  or  mcml>er  of  the  national  truard  and  amena- 
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ble  lo  military  law  for  any  neglect  or  dereliction  in  tlie 
discharge  of  such  duty.  Such  enrollment  shall  distinctly 
specify  the  names  and  residences  of  the  persons  enrolled, 
and  shall  divide  the  same  into  two  classes,  the  persona 
between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  thirty  years  to  consti- 
tute the  first  class,  and  the  persons  between  the  ages  of 
thirty  and  forty-live  years  to  constitute  the  second  class  ; 
but  the  erroneous  classification  of  any  person  liable  to 
do  military  duty  shall  not  relieve  him  from  any  of  the 
penalties  prescribed  by  law  for  non-performance  of  such 
duty.  Such  enrollment  shall  be  made  and  completed  in 
each  year  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July.  The 
officer  making  such  enrollment  shall,  at  the  time  of  mak- 
ms  the  same,  serve  upon  each  person  enrolled  a  notice, 
by  delivering  the  same  personally,  or  by  leaving  it  with 
some  person  of  suitable  age  and  discretion,  at  his  place 
of  residence,  that  he  is  enrolled  as  liable  to  military 
duty,  and  that  if  he  claims  that  lie  is  for  any  reason 
exempt  from  military  duty,  he  must,  on  or  before  the 
fifteenth  day  of  August  tiicn  next  ensuing,  file  a  written 
statement  of  such  exemption,  verified  by  afiidavit,  at  the 
headquarters  of  such  enrolling  officer,  to  lie  designated 
in  such  notice  ;  but  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  serve 
such  notice  upon  any  person  so  enrolled,  wliosc  name 
has  been  entered  upon  any  previous  enrollment  in  the 
same  company  district. 

§  8.  The  commander-in-chief  shall  cause  to  be  pub- 
lished once  a  week  for  four  weeks  previous  to  the  first 
day  of  August,  in  the  newspaper  designated  in  accord- 
ance with  hiw  as  the  State  paper,  a  notice  that  tlie  en- 
rollment of  persons  liable  to  military  duty  in  the  State 
has  been  completed,  and  which  notice  shall  also  specify 
that  any  person  who  claims  that  he  is  for  any  reason 
exempt  from  military  duty  shall,  on  or  before  the  fif- 
teenth day  of  August  then  next  ensuing,  file  a  written 
statement  of  such  oxemptiiju,  veriiied  by  ailiilavit,  with 
the  enrolling  officer  of  his  district,  or  the  commandant 
of  ihe  company  or  regimental  district  in  which  sucli 
person  may  reside  ;  and  a  copy  of  such  notice,  designa- 
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ting  the  places  -wliere  exemptions  may  bo  filed,  shall,  foi* 
■  the  same  period,  be  posted  by  each  enrolling  officer  in 
some  conspicuous  place  in  his  district ;  and  publication 
of  either  of  sucli  notices  shall  be  a  sufficient  notice  of 
such  enrollment  to  all  persons  named  therein  ;  the  affi- 
davit required  by  this  section  may  be  made  before  the 
enrolling  officer  or  commandant  of  the  district,  who 
shall  make  no  charge  therefor. 

§  9.  Such  enrolling  officer  shall  not  include  in  said 
enrollment,  tlie  names  of  any  officers  or  members  of  the 
uniformed  militia  of  this  State,  nor  of  the  officers  or 
members  of  any  fire  company,  and  the  foreman  of  every 
lire  company  in  any  city,  viriagc,  or  town,  shall,  before 
the  fifteenth  day  of  May  in  each  year,  file  with  such  en- 
rolling oflicer  of  the  district  in  which  such  fire  company 
may  be  located,  a  Kst  containing  the  names  of  all  per- 
sons belonging  to  their  respective  companies,  which  list 
shall  show  the  town  or  ward  in  which  each  member  of 
such  company  resides. 

§  10.  All  persons  claiming  exemptions  shall  file  a 
written  statement  of  the  same,  verified  by  affidavit, 
with  the  enrolling  officer  of  the  district  in  which  such 
person  may  reside,  on  or  before  tlie  fifteenth  day  of 
August,  in  default  of  which,  such  person  shall  lose  bene- 
fit of  such  exemption,  except  such  as  arc  especially 
exempt  by  act  of  congress.  The  captain,  commandant, 
or  other  officer  making  such  enrollment,  shall  thereupon, 
if  such  person  be  exempt  according  to  law,  mark  the 
word  "exempt"  opposite  the  name  of  each  person  pre- 
senting such  exemption  ;  and  if  such  exemption  bo  per- 
manent, the  name  of  such  person  shall  not  be  included 
in  any  subsequent  enrollment.  If  any  person  shall 
swear  falsely  in  such  aOidavit,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  per- 
jury. 

§  11.  Ti)e  persons  thus  enrolled  shall  form  the  reserve 
militia  of  the  State  of  New  York  ;  those  between  the 
ages  of  ijighteeu  and  thirty  yi-ars  shall  constitute  tlio 
reserve  of  the  first  class,  and  tliose  between  the  ages  of 
thirty  and  forty-live  years  shall  constitute  the  reserve 
of  the  second  class. 
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§  12.  Any  member  of  tlie  reserve  militia  may  commute 
for  the  military  duty,  and  for  the  arms  and  accoutre- 
ments  required  by  law,  by  the  payment  iu  each  year  of 
the  sura  of  one  dollar,  which  commutation  shall  be  paid 
between  the  first  day  of  July  and  the  fifteenth  day  of 
August,  to  the  collector  or  receiver  of  taxes  in  the  town 
or  ward  in  which  such  person  may  reside,  for  which 
payment  the  said  collector  or  receiver  shall  give  his 
receipt  in  such  form  as  the  commander-in-chief  may  pre- 
scribe ;  and  moneys  collected  shall,  by  the  collector  or 
receiver,  be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  county,  to 
the  credit  of  the  miUtary  fund  of  the  State,  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  September  ;  at  which  time  the  collector 
or  receiver  shall  transmit  a  roll  of  such  persons  as  shall 
have  paid  such  commutation  to  the  commandant  of  the 
brigade  district,  except  in  the  counties  of  Ncvv'  York 
and  llichmond,  where  such  rolls  shall  be  transmitted  to 
the  commandant  of  the  division  ;  and  the  correctness  of 
such  rolls  shall  be  verified  by  such  collector  or  receiver. 
But  no  commutation  paid  under  this  section  shall  relieve 
any  person  liable  to  military  duty  from  such  duly  iu 
case  of  insurrection  or  invasion,  or  imminent  danger 
thereof.  Said  collector  or  receiver  of  taxes  shall  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  July  iu  each  year,  execute  and 
deliver  a  bond  in  like  manner  as  other  bonds  arc  exe- 
cuted and  delivered  by  such  collector  or  receiver,  that 
lie  will  faithfully  i>ay  over  all  moneys  and  perform  all 
duties  in  respect  thereto  required  by  law. 

§  13.  The  reserve  militia  of  the  lirst  and  second 
classes,  except  such  as  shall  have  paid  commutation,  as 
provided  in  the  preceding  section,  shall  assemble  at 
their  several  company  districts,  armed  and  cquijipcd  as 
provided  by  law,  for  parade  and  inspection  on  the  first 
^Monday  in  September  in  each  year,  at  such  hour  and 
place  as  the  captain  oi*  commandant  shall  designate  in 
orders,  to  be  posted  in  three  public  jikiccs  in  said  com- 
pany district  for  ten  days,  and  shall  lio  under  the  orders 
of  the  captain  or  commandant  of  taid  district  ;  and 
such  captain   or  comaiandaut  shall  make  a  register  of 
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all  such  as  shall  attend  such  parade,  armed  and  equipped 
aS  aforesaid,  and  shall  transmit  a  duly  certified  copy  of 
such  register,  on  or  before  tiie  fifteenth  day  of  Septem- 
ber, to  the  commandant  of  the  bi-igade, 'except  in  tiie 
counties  of  New  York  and  Richmond,  where  such 
register  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  commandant  of  the 
division,  but  in  all  cases  such  registers  shall  be  trans- 
mitted through  the  intermediate  commanders.  And  in 
any  county  Tvhich  has  not  been  divided  into  company 
districts,  and  in  which  there  are  no  officers  to  complV 
with  the  above  provisions,  the  commandant  of  the  bri- 
gade shall  designate  some  capable  officer  from  his  com- 
mand to  attend  to  all  the  requirements  above  named. 
And  in  any  locality  where  there  is  no  brigade  oro-aniza- 
tion,  the  division  commander  shall  in  like  manner  detail 
a  suitable  oflicer  from  his  command  for  the  performance 
of  these  duties.  The  ofilcer  performing  this  labor  mav 
in  the  discretion  of  the  commander-in-chief,  receive 
such  pay  for  the  same  as  is  provided  in  section  one  hun- 
dred and  seventy-four,  military  code. 

§  14.  All  persons  wiio  shall  neglect  to  attend  such 
parade,  and  who  shall  have  omitted  to  pay  the  commu- 
tation therefor,  as  ]»rovided  by  section  twelve  of  this 
act,  shall  be  reported  as  delinquents,  and  shall  bo  liable 
to  a  fine  of  three  dollars.  The  several  brigade  com- 
manders shall,  with  the  approval  of  the  commanders, 
of  their  respective  divisions,  appoint  in  each  recrimental 
district  one  or  more  ofricers,  Ijcforc  whom  such  delin- 
quents shall  be  cited  to  aii|»car.  by  order  of  the  brifra- 
dier-general,  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday 
in  October  ;  and  such  oOiccrs  so  appointed,  shall  have 
power,  under  the  regulations  of  the  commander-in-chief, 
to  determine  the  facts  of  such  delinquency,  and  if  such 
delinquents  shall  not  prove  their  exemption  by  commu- 
tation or  otherwise,  as  provided  ))y  law,  thcofiicor  so 
appointed  shall  have  [unver  to  impose  a  fine,  as  aliovo 
provided.  wJiicli  shall  bo  collected  in  the  same  manner 
as  fines  and  penalties  imposed  by  military  courts  are 
now  collected,  all   the   provisions   of   law   concerning 
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which  sliall  apply  to  the  fines  contemplated  in  tliis  sec- 
tion. And  the  ofhcer  so  appointed  to  determine  sucli 
delinquencies,  shall  have  the  same  powers,  and  be  sub- 
ject to  the  same  regulations  as  are  imposed  on  the  pres- 
idents of  courts-martial,  as  provided  by  section  Wo 
hundred  and  five  of  this  act  ;  and  any  such  officer  who 
shall  be  guilty  of  disobedience  of  orders,  or  neglect  of 
or  malpractices  in  such  duty,  shall  be  liable  to  the 
penalties  imposed  by  section  two  hundred  and  sixteen 
of  this  act. 

§  15.  The  oflScer  appointed  to  determine  delinquencies 
shall,'  immediately  after  the  performance  of  such  duty, 
report  his  proceedings  to  the  commander  of  the  brigade, 
and  the  marshal  or  other  officer  who  shall  collect  such 
fines  shall  pay  the  same  to  the  county  treasurer,  to  the 
credit  of  the  military  fund  of  the  State.  The  county 
treasurer  of  each  county  shall,  on  the  first  days  of  Feb- 
ruary and  October,  in  each  year,  remit  to  the  comptroller 
of  the  State  all  moneys  received  by  him  and  in  his 
hands,  credited  to  the  military  fund  of  the  State,  which 
moneys  shall  be  kept  distinct  from  other  funds  in  his 
possession. 

§  18.  The  commander-in-chief  shall  issue  such  orders 
and  regulations,  and  cause  to  be  provided  such  books, 
and  blank  forms  and  returns,  as  may  be  necessary  to 
secure  tlie  enrollment,  and  the  collection  of  commuta- 
tion moneys  and  fines  and  penalties  as  herein  provided  ; 
and  there  shall  be  allowed  to  the  military  officers 
ordered  on  duty,  in  making  such  enrollment  and  collect- 
ing such  fines,  a  reasonable  compensation,  not  exceeding 
the  rates  allowed  by  section  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
four  of  this  act,  except  that  officers  below  the  rank  ot 
captain  may  receive  the  compensation  allowed  to  offi- 
cers of  that  rank  ;  which  compensation  shall  be  fixed 
by  the  connuauder-in-chief,  and  under  his  orders  {laid 
by  the  jiaymaster-general.  The  treasurer  of  any  city  or 
county  to  whoni  any  commutation  money  or  fines  shall 
be  paid,  may  retain  therefrom  one  per  cent  as  his  fees 
for  receipt  and  care  of  the  same  ;  and  all  collectors  or 
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receivers  of  taxes  shall  be  entitled  to  add  to  and  collect 
five  cents  as  fees  from  each  person  paying  such  commu- 
tation. 

§  26.  Company  officers  shall  use  their  best  efforts  to 
obtain  sufficient  volunteers  to  raise  their  respective 
companies  to  the  number  of  at  least  forty-five  non-com- 
missioned officers  and  privates,  which  mimber  is  hereby 
fixed  as  the  minimum,  and  one  hundred  as  the  maximum 
organization. 

§  30.  Each  division  shall  consist  of  not  l?ss  than  two 
brigades,  each  brigade  not  less  than  two  regiments,  each 
regiment  not  less  than  eight  battalion  companies  of  forty- 
five  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates.  Whenever 
any  company  shall  fall  below  the  number  of  forty-five 
non-commissioned  officers  and  privates,  such  company 
may  be  consolidated  or  disbanded  ;  and  whenever  any 
regimental  organization  shall  fall  below  the  number  of 
eight  battalion  companies,  or  an  aggregate  force  of  three 
hundred  and  sixty  non-commissioned  officers  and  pri- 
vates, such  regiment  shall  thereupon  be  designated  as  a 
battalion,  but  shall  retain  its  regimental  number,  unless 
such  battalion  shall  bo  consolidated  or  disbanded. 

§  102.  In  the  department  of  the  commissary-general 
of  subsistence  there  shall  .1)0  a  commissary-general  of 
suljsistence,  with  the  rank  of  brigadier-general,  and  such 
commissaries  of  subsistence  as  may  be  otherwise  pro- 
vided by  law. 

§  121.  In  case  such  armory  shall  not  be  erected  or 
rented  by  the  supervisors  for  the  use  of  such  company,  the 
commandant  of  the  regiment,  in  his  discretion,  witli  the 
approval  of  the  inspector-general,  may  rent  or  erect  a 
room  or  building,  to  bo  used  for  the  purpose  of  such 
armory,  and  the  amount  of  rent  thereof,  provided  the 
same  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  iifty 
dollars  for  eacli  company,  in  tlio  several  cities  of  this 
State,  and  one  imiulrod  and  fifty  dollars  for  companies 
not  located  in  citie.-,  shall  1)0  a  roiinty  charj^e,  and  shall 
be  paid  by  such  supervisors,  and  levied  and  raised  as 
hereinbefore  provided. 
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§  126.  The  commanding  officer  of  each  regiment  or 
battalion,  shall  appoint  a  suitable  person  to  talce. charge 
of  the  armory,  armories,  or  place  of  deposit  of  his  regi- 
ment, or  of  the  several  companies  in  his  regiment,  and 
all  arms,  equipments,  and  other  property  of  the  State 
therein  deposited,  and  to  discharge  all  duties  connected 
therewith,  as  shall  be  from  time  to  time  prescribed  by 
the  commanding  officer. 

§  127.  Such  person  so  appointed,  shall  receive  a  com- 
pensation of  one  dollar  and  tifty  cents  per  day,  for  the 
time  actually  employed  in  cleaning  guns,  and  other  du- 
ties indispensably  necessary  for  the  safe  keeping  and 
preservation  of  such  property  committed  to  his  charge, 
■which  shall  be  a  county  charge  upon  the  county  in  which 
said  armory  is  situated,  and  audited  and  paid  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  county  charges. 

§  13S.  For  the  purpose  of  warning  the  non-conmiis- 
sioned  officers,  musicians,  and  privates,  to  any  parade, 
encampment,  or  place  of  rendezvous,  tiic  connnandant 
of  each  company  may  appoint  a  suitable  person  a  warn- 
ing officer,  who  shall  be  compensated  from  the  funds  of 
the  company,  and  the  commandant  of  each  company 
shall  issue  his  orders  under  his  hand,  to  his  waruiiiir  '^th- 
cer  or  to  his  non-commissioned  officers,  requifing  tlicm 
to  warn  all  the  non-connnissioned  ofiicers,  musicians,  and 
privates  of  his  company  to  appear  at  such  parade,  en- 
campment, or  ])lace  of  rendezvous,  armed  and  equipped 
according  to  law  and  regulation. 

§  130.  Each  non-commissioned  or  warning  oQicer,  to 
whom  sucli  order  shall  be  directed,  shall  warn  every 
person  whom  he  shall  be  therein  required  to  warn,  by 
Teadiug  the  orders,  or  stating  the  substance  thtn-cof  in 
the  hearing  of  such  person  ;  or  in  case  of  his  absence 
by  leaving  a  notice  thereof  at  his  usual  jilacc  of  abode 
or  business,  with  some  person  of  suitable  age  and  discre- 
tion, or  by  sending  the  same  to  him  by  n:ail,  directed 
to  him  at  the  i^ost-oilicc  nearest  his  place  of  resilience. 

5^  14u.  Sucli  non-commis.-ioned  or  warniuiic  (alicor  shall 
make  a  return  to  his  commandant,  ia  \Yhicli  he  shall 
0* 
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state  the  names  of  all  persons  by  liim  warned,  and  tlie 
manner  of  warninj^  them  respectively,  and  shall  make 
oath  to  tlie  truth  of  such  return,  which  oath  shall  bo 
adniiuistercd  by  tiic  commandant,  and  certified  by  him 
on  the  warrant  or  return. 

§  142.  The  return  of  such  non-commissioned  or  warn- 
ing ofticer,  so  sworn  to  and  certiiied,  shall  be  as  good 
evidence,  on  the  trial  of  any  person  returned  as  a  delin- 
quent, of  tiio  facts  therein  stated,  as  if  such  officer  had 
testified  to  the  same  before  the  court-martial  on  such 
trial. 

§  Hb.  Every  non-commissioned  officer,  musician,  or 
private  of  the  national  guard  of  this  State,  shall  be 
liolden  to  do  duty  therein  for  the  term  of  seven  years 
from  his  enlistment,  unless  disability  after  enlistment 
shall  incapacitate  him  to  perform  such  duty,  or  he  shall 
be  regularly  discliargcd  l)y  the  commandant  of  his  regi- 
ment ;  all  general  and  stafT  officers,  all  ticld  officers,  all 
commissioned  and  non-connnissioncd  officers,  musicians, 
and  privates,  of  the  organized  national  guard  of  this 
State,  shall  be  exempt  from  jury  duty  during  the  time 
they  shall  perform  military  duty,  and  shall  be  entitled 
to  a  deduction  in  the  assessment  of  their  real  and  per- 
sonal property,  to  the  amount  of  five  hundred  dollars 
each,  except  cavalrymen,  artillerymen,  and  mounted 
officers  who  shall  be  entitled  to  a  deduction  of  one 
thousand  dollars  on  all  classes  of  taxes.  And  every 
person  who  shall  have  so  served  seven  years,  and  shall 
liavc  been  honorably  discharired  as  required  by  this  sec- 
tion, shall  forever  after,  as  long  as  ho  remains  a  citizen 
of  this  State,  be  exempt  from  jury  duty.  No  non-com- 
missioned officer,  musician,  or  private,  in  the  national 
guard  shall  l»c  discharged  from  service,  excc[)t  for  pliys- 
ical  disability  or  expiration  of  term  of  service.  Dis- 
charges for  physical  disability  shall  Ijc  given  only  upon 
the  ccrtilicatc  of  the  regimental  surgeon  ;  and  no  mem- 
ber of  any  company  shall  bo  di.-charged  from  service 
except  upon  the  certificate  of  the  commanding  officer 
of  his  company,  that  such  member  has  turned  over  or 
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satisfactorily  accounted  for  all  property  issued  to  and 
charged  to  him.  Commanding  otficers  of  regiments 
shall  make  returns  througii  intermediate  ofEcers,  to  the 
adjutant-general,  on  the  lirst  day  of  January  and  July 
in  each  year,  of  all  discharges  granted  by  them  during 
the  previous  six  months,  giving  names  and  grades  of  the 
persons  so  discharged,  and  the  causes  for  which  dis- 
charged. 

§  218.  Subdivision  1.  Every  non-commissioned  offi- 
cer, musician,  and  private,  for  non-appearance,  when 
duly  warned  or  summoned,  at  a  company  parade,  a  fine 
of  two  dollars  for  each  day  ;  at  a  regiment  or  battalion 
parade,  or  encampment,  not  less  than  three  or  more  than 
six  dollars  for  each  day  ;  and  at  a  place  of  rendezvous, 
when  called  into  actual  service,  a  sum  not  exceeding 
twelve  months'  jiay,  nor  less  than  one  mouth's  pay. 

§  2.  The  commander-in  chief  shall  appoint  and  com- 
mission brigadier-generals  of  brigades  in  the  several 
divisions  of  the  State,  except  the  first  and  second,  when- 
ever vacancies  exist,  or  whenever  they  may  occur. 

§  3.  The  staffs  of  divisions,  brigades,  and  regiments, 
shall  be  constituted  and  appointed  as  follows  :  to  each 
division,  an  assistant  adjutant-goncral,  with  the  rank  of 
colonel,  to  1)C  chief  of  slatV;  a  division  inspector,  witii 
the  rank  of  colonel  ;  a  division  engineer,  with  the  rank 
of  colonel  :  a  division  judge-advocate,  with  the  rank  of 
colonel  ;  a  division  surgeon,  with  the  rank  of  colonel  ; 
an  ordnance  officer,  with  the  rank  of  a  lieutenant-col- 
onel ;  a  (luarlormaster,  with  the  rank  of  lieutenant-col- 
onel ;  a  commissary  of  sul)sistence,  with  the  rank  of 
lieutenant-colonel  ;  two  aiiles-de-oani]),  with  tlie  rank  of 
mnjor  ;  and  one  aide-de-cam}),  with  the  rank  of  ca{)tain  ; 
all  of  whom  shall  1)0  coiumissioncd  by  the  commander- 
in-chief,  upon  appointment  by  the  mojor-general  com- 
manding the  <li\  ir-ion.  'J'o  each  brigade,  an  assistant 
adjutant-general,  wiiii  tho  rank  of  mnjor.  to  be  chief  of 
staif  ;  an  inspod'tr.  wiui  the  rank  of  major  ;  an  cniri- 
neer,  with  the  rank  of  major  ;  a  judge-advocate,  with 
the  rank  of  major  ;  ii  surgeon,  with  the  rank  of  major  ; 
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an  ordnance  officer,  ■n'itli  the  rank  of  captain  ;  a  quarter- 
master, with  the  rank  of  captain  ;  a  commissary  of  sub- 
sistence, with  the  rank  of  captain  ;  one  aide-de-camp, 
with  the  rank  of  captain,  and  one  aide-de-camp,  with 
the  rank  of  first  lieutenant,  all  of  wlioni  siiall  be  com- 
missioned by  the  conimander-in-cliief,  upon  election  or 
the  appointment  of  tlic  brigadier-general  commanding 
the  brigade.  To  each  regiment,  an  adjutant  with  the 
rank  of  first  lieutenant ;  a  quartermaster,  with  the  rank 
of  first  lieutenant  ;  a  commissary-  of  subsistence,  with 
the  rank  of  first  lieutenant ;  a  surgeon,  with  the  rank 
of  major  ;  an  assistant  surgeon,  with  the  rank  of  first 
lieutenant ;  and  a  chaplain,  with  the  rank  of  captain,  all 
of  whom  shall  bo  commissioned  by  tlie  commander-in- 
chief,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  colonel  command- 
ing the  regiment ;  but  regimental  stafl'  officers  shall  not 
be  allowed  to  vote  at  any  election  of  field  officers. 

§  4.  The  commander-in-chief  shall  be  empowered  to 
prescribe  and  enforce  such  rules  and  regulations  in  re- 
gard to  the  disbursement  and  accounting  for  the  regi- 
mental funds  of  the  several  reginifuts,  as  may  by  him 
be  deemed  necessary  to  secure  a  proper  disposition  of, 
and  accountability  *or,  sucli  funds. 

§  5.  Division,  bi.gade,  nnd  special  judge-advocates 
and  presidents,  and  members  of  any  court  of  inquiry  or 
court-martial  for  the  trial  of  officers,  sliall  receive  for 
such  duty  a  sum  equal  to  one  day's  pay  for  field  duty, 
for  each  day  he  may  be  actually  employed  in  said  court, 
or  cn-jaged  in  the  business  thereof,  or  in  traveling  to 
and  from  the  court,  allowing  thirty  miles  for  a  dav's 
travel,  the  same  to  bo  paid  upon  the  approval  of  the 
judge-advocate  general,  in  the  same  manner  as  otlier 
military  accounts. 

§  G.  Division  and  brigade  inspectors  are  hereby 
classified  as  beloniring  to  the  department  of  the  inspec- 
tor-general, and  ail  rojiorls  herotoibro  ro(iuii"cd  to  be 
madi.'  to  the  aiijutanr-general  shall  be  made  to  tlic  in- 
spector-goncral. 

§  7.  The  coiiuty  treasurers  of  the  several  counties 
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shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June,  1S6T.  remit  to 
the  comptroller  of  the  State  all  moneys  which  may 
have  been  received  in  any  year  by  tliem  or  their  prede- 
cessors, to  the  credit  of  the  militia  fund,  from  the  mem- 
bers of  the  reserve  militia  of  the  national  guard,  on 
account  of  fines,  for  not  parading,  in  requirement  of 
section  tliirtcen,  ^Military  Code,  or  on  account  of  any 
sums  paid  for  exemption  from  the  service  demanded 
under  said  section.  And  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  re- 
ceived from  the  sources  above  mentioned  shall  be  ap- 
plied to  military  purpose?,  the  same  as  other  military 
funds  are  applied  and  paid. 

§  8.  Sucli  sections  and  parts  of  the  military  code  as 
are  inconsistent  or  conflict  "vvith  this  act,  are  hereby 
repealed. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

REGIMEN'TAL   OnOAXrZATIOX — INFAXTRT. 

I. — One  Colonel,  one  Lieutenant-Colonel,  one  Major, 
one  Adjutant,  vvith  rank  of  1st  Lieutenant,  one  Quarter- 
master, witli  rank  of  Lst  Lieutenant ;  one  Commissary 
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of  Subsistence,  with  rank  of  1st  Lieutenant;  one  Sur- 
geon, witii  rank  of  .Major  ;  one  Assistant-Sur(>'Con,  witii 
rank  of  1st  Lieutenant  ;  one  Chaplain,  with  rank  of 
Captain  ;  one  Serufeant-Major,  one  Qnartormastor-Ser- 
geant,  one  (-oinnii.>sary-Sergeant,  one  Hospital  Steward, 
two  principal  Mu.sicians,  ton  Companies. 

In  addiliou  to  the  Kcgiinental  Non-Commissioned 
StalF  above  provided,  it  shall  be  optional  with  the  Regi- 
mental Commander  to  appoint  two  Sergeant  Standard- 
bearers,  as  the  same  are  now  provided  by  law,  but  such 
officers  can  not  be  mustered  into  the  service  of  the 
United  States. 

A  Regimental  Band,  under  command  of  a  Leader,  may 
also  be  enlisted. 

COMPANY   ORGANIZATION — INFANTRY. 

One  Captain,  one  1st  Lieutenant,  one  2d  Lieutenant, 
one  1st  Sergeant,  one  Quartermaster-Sergeant,  four 
Sergeants,  eight  Corporals,  two  ^lusicians,  tliirty  to  one 
hundred  Privates, 

It  will  be  optional  witli  Com))any  Commandants  to  en- 
roll one  musician  in  addition  to  the  two  above  stated, 
as  the  Military  Code  provides  for  three  in  each  com- 
pany, but  only  two  can  be  mustered  into  the  United 
States  service  ;  also,  in  case  of  muster  into  United 
States  service,  tliorc  will  be  allowed  to  each  company 
two  Artificers  and  one  Wagoner. 

11. — No  ofTiccrs  in  excess  of  those  designated  in  these 
orders  can  be  recognized. 

III. — The  enlistment  of  all  members  of  the  National 
Guard,  as  provided  by  General  Orders,  No.  23,  of  18G7, 
is  strictly  cnjoinod. 

Minors  must  not  he  enlisted  except  with  confront  of 
parents  or  Lruaniians. 

The  enlistment  "l  aliens  i-:  ])roliibitc  1.  For^iLrncrs 
who  have  declared  on  oath  their  intention  to  become 
citizens  may  be  enrolled. 
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TV. — The  attention  of  all  officers  and  members  of 
tlieXational  Guard  is  directed  to  the  provisions  of  law 
tliat  the  term  of  service  shall  be  seven  years,  and  tliat 
discharges  can  be  granted  only  for  physical  disability 
or  expiration  of  term  of  service. 

Surgeons  will  give  certificates  of  disability  only  in 
cases  where  the  causes  are  permanent,  and  disqualifying 
for  active  service. 

Y. — The  payment  of  fines  or  penalties  for  absence 
from  company  meetings,  drills,  parades,  and  other  as- 
semblages, can  not  in  any  sense  be  considered  as  a  com- 
mutation for  the  actual  service  required  of  the  officers 
and  members  of  the  National  Guard. 

Whenever  an  officer  or  member  shall  have  been  ab- 
sent from  three  consecutive  meetings,  drills,  or  parades, 
without  rendering  a  satisfactory  excuse  for  such  absence, 
either  on  account  of  illness  of  self  or  members  of  his 
family,  or  unavoidable  absence  from  home,  in  addition 
to  all  fines  and  penalties  imposed  for  such  absence,  the 
time  from  the  date  of  the  iirst  absence  to  the  date  when 
the  delinquent  shall  again  report  for  duty  at  a  company 
meeting  or  drill,  shall  not  be  allowed  upon  his  term  of 
enlistment ;  and  the  Commandant  of  the  company  shall 
upon  the  descriptive  books  charge  such  time,  giving 
dates,  against  such  member,  who  will  not  be  entitled  to 
a  discharge  lor  ex{)iration  of  term  of  service  until  he 
shall  have  made  crood  the  time  so  lost  and  deducted,  and 
shall  have  actually  served  the  full  term  required  bylaw. 

YI. — Delinquent  mcml)er3  will  be  dropped  from  the 
rolls  in  manner  as  follows  : 

Whenever  a  memher  of  any  company  shall  have 
moved  beyond  the  hounds  of  the  State,  or  having  been 
al)sent  without  leave  and  returned  to  and  fined  by  sen- 
tence of  court-martial,  ami  such  sentence  can  not  be  en- 
forced on  account  uf  inahility  to  line  suc!i  member,  and 
such  sentence  iiaving  been  j)romulg:ited  at  least  three 
months  i)rior  to  the  annual  inspection  and  muster,  tlicu 
the  names  of  such  persons  shall  not  be  borne  in  jilacc

upon  the  first  muster-roll  succccdinGT  such  absence  or 
sentence  of  court-martial  ;  but  such  names  shall  be 
entered  after  the  alphabetical  list  of  privates,  and  op- 
posite their  names  in  the  column  of  remarks  shall  be  en- 
tered :  "  Dropped  (May  30),  removed  from  State,"  or 
"  dropped  (Feb.  9),  can  not  bo  found,"  as  the  case  may 
be,  and  the  date  entered  being  that  when  the  person 
last  reported  for  duty.  Eut  no  member  shall  be  so 
dropped,  except  with  the  approval  of  the  Commandant 
of  the  Regiment,  to  whom  the  Conipany  Commandants 
shall,  at  least  three  weeks  before  the  annual  muster,  re- 
port the  names  of  persons  liable  to  be  dropped  and  the 
causes  therefor,  which  report  shall  be  returned  Avith  ap- 
proval or  disapproval  within  ten  days  after  receipt. 

"VII. — Members  so  dropped  from  the  rolls  shall  not 
be  included  in  the  aggregate  strength  of  the  company 
or  regiment  as  "absent,"  or  aggregate,  "present  and 
absent." 

On  muster-rolls  succeeding  the  first  roll  after  such 
persons  are  dropped,  their  Dames  shall  not  appear  at  all 
except  by  order  of  the  Commandant  of  the  llegiment 
upon  evidence  that  sncli  ni'MnbLM'S  iiave  voluntarily  re- 
turned to  duty  and  paid  all  fines  and  penalties  due,  or 
have  been  arrested  and  the  sentence  of  court-martial 
enforced,  and  in  such  case  their  names  shall  be  entered 
in  place  on  the  next  rolls  thereafter,  and  opposite  them, 
in  the  column  of  remarks,  shall  be  entered  "  dropped 
(May  30,  1SG7).  taken  up  (April  11,  1Sij8)."  And  simi- 
lar entries  shall  be  made  on  the  company  descriptive 
books  at  the  time  tlie  order  of  the  Commandant  of  tlie 
Regiment,  directing  the  dropping  or  taking  up,  is  re- 
ceived. 

Members,  when  dropped,  shall  1)0  estimated  as  a  "  loss," 
and  when  taken  up,  as  a  "gain." 

YIII. — In  addition  to  all  fine-  and  penalties  imjiosed 
for  aliseiice.  tho  term  during  which  a  |)0r.--on  shall  have 
been  drop[)cd  from  the  rolls  shall  not  bo  allowed  upon 
his  term  of  enlistment,  but  he  shall  serve  such  additional 
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time  as  mar  be  equal  to  the  entire  term  during  which 
he  was  dropped,  in  order  to  fulfill  the  conditions  of  his 
enlistment. 

TX. — 3Iembers  whose  names  are  dropped  from  tlie  rolls 
shall  not  be  included  in  any  company  or  regimental 
report  or  return  of  the  strength  of  such  company  or 
regiment,  T3iit  shall  be  separately  reported  as  "  dropped." 
Their  names  shall  be  continued  on  the  descriptive  books, 
with  appropriate  remarks,  and  they  shall  be  considered 
as  members  of  the  National  Guard  to  all  intents  and 
purposes,  as  provided  by  law,  and  subject  to  all  liabili-' 
ties  as  snch. 

The  process  of  dropping  from  the  rolls  is  not  in  any 
sense  a  discharge,  nor  doos  it  afford  any  relief  from  ser- 
rice  or  condonation  of  ofl'cnscs,  but  is  to  be  considered 
simply  as  a  purgation  of  the  rolls  by  the  temporary 
omission  of  recreant  members,  in  order  to  avoid  a  falla- 
cious exhibit  of  the  available  strength  of  the  command. 

X. — Commandants  of  regiments  will  be  held  respon- 
sible for  the  proper  discharge  of  their  duties,  in  approv- 
ine:  the  expulsion  of  members,  under  section  KU  of  the 
Military  Code.  Such  expulsion  should  only  be  ap- 
proved when  founded  upon  general  bad  character,  un- 
fitting the  j:K>?=cssor  for  association  with  gentlemen,  or 
"base  miscondrct,  and  in  the  latter  case  only  wlien  the 
offense  can  not  be  punished  by  action  of  a  court-martial. 

In  all  cases,  the  cause  for  expulsion  shall  be  fully 
given  by  the  Commandant  of  the  regiment  in  the  gen- 
eral orders  approving  such  expulsion,  and  copies  of  all 
such  orders  shall  be  transmiltcd  to  the  Adjutant-General. 

XI. — Transfers  of  members  from  one  company  to 
anotlier  in  the  same  regiment  must  be  ap))roved  bv  the 
Commandants  of  each  company  and  by  the  Conimand- 
aut  of  the  regiment,  if  the  Iransft-r  be  from  rcL'imont 
to  regiment  in  tiii,-  same  nrigade,  the  furiher  approval 
of  the  Counnandant  of  the  brigade  will  bo  roipiired. 

If  the  transfer  bo  made  from  brigade  to  brigade  in 
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the  same  division,  or  from  division  to  division,  tlie  ad- 
ditional approval  of  the  Commandant  of  the  division 
will  be  required. 

XII. — In  the  transfer  of  men,  the  Commandant  of 
the  company  from  wiiich  transferred  shall  furnish  to  the 
Commandant  of  the  company  to  which  transferred  a 
descriptive  roll  of  the  man  or  men  transferred,  which 
shall  set  forth  the  date  of  enlistment,  and  the  place 
where  and  by  whom  ;  tlie  date  of  muster  into  service, 
and  place  where  and  by  whom  mustered  ;  the  number 
of  days  lost  by  reason  of  being  dropped  from  the  rolls, 
or  for  inexcusable  absence,  and  such  other  records  as 
may  have  been  entered  u})on  the  descriptive  books,  and 
which  abstract  sliall  l)e  entered  upon  the  descriptive 
books  of  the  company  to  which  such  man  or  men  may 
be  transferred. 

XIII. — Persons  who  have  served  the  full  term  of  en- 
listment, but  voluntarily  remain  in  service,  are,  when  at- 
tentive and  eftieieut.  dcstn-vini;:  of  high  regard  for  their 
unselfish  dcvoiioii  to  the  jniblic  interests  ;  but  when 
negligent  and  insubordinate,  their  example  becomes 
doubly  pornicioiis  in  its  elfocts  upon  younger  members, 
and  they  may  be  summarily  discharircd  by  the  issue  of  a 
certificate  of  discharge  for  expiration  of  term  of  service 
by  the  Commandant  of  the  reirimont,  and  without  ap- 
plication on  their  part,  and  Avliicli  dismissal  siiall  be 
published  in  regimental  general  orders. 

XIV. — Vacancies  in  the  position  of  Xon-Commis- 
sioned  Oflicors  of  companies  shall  occur. only  upon  the 
expiration  of  term  of  service  of  the  incumbent,  liis 
death  or  dischar-re  for  pliysical  disability,  his  promotion 
or  reduction  to  the  ranks  by  the  order  of  the  Command- 
ing Officer  of  the  n-giment,  or  by  sentence  of  court- 
martial  ;  and  any  company  by-law  limiting  the  tenure 
of  oiiioc  liy  Xon-Comini.ssioncd  (.)llicers  shall  be  void. 

XV. — The  Fiehl  Onicers  of  each  regiment  sliall  con- 
stitute a   Board,  which  mav  examine  into  and  decide 
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upon  tlie  qualifications  of  any  person  holding  or  elected 
to  position  as  a  company  Nou-Conimipsioncd  Officer, 
and  if  tlie  decision  of  such  Board  shall  be  adverse,  the 
Commanding  OITiccr  of  the  regiment  shall  revoke  or 
refuse  to  issue  a  warrant  to  such  person,  and  au  election 
shall  be  ordered  to  lill  the  vacancy. 

XYI. — The  "  First  Sergeant "  of  each  Company  is 
the  proper  title  of  the  Orderly-Sergeant,  who  may  be 
appointed  to  tlie  duty  by  the  Captain,  from  any  of  the 
Sergeants  in  the  company. 

XVII. — Company  Quartermaster-Sergeants  will  be 
appointed  from  eacli  company  by  the  Commandant  of 
the  regiment,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
pany Commandant.  They  sliall  have  charge  of  all 
property  in  tlie  possession  of  tlie  company  not  issued 
to  the  members,  and  sliall  keep  an  accurate  account  of 
all  property  whetlicr  issued  to  nicnil.iers  or  in  store,  and 
shall  make  such  reports  to  tlie  Roginicntal  Quartermas- 
ter as  he  may  require.  Thoy  will  sustain  tlio  same  re- 
lations to  comjianics  as  the  Regimental  Quartermaster- 
Sergeant  to  the  regiment,  and  to  whom  they  will  be 
suliordinate.  They  will  V)e  nndcr  the  orders  of  the 
Company  Commandant  in  rcirard  to  all  property  in 
possession  of  the  company  or  its  members,  and  subject 
to  the  same  provisions  of  law  and  regulations  as  the 
other  Sergeants.  When  necessary,  tliey  will  also  act  as 
Company  Commissary-Sergeants. 

XVIII. — The  followinir  modifications  and  additions 
to  the  rejTulatious  regardinir  the  chevrons  of  Nou-Com- 
missioued  OIUclts,  are  iiercny  made  : 

For  a  liefriiiu'jiUd  Qiatrlcnnastcr-Serf^cmit — Three  bars 
and  a  tie  of  three  bars  in  silk. 

For  a  Cohipany  Qunrlt:rma>itcr-Serp;cant — Three  bars 
and  a  tie  of  one  bar  in  worsted. 

For  a  Ilosp'tiil  SUvttr'l — A  half  clievron  of  the  follow- 
ing description,  viz.:  of  ciiierald-gn'on  cloth,  one  and 
three-fourths  inches  wide,  running  obliquely  downward 
from  the  outer  to  the  inner  seam  of  the  sleeve,  and  at 
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an  angle  of  about  tliirty  degrees  witli  a  liorizontal, 
parallel  to  and  one-eiglitli  of  an  inch  distant  from  both 
the  upper  and  lower  edge,  an  embroidery  of  yellow  silk 
one-eighth  of  an  inch  wide,  and  in  the  centre  a 
"  caduceus "  two  inclics  long,  embroidered  also  with 
yellow  silk,  the  head  toward  the  outer  seam  of  the 
sleeve.

THE   AMENDMENTT   TO    THE    MILITIA    LAW. 

The  Attorney-General  has  declared  constitutional  the 
amendment  to  the  Militia  Law,  rcpealino-  the  clause  ex- 
empting members  of  the  Xntional  Guard  iVom  taxation 
to  the  extent  of  $500,  and  directed  the  Assessors  to  pro- 
ceed accordingly. 

The  law  exempting  military  men  from  jury  duty  is 
also  repealed. 


THE  EXEMPTION   LAWS   NOT   REPEALED. 


OPINION  OF  THE  ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 


The  following  opinion  of  the  Attorney-General,  in 
relation  to  exemptions  from  taxation  of  members  of  the 
National  Guard,  addresfsed  to  his  Excellency  Gov. 
Hoffman,  is  published  ]>y  tlie  Adjutant-General  for  the 
information  of  all  concerned.  The  patriotic  Senator 
from  the  Eighteenth  District  will  please  make  a  note  of 
this  : 

"  Sir: — The  question  submitted  by  recent  communica- 
tions from  the  Executive  De[)artuient  and  Adjutant- 
General's  Office,  involving  the  inijuiry  whether  certain 
exem[)tions  from  taxation  of  members  of  the  National 
Guard  are  repealed,  has  been  duly  considered.  By 
section  145,  chapter  334,  laws  of  18G4,  these  exemptions 
were  somewhat  enlarged  from  those  declared  by  previ- 
ous enactmeuts. 

"  All  officers,  musicians,  and  privates  of  the  military 
forces  of  the  Slate  were  dechired  to  1)C  exempt  from 
jury  duty  during  the  time  they  performed  military 
service,  and  from  the  payment  of  highway  taxes,  not 
exceeding  six  days  in. any  one  year.  Such  persons  not 
assessed  for  highway  taxes  were  entitled  to  a  deduction 
in  the  assessment  of  real  or  personal  property  to  the 
amount  of  $.jnO. 

"  Every  person  wiio  served  seven  years,  and  was  hon- 
orably discharged,  was  forever  after,  so  long  as  he  re- 
mained a  citi/oa  of  the  State,  entitled  to  an  exem[)tion 
of  six  days  highway  taxes  in  eacli  year  ;  anil,  if  a 
resident  of  any  city  (wlierf  not  liaMe  for  liigliway 
taxes),  he  was  forever  entith^d  to  a  deduction  in  the 
assessment  of  his  real  and  {(ursonal  property  <.>f  S">UU. 
Section  i4G,  chapter  012,  laws  of   18(35,  repealed  all 
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these  exemptions,  except  from  jury  duty  during  the  time 
such  persons  should  perform  military  service. 

"  By  section  14G,  chapter  5U2,  laws  of  1867,  these  ex- 
emptions were  re-enacted  and  considerably  extended. 
By  this  section  all  officers,  musicians,  and  privates  were 
exempt  from  jury  duty  during  tlie  time  they  perform- 
ed military  service.  They  were  entitled  to  a  deduction 
in  the  assessment  of  their  real  and  personal  property  to 
the  amount  of  $500,  except  that  cavalrymen,  artillery- 
men, and  mounted  officers  were  entitled  to  a  deduction 
of  $1,000  on  all  classes  of  taxes.  It  will  he  noticed 
that  exemption  from  highway  taxes,  as  such,  is  omitted 
in  this  provision  ^  and  that  the  exemption  upon  prop- 
erty is  extended  from  $500  to  $1,000  to  cavalrymen, 
artilleiTmen,  and  mounted  officers. 

"The  following  is  the  provision  incorporated  in  the 
general  appropriation  act  of  the  present  year,  which  it 
is  claimed  repeals  these  exemptions  :  Section  14G,  chap- 
ter 334,  laws  of  1SG4,  which  exempts  members  of  the 
National  Guard  from  the  payment  of  highway  taxes, 
and  which  entitles  them  to  a  deduction  in  the  assess-^ 
ment  of  real  and  personal  property  to  the  amount  ot 
§500.  This  attempted  repeal,  it  is  obvious,  is  directed 
at  the  wrong  statute. 

"  At  the  time  of  its  passage  tlie  members  of  the  Na- 
tional Guard  did  not  derive  the  exemptions  from  sec- 
tion 146,  chapter  334,  laws  of  1S64;  l)Ut  such  exemp- 
tions were  given  by  the  provision  contained  in  the  law 
of  1S6T,  above  cit"ed.  It  has  been  suggested  that,  al- 
though the  wrong  statute  is  named  in  the  repealing 
clause,  that  there  is  enough  in  tlic  reference  to  the 
subject-matter  of  the  provision  to  effect  the  repeal.  The 
subject-matter  recited  is  as  variant  from  the  exemption 
declared  by  the  law  of  18(37,  as  it  is  from  the  description 
of  the  statute.  There  is  no  exemption  from  highway 
taxes,  as  such,  provided  in  the  enaetiuent  of  1867. 
There  is  a  six  davs'  exemption  declared  in  the  act  of 
1864. 

"The  provision  in  the  paragraph  of  the  Appropriation 
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Bill,  wliicli  declares  that  section  146,  cliapter  334,  laws 
of  18G4,  which  exempts  members  of  the  National  Guard 
from  tlie  payment  of  hii;hway  taxes,  clearly  identifies 
the  provision  of  the  section  and  chapter  specified  by  the 
subject-matter  referred  to  as  the  one  intended  to  be 
repealed,  as  no  such  exemjjtion  is  contained  in  the  act 
of  lb67.  A^ain,  this  paragraph  provides  further, 'and 
which  entitles  them  to  a  deduction  in  the  assessment  of 
real  and  personal  property  to  the  amount  of  $500  is 
hereby  repealed.' 

''By  the  act  of  1864,  the  exemption  of  property 
allowed  was  lixcd  in  all  cases  at  $500.  By  the  act  of 
1867,  such  exeinption,  when  allowed,  is  fixed  at  $500 
each,  to  all  officers,  musicians,  and  privates,  except  cav- 
alrymen, artillerymen,  and  mounted  officers,  who  were 
each  entitled  to  an  exemption  of  $1,000. 

"From  this  comparison  it  is  obvious  that  the  subject- 
matter  referred  to  is  the  exemptions  contained  in  the 
act  of  1864.  and  not  those  contained  in  the  act  of  1867. 
It  is  difficult  to  conceive  of  the  reasons  for  repealing-  the 
lesser  exemptiou  to  a  portion  of  the  members  of  the 
National  Guard,  which  would  not  operate  equally  to 
influence  tlie  Legislature  to  re[>eal  the  .c;reater  exemp- 
tion of  $1,000  given  by  the  act  of  1867,  to  the  other 
members. 

"It  follows  that  the  above  clause,  in  the  Appropria- 
tion Bill  of  liOi),  does  not  at  all  touch  the  exemptions 
declared  by  tlie  law  of  1807.  but  that  the  provisions  of. 
that  statute  remain  in  full  force,  because  its  language 
as  to  the  number  of  the  chapter  of  the  law,  and  its  refer- 
ence to  the  subject-matter,  is  expressly  confined  to  t!ie 
act  of  1S64. 

"  It  is  suggested  that  the  paragraph  in  question  shows 
a  clear  intention  in  tlic  Legislature  to  abolish  these  ex- 
emptions, if  this  had  been  their  intention,  why  was 
not  the  repeal  directed  ag;iin.~t  the  statute  under  whicii 
such  excm[)tions  were  claimed  ?  Exemptions  from  high- 
way taxes  were  given  l)y  the  act  of  1864,  which  were 
not  given  by  the  law  of  1867. 
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"The  Legislature  may  have  thought  it  prudent  to 
repeal  them,  and  also  the  exemption  of  tlie  i^oUO  of 
property,  expressly,  for  greater  certainty,  altliough  sucli 
exemptions  had.  in  etfect,  been  already  repealed.  K  it 
is  argued  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  to 
repeal  these  exemptions,  the  sliort  answer  is.  it  has  not 
done  so.  (The  People  vs.  Bell,  38,  N.  Y.  Reports,  p. 
3S6.) 

"  It  is  a  rule,  fundamental  and  universal,  in  the  con- 
struction of  statutes,  that  a  repeal  by  implication  is  not 
favored,  and  the  earliCi-  statute  remains  in  force,  unie.-.s 
the  latter  is  manifestly  inconsistent  with  it.  or  unlo-s 
the  latter  act  take  some  notice  of  the  former,  plainly  in- 
dicating an  intention  to  abrogate  it,  and  that  a  con- 
struction which  repeals  another  statute  should  be  very 
clear,  especially  when  the  repeal  is  of  a  part  of  a 
statute,  and  it  seriously  mars  the  harmony  of  a  system. 

"I  am  of  opinion  that  all  the  exemptions  to  members 
of  the  National  Guard,  declared  by  section  14t).  chapter 
502,  laws  of  18G7,  still  exist  in  full  force  and  are  un- 
repealed.
